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GENTLEMEN OF THE City CoUNCIL: 


In again entering upon the duties of chief magistrate 
of my native city, my first impulse is to express, through 
you to my fellow-citizens, a grateful acknowledgment 
for the honor conferred upon me by a re-election to 
office, and my most cordial thanks for the confidence 
and support that have been given me during the past 
year, in my intention and endeavor to serve them faith- 
fully and well: And, if a continuance in trust can be 
construed into an approval of service, I shall most 
assuredly feel encouraged to a more active and zealous 
discharge of the great responsibilities which devolve 
upon the position that I hold in the city government. 

Health, peace and general prosperity being eminently 
within the municipality, the management of whose 
affairs we have been called upon to administer, and 
for the purpose of taking charge of which we are 
now assembled at the commencement of a new year, 
it becomes us, in receiving the honorable trust of our 
fellow-citizens, to be sincerely grateful for the con- 


tinuance of the divine blessings vouchsafed to our 
2 
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city, and for the great privileges which we have been 
allowed to possess, in the uninterrupted enjoyment 
of the great boon of civil and religious liberty that 
has been transmitted to us unimpaired. The care 
of a large city having most important interests has 
been intrusted to us; and it behooves all of us, in 
entering upon our several duties, never to lose sight 
of the great trusts that have been committed to our 
charge. Let us firmly, and with a view to the good 
of all, rely upon each other in the discharge of every 
duty that falls to us to perform; and while we look 
to each other for mutual assistance in all that shall 
be required of us, let us also profit by the counsel 
and advice of those who are equally interested with 
ourselves in the management of the diversified 
responsibilities, which must necessarily be connected 
with, the government of a city of so large extent as 
ours. Whatever we shall be called upon to do, let 
us ever bear in mind, that we are simply repaying 
to the city that which every good citizen should never 
- fail to acknowledge as a just debt: And as every 
new year brings with it new objects of care in a city 
having as many interests as ours, and whose population 
and capabilities for business are constantly and rapidly 
increasing, so let us never forget any of these interests, 


nor ever neglect their nurture and care. 
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With all the apparent business prosperity of our 
city, we must not lose sight of the fact that our country 
is still burdened with heavy taxes, from the oppressive 
weight of which it cannot be expected to be relieved 
for many years tocome. We must, therefore, while we 
most sacredly maintain the honor of the city, by 
preserving all its engagements and fulfilling all its 
obligations, adhere also to the most rigid economy in 
the management of its affairs; and, while we most 
assiduously do all in our power to advance the interests 
of the city, and promote its business facilities, we must 
defer entering upon all great enterprises requiring 
large outlays of money, until the condition of our 
finances will permit the same being done without 
inordinately increasing the taxes, and thereby oppress- 
ing all classes of our community. 

We must not, however, by an attempt to be 
parsimonious, overstep the bound of prudence, and be 
so far blinded to the necessities and requirements of a 
city advancing in business and population, as to refuse 
all improvements and aids which a judicious regard to 
the welfare of its citizens may require. Undertakings 
already commenced should not be impeded in their 
progress ; nor should the city be allowed in any degree 
to retrograde from its present business position, by 


withholding anything that can be done in the way of 
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promoting public improvements of immediate necessity, 
although judicious expenditures of money may be 
required for their accomplishment. 

While we regard with care the greater objects which 
require our attention, we must not forget the smaller 
matters which, perhaps, more imperatively demand our 
sympathies. We must not in our prosperity forget 
those who, in the time of our greatest danger, lent us 
their strength to defend and preserve our liberties. 
Let not the soldier, broken down by disease and the 
honorable wounds received in the performance of loyal 
duty to his country, be an outcast. Let his claims be 
first; and let not his necessities in the days of his 
adversity be disregarded, nor his demands for relief be 
resisted by cold formality and mean and pitiless 
neglect. The worthy poor must receive their share of 
care, and their wants must be supplied. We must 
have in view, also, that those in humble life may have 
demands which are as worthy of notice as those of the 
more favored part of the community. The industrious 
- laborer and the honest workman, both have claims 
which must not be slighted; their needs, as well as 
their rights, are as imperative as those of any other 
class in the community, and while the one is supplied 
the other should not be unacknowledged. 


During the past year Boston has much awakened 
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from its lethargy; and its business, which appeared to 
be at its lowest condition, has most certainly revived. 
Public and individual enterprise have received a fresh 
impulse; and the interests, which a short time ago 
seemed to be on their wane, have been renewed, and 
new vigor is discernible throughout the whole city. 
With its naturally good position, with its large number 
of capitalists and men of enterprise, and with industri- 
ous, ingenious and energetic mechanics and manufac- 
turers, why may not our metropolis outvie all of the 
ereat marts of the country? Our facilities for trade, 
for the receiving of the products of the country and 
their exportation to foreign lands, and for all kinds of 
mechanical and manufacturing products, certainly 
should indicate for us a magnificent future. Much has 
been done during the past year to afford greater facili- 
ties for business; some highways have been opened ; 
others have been widened; and broad avenues have 
been established. Marginal railways, connecting the 
back country with our tide-waters, have been con- 
structed, and transportation of freight has already been 
commenced. Is not a future, of which we may be 
justly proud, before us? And is it not our duty to do 
all in our power to aid these great developments, and, 
by our encouragement and assistance, advance: these 


ereat interests already so auspiciously commenced ? 
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The experiment of annexation, by which the two 
ancient municipalities of Boston and Roxbury joined 
their future prospects together a year ago, has proved 
eminently successful, and the greatest satisfaction at the 
results produced has been expressed by the inhabitants 
of both portions of the now united cities. Other | 
municipalities are now endeavoring to merge them- 
selves together, and swell the extent of our domain by 
enlarging our borders. Charlestown, for what benefits 
she can derive from us, promises us a never failing 
supply of pure water. Our own business men dwelling 
in Somerville wish to cast their lot with us, and enjoy 
the good that can emanate from civic rule. We, our- 
selves, desire a portion of the towns of Dorchester und — 
Brookline, to complete our harbor improvements and 
system of drainage. In the accomplishment of all 
these projects, petitions will be before the Legislature 
of the Commonwealth, and undoubtedly acts will be 
passed satisfactory to all concerned, by which the 
annexation of those, which will be for the advantage of 
our city, will be accomplished. If any action on the 
part of the City Council is required for the furtherance 
of these objects, it will become my duty to communicate 
with you specially in reference thereto. In the mean 
time, fhe request of the last City Council will be 
strictly carried out in accordance with the petitions 


already forwarded by me. 
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In my annual address of the past year, the attention 
of the City Council was called to the propriety of estab- 
lishing certain bureaus, which would lessen the labors 
of the members of the two Boards, and give greater 
permanence to certain departments of the government. 
When it is brought to mind how arduous the duties of 
the Board of Aldermen are,—for the Aldermen not 
only have legislative duties to perform, in connection 
with the Common Council, but also have to act in the 
capacity of County Commissioners, Surveyors of Streets, 
and collectively as a Board of Health, — would it not 
be well to intrust some of the most important of the 
onerous duties of the members of the City Council to 
bureaus, consisting of commissioners appointed for a 
term of years, who could act under the supervision of 
appropriate committees of the City Council, and whose 
acts should have a proper approval? ‘The importance 
of these bureaus is so great and manifest, that their 
suggestion alone seems to be necessary at this time ; 
and there can certainly be no better occasion than now 
to commence measures for establishing suitable bureaus 
of health, of streets, and for the abatement of taxes, 
_and for appeals. , 

Custom has made it proper, that I should present to 
you, in a brief manner, the general condition of the 


various departments of the government, which for the 
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year to come will be under your more immediate care ; 
and, in so doing, I shall on this occasion mainly refer to 
the more prominent matters relating to each, referring 
you for a more minute knowledge of each to the sey- 
eral annual reports, which will hereafter be presented 
by the proper officers to the City Council for your con- 
sideration; and I shall reserve for future and more 
appropriate occasions, the privilege of communicating 
to you, in accordance with a provision of the City 
Charter, such information, and recommending such 
measures, as may in my judgment tend to the improve- 
ment of the finances of the city, as well as of its police, 


health, security, cleanliness, comfort and ornament. 


FINANCES. 


The great interest which is always manifested in 
reference to the finances of the city, and the importance 
of a general knowledge of their condition to those who 
have the management of the prudential affairs of our 
municipality, induces me to lay before you at this time 
a somewhat more explicit statement of their present 
state, than would perhaps be expected of me on this 
occasion. 

At the commencement of the last year, I stated to the 
City Council that the total funded and unfunded debt of 
the city to the sixth of January, 1868, amounted to 
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$13,989,292.24; and that the means then on hand for 
paying the same, being the ‘“‘ Debt Sinking Fund” in 
charge of the ‘‘Committee on the Reduction of the 
City Debt,” was $3,986,780.73, leaving a net debt of 
$10,002,511.51. The funded and unfunded debt of the 
city on the fourth of January, 1869, as made up by the 
Auditor of Accounts, stands as follows: Funded, 
$16,516,849.91 ; unfunded, being loans authorized, but 
not negotiated, and advances made by the Treasurer on 
authorized loans, $2,411,652.84 ; making the total 
eross debt on the fourth of January, 1869, to be 
$18,928,502. 75. 

The means on hand for the redemption of the debt 
are $5,618,309.75 ; which leaves the net debt of the city 
on the fourth of January, 1869, to be $13,310,193.00, 
being an increase during the municipal year 1868, of 
the gross debt of $4,939,210.51, and of the net debt of 
$3,307,681.49 ; the increase of the means on hand for 
the redemption of the debt since the statement of the 
sixth of January, 1868, being $1,6381,529.02. The 
gross debt is stated above at $18,928,502.75; being 
more by $500,000 than stated in the report of the Com- 
mittee on the Reduction of the City Debt, made to the 
City Council at its closing meeting, the loan for the 
widening of Hanover Street, amounting to that sum, not 
having been passed until after the report was presented. 
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The following statement will exhibit the amount 
and objects of the several loans authorized by the City 
Government of 1868, viz:

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The increase it will be seen is principally caused by 
the improvements commenced and projected for widen- 
ing, extending, grading, and building streets, from 
which it is confidently expected that at least two- 
thirds of the amount of their cost, with the exception of 
the ‘* Church Street District,” will be returned to the 
Treasury in the way of assessments for betterments to 
estates increased in value by their completion; which 
payments will serve to augment the Sinking Fund for 
the redemption of the loans created to accomplish the 
work. The city has to bear the whole cost of every 
street improvement, and wait until it is completed 
before assessments can be laid on the estates benefited 
thereby. This necessitates the borrowing for the whole 
amount required. 

The prosecution of the building of the Chestnut Hill 
Reservoir has involved new loans to the amount of 
$790,009. The introduction of the water into the 
Boston Highlands has increased the debt $450,000 ; 
and the new school-houses, with the land for the same, 
$291,000. The new loans which have been negotiated 
by the Treasurer during the year, amounting to 
$2,738,000. have all been taken by the ‘ Committee 
on the Reduction of the City Debt,” and form a part of 
the * Debt Sinking Fund.” 

It will be seen that the city debt has been enlarged 
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the past year, in consequence of carrying on the enter- 
prises of former years and the very great improvements 
that have been commenced, and in part terminated, last 
year, It is believed that many of these improvements 
will not only be advantageous to the business interests 
of Boston, and to the comfort of our fellow citizens, but 
will be repaid in a great degree by the increased valua- 
tion of the property immediately benefited, and by the 
returns that will be received in most cases from the 
betterments which will be assessed under the authority 


of law. 


ASSESSORS. DEPARTMENT. 


During the past year the method of assessment of 
taxes has been conducted for the first time under the 
new ordinance. This system is materially different 
from that which had been in use, substantially un- 
changed, for many years. ‘Thus far the workings have 
proved highly satisfactory. On this department the 
government relies for the means of defraying its 
general expenses. ‘The following facts are of sufficient 
importance to be presented to your notice. 

Legal Decision. — In June last a decision adverse to 
the city was given in the case alluded to in my address 
of last year, the point at issue being the right of the city 


to tax its citizens for capital stock in National Banks 
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situated outside of the limits of the commonwealth. The 
court held that the United States Government possessed 
the right to exclude the several States under the 
general government from taxing such stock, either 
wholly or within such limits as Congress may deem 
material to the efficiency and success of these insti- 
tutions, on the ground that they are instruments 
for the performance of functions pertaining to the 
National Government, and that the tax imposed by 
the city was not within the limitations prescribed by 
the laws of the United States. 

New Laws.— The Legislature being in session at 
the time this class of property was thus declared 
exempt from taxation, passed a law (chap. 349 of 1868) 
with the intention of taxing a part.of this stock that 
had escaped taxation in this State under the law as 
construed up to that time; and the assessors and 
collectors of the several cities and towns where 
National Banks were located, were directed by the 
new enactment to levy and collect, as the agents of 
the commonwealth, and for its benefit, a tax upon the 
stock in the National Banks situated in Massachusetts 
held by persons not residing in the State. The 
provisions of the Acts of Congress contemplate a 
system of taxation so entirely at variance with that 


with which our citizens have become familiar, that 
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it was no easy matter to frame an enactment which, 
while it should conform to the requirements of the 
United States law, should not be repugnant with the 
provisions of our own constitution. The banks, acting 
for their stockholders, having obtained the opinion 
of able counsel, claim that the legislature has failed 
to so far harmonize the two systems as to produce a 
valid act. ‘The courts will doubtless be called upon 
to decide the issue thus presented. It is much to be 
regretted, that Congress should have attempted to 
compel the several States to tax this important class 
of property, in accordance with a plan which is 
probably at variance with the organic law of some 
of the States, and which must result in complicated 
laws difficult to be understood or executed. It would 
seem that these institutions might have been protected 
from oppressive and discriminating taxation by a 
provision that they should be taxed in like manner, 
and to the same extent, as corporations existing by 
authority of the State imposing the tax. This simple 
provision, amply protecting the banks, would leave 
each State free to follow its own system of taxation. 

By chapter 206 of the acts of 1565, the fiftieth sec- 
tion of the eleventh chapter of the General Statutes 
was repealed. This section, originally enacted as 


chapter 169 of the acts of 1852, gave to the assessors 
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the power, up to within seven days of an election, of 
assessing the polls and personal estates of all persons 
who had been omitted from their books at the time of 
the annual assessment. ‘The effect of this repeal pre- 
vented the assessment of any citizen, subsequent to the 
time specified by the assessors for the bringing in of 
lists of polls and estates, with the exception only of 
those who had within two years served in the army or 
navy of the United States, for whom especial provision 
had been made by chapter 68 of the acts of 1865. The 
time for the bringing in of lists of polls and estates 
being from May Ist to June 15th, many weeks previous 
to the posting of the voting lists, practically prevented 
errors of omission from being supplied, and a citizen 
not on the list for two consecutive years, under the 
provisions of the constitution of the State, was disquali- 
fied from voting. In view of these facts, the legislature 
enacted (chapter 211, 1868) that the assessors of the 
several cities and towns should annually prepare lists 
of all persons to whom a poll-tax was assessed, and 
cause them to be publicly posted on or before the first 
day of July, and upon an application on or before the 
first day of August, by an omitted person liable to 
assessment, he should be assessed in season for the 
election of the current year. Under the provisions of 


this law 1563 persons, omitted by the assessors, applied

in season to be entered upon the tax-lists of the present 
financial year. 

Abatement of Taxes. — At the present time the abate- 
ment of the tax of 1868 represents a valuation equal to 
=y°5 of one per cent of the whole valuation of the 
city. That of 1867 at the same period amounted to 
1.42, and that of 1866 to 1.27 per cent. This favorable 
result in the face of the late depressed condition of 
business affairs, while it may indicate a somewhat 
careful exercise of their functions on the part of the 
assessors, is perhaps more directly attributable to the 
fact that a lower rate of taxation has caused the tax- 
bills of many of our citizens to be less in amount than 
those of the preceding year, although the valuation of 
their estates was increased at their last assessment. 

Amount Raised and Rate of Taxation. —'The amount 
raised by taxation for the current financial year was 
$5,884,829, of which $723,140 was raised on account 
of the Commonwealth (Boston’s proportion of a State 
tax of $2,000,000), and $5,161,689 on account of the 
City and County. The amount raised by the City, ex- 
clusive of Roxbury, for the tax of 1867 was $6,656,311, 
of which $1,694,150 was for the State (Boston’s pro- 
portion of a $5,000,000 tax), and $4,962,261 for the 
expenditures of the City and County. The rate of tax- 


ation for 1868 was $12.30 on each $1,000. This rate 
4 
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was computed upon the valuation of the united cities | 
of Boston and Roxbury, and is a decrease of $3.20 ona 
thousand from the rate of 1867, which was based upon 
the valuation of the twelve wards, comprising the City 
before Roxbury was joined to our municipality. For 
1867, the rate of the City of Roxbury (now wards 13, 
14 and 15) was $19,00 on each $1,000; of the rate of 
1868, $1.51 was on account of the State, and $10.79 on 
account of the City and County. Of the rate of 1867, 
the proportions on account of the State and of the two 
cities for municipal and county expenditures, were as 
follows: Boston rate, $15.50 on each $1,000 ; on State 
account $3.94, City and County, $11.56. Roxbury 
rate, $19 on each $1,000; on State account $4,28, City 
and County, $14.72. 

Valuation of the City. — The valuation of the City 
by the Board of Assessors for 1868, was

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The increase of valuation of 1868 over 1867 was 7 
per cent on real, and 12 per cent on personal estate. 
In this connection it is of interest to note that the 
portion of the Highlands, which was made a part of our 
city with a valuation of 264 millions, stands upon the 
books of the assessors, the first year after the union of 
the two cities, at a valuation of 304 millions of dollars ; 
the real estate valued at $21,525,400, a gain of over 163 
per cent, and the personal estate at $9,101,000, a gain 
of over 9% per cent. ‘The gain made by the assessors 
of Roxbury in the valuation of 1867 over that of 1866 
was 2% per cent on the real estate, and 6? per cent on 
the personal. It should be stated, however, that 
without an elaborate analysis of a large part of the 
work of the assessors, it would be impossible to ascer- 
tain definitely the advance made in the valuation of the 
personal estate of the three southern wards in the last 
assessment. A large proportion of the percentage of 
increase is due to the fact that before the annexation 
of Roxbury a very considerable amount of the personal 
estate of the inhabitants of that city was assessed in our 
business wards as the property of non-residents, which 
in the tax of 1868 was assessed in the wards of the 
Highlands, where the owners resided. But the gain 
of 16% per cent upon the valuation of the real 


estate, requiring no explanation to prevent its figures 
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from conveying erroneous conclusions, would seem to 
show that in addition to a rate of taxation nearly seven 
dollars on each thousand less than that borne by the 
inhabitants of this district last year, the certainty of an 
ample supply of pure water, a comprehensive system 
of drainage, and the other benefits that may be 
expected to follow the union of the two cities, have 
justified this large increase in the value of the real 
property of this part of the city. This position would 
seem to be demonstrated by the fact that up to this 
time but few applications for the abatement of taxes 
assessed upon the real estate of this district have been 
made, and that the abatements granted represent but 
four-tenths of one per cent of the assessed value of 
this class of property, and the additional fact that a 
large proportion of this small percentage accrued in 
the corrections of errors incident to the application for 
the first time of systems and methods new to that 


locality. 


Pusiic LANDS. 


The sales of lands belonging to the city, and made 
under the direction of the Joint Committee of the City 
Council, during the year 1868, have been much larger 
than the previous year, and were as follows: South of 


Dover Street, including three lots upon the Back Bay 
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territory, 207,98452, square feet, for the sum of 
$940,115.22: at South Boston and East Boston, 
49,130 square feet, for the sum of $27,340; making 
a total of 297,114 ;25 square feet, for $267,455.22. 
expenditures of the department for the same time have 
been $14,087.49. 

The committee have in charge, at the present time, 
1,483,556 square feet south of Dover Street, a portion 
of which is in the Highlands, and 713,875 square feet 
at South Boston, making a total in charge of 2,147,731 
square feet. The city has also, at the south part of 
the Neck and upon the Back Bay, six reserved lots, 
containing 141,837 square feet. 


WatER Works. 


One of the most important provisions for the welfare 
of a city is a sufficient supply of pure water for domestic 
and mechanical uses; and, as so large a portion of our 
city is dependent solely on _its supply from Lake 
Cochituate, it becomes our imperative duty to watch 
with great care our excellent works, and to enlarge and 
strengthen them from time to time as occasion may 
require. 

During the past year the city has been favored with 
more than the usual supply of water; that at the lake 


being nearly two feet higher than it was last year at 
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the same time. The average consumption of water 
during the year has been 14,404,066 gallons a day, 
being an increase over the previous year of 839,066 
gallons. Should the same rate of increase in use 
continue, it will become necessary before long to look 
for another source of supply. It has been suggested 
by persons well acquainted with the works, that for the 
purpose of postponing this necessity, it would be ex- 
pedient, to make an arrangement, if possible, with the 
City of Charlestown to furnish the supply required for 
East Boston, as the amount used in that section of the 
city would fully compensate for what is needed at 
present in Wards Thirteen, Fourteen and Fifteen. 
Great progress has been made at the Chestnut Hill 
Reservoir during the past year. ‘The upper basin was 
completed, and the water let in, on the twenty-sixth of 
October last, and it is fair to presume that the whole 
will be finished before the close of another year. As 
many unforeseen difficulties have arisen in the course of 
its construction since the last appropriation was asked 
for, I have reason to believe that a further appropriation 
of $350,000 will be required before the same can be 
completed. This reservoir is a work of great mag- 
nitude, and when finished will be of inestimable value 
for the security it will afford in case of accident, to 


the conduit, and for the purpose of storing the large 
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amount of water that would otherwise run to waste at 
the lake in the spring of the year. 

~The Chestnut Hill Driveway will be completed 
before next summer. A portion has already been 
opened to the public, and has become a place of 
frequent resort for pleasure driving. It is frequently 
asked, whether it would not be well for the City Council 
to consider the expediency of purchasing the adjoining 
land for the purpose of laying out the same, at some 
future day, as a public park. 

The water pipes have been extended during the past 
year into the Highlands, and water was introduced in 
that part of the city on October last, six miles of pipe 
having been laid for the purpose. ‘The season was so 
late before this work could be completed, that many of 
the residents of the Highland wards were unable to 
have the service pipe laid to their houses; but there 
are already nearly three hundred water takers in that 
district. Contracts have been made for ten miles of 
pipe to be laid in the Highlands during this year, which 
will include the high service that is to be supplied by 
means of a stand-pipe to be placed on the estate owned 
by the city, and known as the Old Fort. 

The number of water takers on the twenty-eighth of 
December last was 29,610, being an increase over the 


previous year of 1,181. ‘The income has _ been 
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$553,617.42, being an increase over the previous year 
of $32,611.05, and the estimated income for the 
ensuing year is $600,000. 


PoOLice. 


No department of the government is more important 
or more necessary in the management of the affairs of 
the city than the police. Its connection with the 
public is of such a character as at all times to be the 
object of the greatest solicitude. A good officer has 
far greater duties to perform than that of seeking out 
and arresting criminals, recovering stolen property, and 
bringing offenders to justice. He is often called upon 
to perform acts which are not within the powers 
committed to him by the laws of the Commonwealth and 
the ordinances of the city; and yet, frequently, matters of 
the most delicate and complicated character are brought 
to his notice in a manner that requires the most prompt 
and decided action, as well as a high degree of intelli- 
gence, much firmness and the strictest integrity. Ever 
vigilant and faithful to his trust, he should always be 
ready to protect persons and property; he should be 
diligent in preserving peace and preventing crime, and 
he should never be remiss in his duty in promoting 
order, and duly and promptly enforcing the laws. In 


all his bearings he should be respectful and gentle, and

he should never forget to observe the demeanor of a 
gentleman, and never commit any impropriety such as 
he has been commissioned to check in others. A good 
patrolman is always decent, orderly and decorous. 
Fortunately our city is most favorably situated in regard 
to this department, and possesses a police force that 
stands as high in reputation as that of any municipality 
in the world. No better evidence of this can be 
adduced, than the confidence which is universally con- 
ceded to it by the various communities throughout the 
Commonwealth, in their frequent appeals for counsel 
and assistance, whenever a case of individual loss 
occurs, or a popular outbreak is anticipated. In such 
instances aid has never been refused, and every possible 
assistance has been rendered for the enforcement of the 
laws of the Commonwealth and of the General Govern- 
ment. 

The police force has been somewhat increased over 
that of the previous year, and yet requires to be 
enlarged in a small degree to relieve the patrolmen, and 
make their duties less onerous, and increase at the same 
time their efficiency. At present there are nine police 
districts and four hundred and thirteen men, being 
an allowance of one officer to about six hundred 
inhabitants; and these men are good and faithful 
officers and reliable public servants.

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In the course of the year it will become necessary to 
divide the Highlands into two districts, and establish 
two stations in that part of the city. A longitudinal 
division of this district, by observing Shawmut Avenue 
as the division line, will be undoubtedly proper, as 
apportioning the population very evenly and giving the 
most convenient form to the districts. The completion 
of the station house at the corner of Washington and 
Pynchon streets, and the erection of another near the 
Dorchester line, will be required without delay. 

For the harbor police there will be required, as 
soon as the same can be built, a substantial boat- 
house, for the protection of the property of the city, 
and for the convenience of the men attached to that 
part of the service. For the ereater efficiency of this 
“part of the department, by rendering assistance in case 
of fire amongst the shipping, and for more speedy 
action in case of mutiny in the harbor, when wind 
is wanting for the sailing-vessel, or when tides and 
breezes are adverse, and for keeping the harbor from 
‘being closed by ice, a substantial steam tug, with 
proper pumps and engines, is suggested ; and, it is ° 
to be hoped, that the great need of such means for 
the protection of the property and the interests of 
commerce will meet with your approbation. 


It would be well for you to consider, whether it 
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would not be of great service to the department, to 
make a change in the apparatus used at the police 
station-houses for communicating with the central 
office, by substituting the Dial Telegraph,—a very 
simple instrument, — for the present apparatus which 
is now but comparatively little employed, on account 
of the difficulty attending its use. Some legislation 
seems to be absolutely necessary for empowering the 
police to regulate the passage of teams through the 
thoroughfares of the city, so as to prevent the con- 
tinuous streams of vehicles that often interrupt pedes- 
trians at the street crossings, and endanger their 
safety, as well as impede their progress. 

During the past year about twenty thousand arrests 
have been made, a large amount of miscellaneous work 
performed, and stolen property to the amount of over 
one hundred and seven thousand dollars recovered and 
returned to the owners. This department, which takes 
cognizance of such matters, reports that during the 
past year, buildings valued at over twelve millions of 
dollars have been erected, and eighty-four vessels have 
been built at East Boston. 

Judging from the general good order that has pre- 
vailed throughout the city during the past year, which 
has been one of more than usual business and political 


excitement, it would be difficult to find any municipality 
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where the protection of life, liberty, and property has 
been so well regarded, as under our present admirable 


and efficient system. 


Pusiic HEaurH. 

The past year has been remarkably free from the 
usual epidemics, and no alarm has occurred in conse- 
quence of anticipated visits by malignant disease in any 
of its unwelcome and destructive forms. ‘The sanitary 
police have faithfully performed their duties during four 
months of the year, and much good has resulted from 
their labors. The public avenues and streets of the city 
have been kept unusually clean, and all nuisances that 
have come to the knowledge of the department have 
been speedily abated, when within its province as laid 
down by the laws and ordinances. The public baths, 
which have been open four months of the year, and 
used 842,617 times during the season, have had a very 
beneficial effect upon the general health of the popula- 
tion, besides proving a great means of promoting 
cleanliness. The success of the experiment in Boston 
has incited other cities, both in this neighborhood, and 
also at the South and West, to make inquiries with a 
view of introducing similar conveniences for the benefit 
of their people. 


The tenement building law which was enacted by the 
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last legislature of the Commonwealth, has had _ its 
beneficial effects ; yet, to produce the desired salutary 
result, it should be more strictly enforced than it has 
been. This is demanded, not on account of humani- 
tarian benefits, but also as a sanitary measure for 
securing health and preventing disease. In some 
respects, the sanitary laws need amendment, and 
undoubtedly it will be the desire of the department to 
urge upon the Generai Court a revision of its enact- 
ments. 

Much good will undoubtedly follow the introduction 
of the public drinking hydrants, which have been 
ordered by the last City Council; and there are other 
conveniences of a public character which should be 
introduced without ferns or hesitation. ‘The city should 
not defer the construction of necessary sewers in unac- 
cepted streets, but should have a comprehensive system 
of drainage that will be beneficial to the whole com- 
munity. 

It 1s apparent that a great necessity exists for 
remodelling this department. The labor and responsi- 
bility is too much for one establishment. The sanitary 
part of it should be placed under the direction and 
management of a suitable bureau, constituted with a 
reference to permanency, and composed of scientific 


and learned men, who have made its objects the study 
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of their lives. The opinion of practical men skilled in 
the science of medicine, and learned in the economic 
arts, should be regarded ; and the Board of Consulting 
Physicians should exist in reality, and not be allowed 
to remain as a part of the government simply to 
distinguish a portion of a page of the municipal 
register with their honorable names, and with hardly 
interest enough in the City Council to go through 
with the details of their annual election. 

The street cleaning could well form a distinct depart- 
ment; and then it could be conducted in the same able 
manner in which it now is, and without the usual 
impediments which sometimes arise from a seeming 
conflict of jurisdiction between this department and 
others. Much could be saved to the city, if a con- 
venient deposit for ashes and street dirt could be had 
in some central place, in order to diminish the 
distance of teaming, and consequently the expense of 
extra men, horses and teams. Very especially is the 
consideration of this department worthy of your 
earliest attention. 

There are, at the present time, three hundred and 
forty-three laborers in the employment of this depart- 
ment, and one hundred and fourteen horses. with 


harnesses, all belonging to the city. 
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Pusiic ScHOOLs. 


In none of our institutions is there a greater interest 
felt by our citizens than in the public schools. Dating 
back to their establishment, more than two hundred 
and thirty-four years, we find existing always a strong 
desire for their advancement in usefulness. The 
youngest pupil can find accommodation in the schools 
where the first elements of education are taught; and, 
by advancing through the different stages of instruction, 
the boy can be thoroughly fitted for the university or 
for the counting-room, and the girl for the duties of 
domestic life, or for the position of teacher. Poor 
minors, who have to earn their subsistence by various 
vocations in the streets, and adults who have been 
deprived of early education can, if they desire, attend 
school under competent instructors, the former a portion 
of the day, and the latter during the evening. With a 
population of about two hundred and fifty thousand 
inhabitants, and a little over forty-three thousand 
children between five and fifteen years of age, we have 
for the purpose of supervision, twenty-six school 
districts. At present there are four high schools, 
known as the Latin School for boys, the English High 
School for boys, the High and Normal School for girls, 
and the Roxbury High School at the Highlands for 


boys and girls. There are twenty-seven grammar 
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schools, ten of which are for boys, nine for girls, and 
eight for boys and girls. There are also three hundred 
and three primary schools for boys and girls, two 
schools for licensed minors, and during the past year 
there have been established several schools for adults. 
These schools are taught by seven hundred and fifty- 
four teachers; eighty of whom are males, and six 
hundred and seventy-four are females. The average 
whole number of pupils belonging to the schools of all 
erades during the year was about 32,885. The total 
amount appropriated for the management of the schools 
for the year that will terminate on the last day of April, 
is $1,013,240, being about one-seventh of the total 
appropriation voted by the City Council for the 
financial year 1868-9. 

Three new grammar _ school-houses have been 
completed and two of them dedicated during the past 
year, and two grammar school-houses and two primary 
are now in progress of erection. Undoubtedly appro- 
priations for two buildings for the Girls’ High and 
Normal School, and for a grammar school in East 
Boston, will be strongly urged during the year, in 
consequence of the requirements of the School Com- 
mittee. 

The two schools for licensed minors have been more 
successful during the past year than previously, owing, 


no doubt, in a great degree to a greater stringency in 
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forcing the attendance of the boys to be present two 
hours at school during each school day throughout the 
year. Beneficial results are already perceived from 
these schools, as the boys who follow their vocations of 
blacking boots, selling newspapers, and pursuing other 
callings, feeling obliged to obtain licenses, which they 
cannot obtain without proper approval, are compelled 
to be punctual in their attendance at school. 

The evening schools for adults, established last year, 
are very fully attended, even more so than the present 
accommodations will comfortably and profitably permit. 
Under the direction of the School Committee, more 
ample provisions will undoubtedly be made for this 


class of pupils during the year. 


Puszuic Liprary. 


The Public Library continues on in its career of use- 
fulness. The circulation of its books is increasing, and 
the attendance both in the Bates and Lower Hall, as 
well as in the Reading Room, grows larger. Originally 
designed, and continuously administered, as supple- 
mentary to the education received at our public schools, 
it is believed that the institution in this regard fully 
answers the public requirement. Its progress has been 
unexampled in this country, for it now contains one 


hundred and forty-five thousand volumes, leaving behind 
6 
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it all the other libraries in the United States, except the 
Library of Congress, which is in itself a congeries of 
other libraries recently massed together ; and its success 
has more than justified the fostering regard of the city 
government. As one of the highest of the public trusts, 
the city cannot but be grateful to the distinguished 
scholars and gentlemen who overlook the extensive 
details of its management. 

The building in which this immense mass of learning 
and entertainment is stored, will at no distant day 
require enlargement, and it is therefore desirable that 
the early attention of the City Council should be given 
to this matter, inasmuch as the addition, which will 
require much thought and consideration in devising 
plans, should be made in a manner that will be adapted 
to the present work, and render the whole edifice har- 
monious and complete. True economy requires that 
the plans for such a considerable outlay should be well 
matured. | 

While the general success of the library is an- 
nounced as highly satisfactory, all the friends of the 
institution are called upon to lament the loss it has 
sustained in the decease of Charles C. Jewett, Esq., 
the learned Superintendent, and of the indefatigable 
scholar, William E. Jillson, Esq., the General <As- 


sistant of the library. Their loss is a calamity to 
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the institution, which will be severely felt by all 
who have been in the habit of consulting its treas- 


ures of learning. 


STREETS. 


Among the most important of the street improve- 
ments that have been authorized during the past year 
are the widening of Devonshire Street, between Milk 
and State streets, for making the approach to the 
contemplated new post-office more commodious and 
convenient, at an estimated cost of about £4(0,000 ; 
the widening of Federal Street, between the foot of 
Summer Street and First Street in South Boston, at a 
cost by estimation of about $250,000; the widening of 
Tremont Street, between Boylston Street and the 
Boston and Albany Railroad Bridge, at a cost of about 
$500,000; the widening of High Street, between 
Congress and Summer streets, costing about $70,000 ; 
the extension of Columbus Avenue from Ferdinand 
Street to Church Street, at a cost of about $67,000 ; 
and the extension of Avon Place to Chauncy Street, 
at the estimated cost of $80,000. A new marginal 
street, to be called Atlantic Avenue, extending from 
Rowe’s Wharf across the wharves and docks to the 
Eastern Avenue, has been laid out, at an estimated cost 
(including the building of the street) of $1,200,000 
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authority for building over tide-water having been 
first obtained of the Legislature by an act passed on 
the first of June, 1867. This important avenue 
covers almost exactly the ancient barricado built by 
the early settlers of Boston about the year 1673, 
extending in a direct line from the old North Battery 
to the South Battery (or Sconce). ‘This is probably 
the most important of all the street improvements 
that have been authorized for many years. Its impor- 
tance to the city, as well as to private interests, was 
so fully impressed upon the public and their repre- 
sentatives in the City Council, that the resolve for 
laying it out unanimously passed both branches of 
government on the seventeenth of December last. 
It is intended that the work upon this new avenue 
shall be commenced immediately. To that end, the 
building of the street has already been authorized 
by the Board of Aldermen, and preliminary opera- 
tions are not unlikely to be started during the pres- 
ent winter; while several of the owners of the 
property on the westerly side of the street are 
earnestly contemplating the advisability of at once 
proceeding to fill up their docks. 

On the Church Street District, Marion, South Cedar, 
Piedmont, Shawmut, Berlin and Tennyson streets, have 


been widened, the work te be performed during the 
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time ot the raising of the houses to the proper grade. 
Various other streets have been laid out, widened and 
extended, which were much needed improvements. 
although of less importance than those mentioned: And 
notwithstanding the great expenditure that will be 
incurred in carrying out and completing these great 
and unusual street improvements, —and the past year 
has been unparalleled in this respect,—it is never- 
theless believed that they will promote the growth and 
prosperity of the city, and that time will show that they 
were wisely projected. The amounts of betterments to 
be assessed in consequence of these improvements have 
not been fully estimated, except in a few cases; yet it 
is believed that a considerable portion of the expense 
will be returned to the city treasury. 

The condition of the Fort Hill improvement remains 
very nearly in the same condition as it did a year ago, 
in consequence of there being no convenient place for 
the deposit of the earth. The construction of the 
Atlantic Avenue will, however, undoubtedly furnish the 
desired opportunity of disposing of this large amount of 
soil, as its southerly end is immediately adjacent to the 
hill. The attention of the City Council is most 
earnestly called to the consideration of this important 
undertaking. 


Oliver Street has been completed during the past 
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year, with the exception of the paving of the street, 
and it is expected that this will be accomplished 
early the coming year, and the cost of the work 
assessed on the abutters according to law. 

Orders for the widening of Hanover Street and for 
the extension of Broadway to Albany Street passed the 
Board of Aldermen unanimously, and the order for 
Hanover Street passed the Common Council at their 
last meeting at the close of the year ; but the order 
for the extension of Broadway failed to pass that 
body. 

The City Council of the past year have transacted 
a large amount of business in opening and widening 
streets, and yet much remains to be performed that has 
persistently been asked for. The inhabitants of South 
Boston look forward to the time when they will have a 
better connection with the Highlands and also with the 
heart of the city, not forgetting the requirement 
made at the time when that portion of Dorchester 
Neck was annexed to Boston, that such streets and 
lanes should be laid out in their territory by the 
Selectmen of Boston, as should be for the common 
benefit of the proprietors, without any allowance what- 
ever for damages or compensation to them. ‘The 
present residents, in the main satisfied that the busi- 


ness connection with the city proper is sufficient, and 
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that the highways to the Highlands, as well as to that 
part of Dorchester which may hereafter be annexed to 
the city, will be properly provided for, are still anxious 
and extremely desirous that their main street, Broad- 
way, may be extended to one of the main avenues, 
to accommodate the necessary travel to and from their 
homes, without being obliged to go over long dis- 
tances, through necessarily dirty streets, almost con- 
tinually encumbered with the usual impediments 
consequent to an active business that requires an 
uncommon quantity of the heaviest kind of truckage. 
Without question, the same demands which have 
failed twice, by being brought forward so near the 
close of the year, will be renewed for your consid- 
eration and action. 

The inhabitants of the Highlands look quite anx- 
iously for a few important improvements in the way 
of laying out, straightening, widening and extending 
their streets. Some of the main avenues, which 
connect the Highlands with Ward Eleven, should 
particularly receive the attention of the government ; 
and among them may be enumerated Shawmut and 


Harrison avenues and Albany Street. 


PAVING. 


With the rapid growth of the city proper, and the 


annexation of new territory, the operations of the 
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Paving Department have materially increased. During 
the past season, 100,966 feet of edgestones have been 
set, 30,010 yards of roundstone have been re-paved, 
and 30,426 yards of new roundstone, 30,148 yards of 
blockstone, 30,578 yards of brick sidewalk, and 715 
yards of wooden pavement, have been laid, being 
eighty-six per cent more of paving than was done 
in the year 1867. 

Of important work should be particularized the 
paving with small granite blocks of portions of 
Washington, Hanover, High, Cambridge and Kneeland 
streets, and Broadway, also the work performed on 
Saratoga, Bowker, Billerica, North Margin, Messinger, 
Berkeley, Chapman, First, Dudley, Eustis and Quincy 
streets, and Warren and Mt. Pleasant avenues; and 
also the raising of the houses on Shawmut Avenue, 
between Williams and Vernon streets, to a height 
sufficient to afford them proper drainage, and the filling 
up of the lots and grading of the roadway of the 
street. 

The attention of the government has very often been 
called to the necessity of adopting a more suitable 
pavement for the streets in the vicinity of the Court 
House, and other public buildings, the noise caused 
by the passage of vehicles over the stone pavements 


having been very annoying, and having frequently 
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seriously interfered with the transaction of business in 
the court rooms. During the past season, the Committee 
on Paving caused the easterly side of Court Square to 
be paved with the Stafford wooden pavement as an 
experiment. This has proved eminently successful, and 
has given so much satisfaction to the persons con- 
nected with the several courts, on account of its deaden- 
ing the noise, that orders have been passed to pave 
the remaining portions of the streets in that vicinity 
with the same material. This will soon be done, and 
it is expected that the new pavement will prove to be 
noiseless. 

On the annexation of Roxbury, it was found that 
eighty streets and forty courts, or places, in that portion 
of the city, bore the same names as some in the other 
part of Boston. It being evident that this duplication 
of names would cause considerable confusion and 
annoyance in the future, the Committee on Paving was 
directed to consider and report to the Board of Alder- 
men the alterations required in the nomenclature of the 
streets of Boston and Roxbury. After a very careful con- 
sideration of the subject, the committee recommended, 
and the Board of Aldermen adopted, changes in the 
names of twenty-five streets in Boston and thirty-eight 
in Roxbury. As the city had at that time no legal 
right to change the name of any private street, and 
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opposition being made thereto on that account, the 
passage of an act was obtained from the legislature 
giving to the city the entire control over the names of 
all streets, courts and places, public and _ private, 
within the city limits. The new names as adopted 
have been placed on the new map of the city, as well 
as upon sign boards at the corners of the streets. 
Owing to the annexation of new territory, the 
acceptance of new streets, the laying out of Beacon 
Street, the Mill-dam road and Western Avenue as public 
highways, the widening of Tremont and Federal streets, 
and other contemplated improvements, the operations 
of this department during the coming season will be 
much more extensive than ever before. A _ large 
number of petitions for the grading and paving of 
streets, involving the expenditure of large sums, and 
which it was impossible to attend to during the last 
season, have been referred to the present government, 
and will require your attention in due time. The 
building of Atlantic Avenue, for which a special 
appropriation has also been made, has been placed in 
charge of this department, and will add much to the 


business of the coming season. 


SEWERS. 


The work of this department has been much greater 


during the past year than usual. It has been ’princi- 
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pally in the recently acquired territory of the Highlands, 
where the introduction of Cochituate water has made 
extensive sewerage imperative ; and this work has been 
carried on at a comparatively low cost by being per- 
formed at the same time and in conjunction with the 
laying of the water-pipes. For the same reason a large 
proportion of the work of the department will undoubt- 
edly be in this district during the present year. 

The complaints from wards Ten and Eleven in rela- 
tion to the flooding of cellars by water, have been more 
frequent during the past year than ever before; so much 
so that the health and comfort of the inhabitants of this 
populous and important district require that some plan 
should be devised and put in execution, as far as possi- 
ble during the year, that will place the drainage upon 
a permanent basis, and prevent the intolerable nui-— 
sance that is so aggravating in some portions of the 
territory. 

The defective drainage of the ‘‘ Church Street Dis- 
trict,’ to which I called the attention of the City 
Council in my address of last year, is in a fair way of 
being permanently remedied by the improvements now 
under way in that territory. 

An act was passed by the last Legislature of the 
Commonwealth, empowering this city and the town 


of West Roxbury to alter and improve the channel of 
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Stony Brook, within their respective limits, and to 
assess betterments for any improvements in a similar 
manner to that provided for street widenings. Owing, 
however, to the lateness of the season before the matter 
could receive the attention of the department, no action 
has been taken beyond the preparation of the necessary 
plans. Soon after the passage of the act, a special 
town meeting was held in West Roxbury, at which it 
was voted to appropriate the sum of five thousand 
dollars towards the contemplated improvements, the 
expenditures to be made under the direction of the 
Selectmen, to whom the subject was referred, with full 
powers to act as they should see fit. In pursuance of 
the vote, they have caused plans of the proposed 
improvement to be made, and now wait the motions of 
our government. The town of West Roxbury can do 
very little of its share of the work, until the outlet to 
tide-water is made what it should be by the city; and, 
therefore, courtesy requires that our neighboring town 
should not be kept back by our non-performance of its 


part of the work. 


Lamp DEPARTMENT. 
The Lamp Department has grown to be one of the 


largest and most important of those under the city 


government; and is steadily and constantly increasing 
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with the laying out of new streets, and the erection of 
buildings upon others. Affording, as it does, protec- 
tion to persons and property in proportion as the streets 
are well or badly lighted, it behooves us that it should 
be managed as liberally as possible, according to the 
means that can reasonably be afforded from the treasury. 

The number of hours of lighting has been increased 
from about 2,800 hours to about 3,800 hours a year, 
while the quantity of gas consumed has been reduced 
from five to four feet an hour; and the amount of 
light may be further increased by the use of a governor, 
which will be introduced as soon as a sufficient supply 
can be obtained. 

The lighting and care of the lamps have been placed 
under the control of the superintendent, instead of 
being let out by contract; and the citizens have been 
greatly convenienced by placing the names of the 
streets in the lanterns. ‘These changes and improve- 
ments have been in operation for several months, and 
have met with general favor both with the committee, 
and with the citizens who have experienced the advan- 
tage of the benefit. 

The requirements of this department will undoubt- 
edly be greater than usual during the ensuing year, in 
consequence of the increased number of streets, and 


from the natural increase in the number of burners 
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which will be demanded in the Highlands, to make 
that portion of the city as safe for travel as the other 
parts that are now well lighted by night. 


Fire DEPARTMENT. 


The Fire Department has proved eminently effective 
during the past year. Its regular force consists of three 
hundred and fifty-eight men, forty-five horses, fourteen 
steam fire-engines, ten horse hose-carriages, and four 
ladder carriages, with an auxiliary force of four steam 
engines and five horse hose-carriages. ‘The men appear 
to be earnest and zealous in the discharge of their duty, 
and general harmony prevails in the department. The 
apparatus is in general in good condition; nevertheless 
two or more of the engines show the effects of use, and 
will undoubtedly have to be replaced before the close of 
the present municipal year. The accommodations for 
the men are not in all instances what they should be, 
and repairs and alterations will be required to render 
them suitable and make them conform to the gene- 
rality of the buildings, which are comfortable and 
neat. The emulation which exists in this depart- 
ment is healthy, and does much to promote the zeal and 
efficiency which is everywhere observable among the 
men and officers. 


The loss by fire during the year 1868 has been 
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unusually small, and the promptness of the department 
has been particularly observable throughout the whole 


year. 


Frre ALarM ‘TELEGRAPH. 


During the past year, the Fire Alarm Telegraph has 
been extended over the Highlands, the old signal boxes 
have been changed to the automatic boxes in East 
Boston, as have also twenty of the old boxes at the 
north part of the city. Several changes and improve- 
ments have also been made in the telegraph apparatus 
at the engine houses; and yet more are necessary, as 
much of it has been in constant use for a large 
number of years, and is consequently much worn, and 
otherwise defective. As Boston was the first city of 
the world to establish the fire alarm telegraph, so 
should its citizens naturally have a just pride in having it 
keep in advance of all others in useful and necessary 


improvements. 


Pusuic BuiLpInes. 


During the past year, there has been great activity 
in this department. The usual number of buildings 
have been completed under appropriations made in the 
previous year, and others have been commenced for 


various purposes. As the population of the city 
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increases, the necessary accommodation for schools, for 
the fire department, and for other uses, become impera- 
tive; and all these must be provided to prevent the 
city institutions from falling behind the demand which 
a constantly growing city requires. The buildings 
for a grammar school in Ward Seven, for another 
in Ward Three to take place of the old Wells School 
House, and a third for the Lewis School in Ward 
Fourteen, have been completed ; as have also a building 
in Charter Street for primary schools, and others in 
Wards Two and Twelve for accommodating the fire 
department. The large edifice on Hawkins and Chardon 
streets, intended for the “‘ Central Charity Bureau and 
Temporary Home for the Destitute,’ has been com- 
pleted, and will soon be put to its appropriate use. 

The following buildings have been commenced 
during the past year: — A first class grammar school 
house to be erected on the old cemetery lot near 
Washington Village in South Boston, which will 
probably be completed in September, at a cost of one 
hundred thousand dollars; another grammar school 
house in Ward Nine, for the accommodation of the 
Rice School, which will be finished about the same 
time, and at the same cost; a primary school house in 
Ward Seven, which will cost forty thousand dollars, 


and will be ready for occupation in March; a hose 
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house for Company 8, on Church Street, at a cost 
of twenty thousand dollars, and a police station house 
at the corner of Washington and Pynchon streets in 
Ward Fifteen, costing forty-eight thousand and five 
hundred dollars, both to be ready for use in April. 
Besides these, contracts have been made for the erec- 
tion of a hose house in North Grove Street; and a 
lot of land, on Newton Street, costing $48,884.67 has 
been purchased as the site for a new normal school 
house, and plans for the building have been ordered, 
although no appropriation has as yet been made for 
the erection of the building. A new school house to 
take place of the Lyman School House in Kast Boston, 
and another station house in the Highlands to accom- 
modate the eastern police district of that part of the 
city, have been loudly called for, as well as additions 
to the Public Library building; and some action in 
reference thereto may reasonably be expected to be 
brought forward during the year. | 

The work on the buildings erected the past year has 
been most thorough ; and, although all the edifices are 
creditable in appearance, yet substantiality, conve- 
nience. and adaptedness to intended use have been. 


studied more than architectural elegance. 
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Pusuic INSTITUTIONS. 


Boston has always been distinguished for its public 
and private charities. The care of the poor and desti- 
tute, as well as of those who have been transgressors, 
has always been one of the characteristic features of 
the municipal government; and in this respect the past 
year will compare favorably with those that have pre- 
ceded it. 

The several institutions at Deer Island — the Alms- 
house, the House of Industry, the Houses of Refor- 
mation, — one for boys, and one for girls, — have been 
very successfully managed during the past year, as far 
as the buildings would allow any classification of the 
inmates. One evil exists, however, which has long 
been a great source of regret to all concerned in the 
direction and management of these institutions; 
namely, that there is no provision whereby the honest 
and worthy poor can be taken care of apart from 
those sent to the island as a punishment for vice and 
crime. The attention of the City Council has repeat- 
edly been called to this sad condition of affairs; and a 
blot will remain on the fair fame of our institutions, 
until some step shall be taken to correct this great 
wrong, by placing the respectable poor under another 
roof than that which covers those sentenced for 


infringement of the laws. 
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Much has been done at the House of Correction at 
South Boston, the past year, towards making it self- 
sustaining. A new workshop has been erected, and 
shoemaking has been carried on very successfully. 
The institution has, by the well managed industry of 
its inmates, very nearly earned enough to defray the 
cost of its maintenance. 

The Hospital for the Insane, at South Boston, has 
been conducted most prudently and carefully during 
the past year, although under disadvantages that would 
discourage a less enthusiastic and devoted superinten- 
dent, and almost make his most ardent endeavors 
unavailing. Probably in no part of this country is 
this unfortunate class of beings—the insane poor — 
confined in such wretched apartments ; where large 
numbers of these poor creatures, bereft of reason, 
without responsibility for their actions, and liable at 
any time to become ungovernable through rage and 
madness, are crowded together, in many instances, ten 
or more inaroom. It is an undeniable fact, that the 
criminals under confinement in the public institutions 
of the city have far better accommodations than do 
these unfortunate beings. Some decisive action should 
be taken by the City Council for their immediate relief. 

In this connection, allow me also to suggest that 


separate accommodations be given to inebriates. Med- 
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ical men and others, who have made a study of inebria- 
tion, have most decidedly come to the conclusion, that 
persons suffering from this error of habit require very 
different treatment from criminals, and should not be 
classed with them in reformatory institutions. It is 
suggested that Rainsford Island, long used for hospital 
purposes, and which is well provided with proper 
buildings, might, if obtained from the State, afford all 
that could be desired for the purpose. The subject is 


well worthy of your attention. 


OVERSEERS OF THE Poor. 


The department under the Overseers of the Poor 
appears to have been administered with care and 
economy upon the system which has now been in suc- 
cessful operation for some years. This is particularly 
made evident on a careful examination of the following 
statistics relating to it for the year ending on the 
twenty-third of December: ‘The number of new cases 
examined in 1868 is 833, and that of new and old 
aided is 2,008. During the eleven months of the year 
1868, there was expended for relief, by cash, 
$12,762.90; for fuel, $6,896.65; for groceries, 
$12,685 ; paid to other cities and towns for relief of 
our poor, $1,977.32; for expenditures at City Tem- 
porary Home, $8,182.74; for burials, $2,398.68, and 


ra 
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for transportation, $83.51. The trust funds amount to 
$209,420.71, to which should be added the cost of the © 
Searston Charter House, $29,332.46, making a total of 
$238,753.17. The persons aided by settlement here 
were in number, 913; by settlement elsewhere in 
Massachusetts, 250; by no settlement, 845; making a 
total of 2,008 persons aided. The number of visits to 
persons aided, as reported by the visitors, was 4,603, 
and the visits to persons not aided are estimated at 
several hundred. The office force consists of one 
secretary, two clerks and three visitors. The regular 
and constant increase of population, as well as the 
extraordinary addition occasioned by the annexation of | 
Roxbury, will sufficiently explain the nominal increase 
in various items. The fact that nearly five thousand 
visits for investigation have been made, furnishes 
evidence of the caution exercised in the administration 
of relief by the careful guardians who have been 
selected by the City Council to administer this charity ; 
while the additional fact that much the larger part of 
these have received relief, may justly be claimed as an 
evidence that the system tends to discourage the unde- 
serving, while it does not deprive the needy ef merited 
assistance. No system of public charity, however 
administered, under the limitations of a prescribed 


system, can meet all the duties of imperfect legal 
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obligation which the law of divine charity imposes, and 
it is hoped that the combination of public and private 
charities contemplated by the Charity Bureau may tend 
to lessen this difficulty. 

The new building on Chardon Street, designed for 
the concentration of the charitable agencies of the city, 
is very nearly completed, and already rooms have been 
assigned to various benevolent and philanthropic asso- 
ciations, and it is hoped that the experiment will soon 
be in successful operation. It should be understood, 
however, that a large part of the edifice, or rather one 
of the two adjoining buildings, is designed for the Tem- 
porary Home heretofore situated on Charles Street. 
The Home was instituted on the first of May, 1862, for 
the purpose of affording such temporary shelter and 
food for the needy, while endeavoring to procure 
employment, or find friends to provide for them other- 
wise, as their immediate necessities would require. 

The following general statistics of the operation of 
the Home during the past year may prove instructive ; 
and it will be noticed that the number of single meals 
given has largely increased, notwithstanding the public 
dispensation of soup at the police station houses during 
the months of February and March; and it should be 
understood, that while it is designed that meals should 


be furnished on proper occasions and to deserving 
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persons, it is not intended that they should be given to 
all applicants without discrimination, as will be done 
at the soup houses just instituted for the deserving of 
all classes during the months of January and February 
of the present municipal year. ‘ 

The total number of persons admitted to the Home 
during the year ending on the first of December, 1868, 
is 1,039; of these, 157 were Americans, 586 were 
foreigners, and 296 were children under twelve years of 
age. The number of children adopted was 16. Situ- 
ations have been procured for 30 nurses and 143 
domestics. ‘The number of single meals amounted to 
9,429 ; 45 lost children were brought in, and only five 
deaths occurred during the year, and seventy since the 
establishment of the Home, in 1862. ‘The number of 
births were seventeen. ‘The force conducting the Home 
consisted of a matron, assistant matron, janitor, cook, 


and laundress. 


STATE AID. 


The acts of the legislature of 1866 and 1867 
provide that State aid shall be paid to disabled soldiers 
and sailors, and their families, and to the families of 
those killed in battle, or who have died of wounds or 
disease contracted in service. Under the provisions of 
these acts, there has been expended by the city the 


past year about $106,000, which sum is reimbursable 
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from the treasury of the State. This payment is 
founded upon the services in the army and navy of 
1,617 persons. Of this number, seven hundred and 
seventy-one are disabled soldiers and sailors, many of 
them severely Wounded, ninety having lost hmbs in 
service, others suffering from disease contracted in the 
army. Aid has been extended to the dependents of 
the others as follows, viz: to five hundred and three 
widows and their children, two hundred and _ seven- 
teen mothers, twelve fathers, and to one hundred 
and fourteen guardians for orphan children.  Pay- 
ments are made monthly at the Relief Office to these 
parties in sums from one to fourteen dollars, under the | 
directions of the Relief Committee appointed ‘by the 
City Council. The amount required to make the pay- — 
ments for the year 1869 will be about one hundred 


thousand dollars. 


Ciry Hospirat. 

The City Hospital, during the year just past, has 
continued its usefulness, by affording medical and _sur- 
gical aid to a large number of persons. ‘The number 
of patients in the hospital on the first of January, 1868, 
was 141, and there were admitted during the year, 
2,078, making in all, 2,219. During the year 1868, 
1,875 were discharged and 163 died, leaving 181 
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remaining in the hospital on the first of January, 1869. 
In addition to the above, 8,235 persons have been 
treated as out-patients. During the first quarter of the 
year, the hospital was filled to its utmost capacity, on 
many occasions every bed being occupied. At that 
time but few persons from the Highlands had availed 
themselves of its benefits; and, as the number of 
applicants from that section is rapidly increasing, and 
- the calls from other portions of the city largely in 
advance of any previous year, it is feared that the 
present accommodations will prove insufficient to satisfy 
the demand during the winter. ‘Therefore, in this 
view, it is for the City Council to decide, whether the 
institution shall be thus limited in its sphere of useful- 
ness, or whether it shall keep pace with the growth of 


the city, by the erection of additional pavilions. 


CuurcH StrREET DIstTRICT. 


On the ninth of May last, the City Council, acting 
under special authority given by the legislature, took 
the land and buildings included within the Church 
Street District, covering an area of about thirteen 
acres, for the purpose of abating the nuisance caused 
by imperfect drainage. Orders were passed on the 22d 
of May for the appointment of Commissioners with 


authority to make contracts, under the direction of a 
9 
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Committee of the City Council, and with the approval 
of the Mayor, for raising the grade of the territory, and 
raising and underpinning the buildings, at an expense 
not exceeding $650,000. Three Commissioners were 
appointed early in June, and operations were com- 
menced without delay. At the present time, three- 
fourths of the entire work of raising and underpinning 
the buildings has been put under contract and nearly 
completed. Of the estimated amount of gravel 
required to raise the territory to the new ggade 
(160,000 cubic yards), about half has been already 
deposited. 

The work has been prosecuted by the Committee and 
the Commissioners with more than common energy ; 
and the comfort and convenience of owners and occu- 
pants of the district have been consulted as far as 
practicable. It is probable that the work will be com- 
pleted by the first of October next, and within the 
amount specified in the order of the City Council. 

On the twenty-fourth of November last, an order 
was passed authorizing the Commissioners, under the 
direction of the Committee, and with the approval of 
the Mayor, to settle and adjust damages with the 
former owners, upon such terms and conditions as they 
should deem expedient; and, in making such settle- 


ments, the Mayor was authorized to re-convey the estates 
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taken, or any parts thereof. On those streets where 
the work of raising the buildings and the grade has 
been completed, settlements are being made with the 
former owners as rapidly as possible. Where the 
streets have been widened, a proportion of the benefit 
is assessed upon the abutting estates before they are 


re-conveyed. 


SUFFOLK STREET DIstTRICcT. 


By an act of the last legislature, the city is author- 
ized to take in the same manner and for the same 
purpose that they were authorized to take the Church 
Street District, all the lands and buildings, not within 
the limits of the Boston and Albany Railroad, situated 
and lying within the district bounded on the northeast 
by Pleasant Street, on the east by Washington Street, 
on the south by Dover Street, and on the west and 
northwest by ‘Tremont Street. This district covers an 
area of about thirty-one acres, and is occupied by seven 
hundred and forty-nine buildings and twelve hundred 
and eighty-eight families. A committee appointed by 
the last City Council to consider the subject, reported 
in favor of making the necessary surveys preliminary 
to the act of taking. The surveys and examination of 
titles were ordered and are now being made. It is for 
the City Council to decide how the nuisance caused by 


the imperfect drainage shall be most effectively and 
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economically abated, and to the early consideration of 
this subject your attention is most earnestly called. In 
order to accomplish the grading of the portion of 
Tremont Street lying between Pleasant Street and the 
railroad bridge, some immediate action should be taken 
in relation to raising that part of the district bounding 


the street to be graded. 


STATE LEGISLATION. 


In the judgment of the last City Council the growth 
of the city had developed the necessity for additional 
legislation on certain subjects ; and, at their request, I 
have petitioned the General Court for the present year 
to enact laws giving the Board of Health authority to 
control the erection of public and private stables within 
the City of Boston; authorizing the City Council to 
construct a public way across South Bay, and also 
to extend East Chester Park across Roxbury Creek ; 
to provide against the erection of unsafe buildings ; to 
regulate more efficiently the manufacture and storage 
of petroleum ; and to change the boundary line between 
this city and the town of Brookline. All these subjects 
are important, and some of them highly so ; and, if the 
Legislature should take favorable action upon them, 
your attention will be required to carry them into effect. 


A Commission has been appointed, under an order of 
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the last City Council, to consider the subject of the 
annexation of a portion or the whole of the town of 
Dorchester to the City of Boston, and report to this 
Government, as soon as may be, the facts which may 
be adduced by proper investigation. The annexation 
of this territory would prove highly beneficial to the 
sanitary interests of the city, and afford great conven- 
iences for sewerage and drainage, of which the city 


stands in much need. 


CEMETERIES. 


The cemeteries are under the charge of the standing 
committee of the Board of Aldermen, and of the City 
Registrar. ‘There are nine in the city proper (four of 
them being under churches); two in East Boston ; two 
in South Boston; and two in the Highlands No 
interments in graves are allowed in any of these, except 
in South Boston and East Boston. With one excep- 
tion, they all appear to be at present in good condition ; 
all are well cared for, and offer considerable attraction 
to visitors, when in the summer months they are 
opened to the public for a few hours on each Sunday 
afternoon. ‘The range of tombs in the cemetery at the 
south part of the common, which were built by the city, 
and given in exchange for those relinquished by their 


owners, to allow of the opening of the Boylston Street 
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Mall, have become much injured by the action of the 
frost, and will require thorough repairs during the 
coming spring. As these tombs were built by the city, 
the owners claim, that in justice the city should remedy 
the defect of construction. 

Mount Hope Cemetery, in West Roxbury, purchased 
by the city in 1857, has continually grown in public 
favor, and has become an object of interest, not only to 
our own citizens, but to visitors from abroad. Its 
management seems to have been wise and judicious, 
and the expenditures made with discrimination, and a 
view to economy. ‘The grounds are well laid out, and 
are becoming as attractive as any of the other sub- 
urban cemeteries. As this cemetery is fast increasing 
in popularity, the city should continue its fostering 
care, and not neglect what has been commenced for the 
benefit of the community, and ornamented so largely by 


private munificence as well as by public appropriations. 


HaARsor. 


The City Council is always interested in the preser- 
vation of Boston Harbor; and it is with much pleasure 
that the most casual observer can detect, that the efforts 
of the general government, and of the commonwealth, 
are proving of great effect in checking the encroach- 


ments which have for ages been made upon the channels 
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of our excellent harbor. The work under Major- 
General J. G. Foster has been carried on with much 
energy and success, as has also that on the sea- 
walls under the direction of Major-General H. W. 
Benham. 

The works of improvement by the general govern- 
ment in this harbor, . have made very satisfactory 
progress during the past year, and in some cases they 
have been of particularly marked value to the navi- 
gation of the ship channel. 

The southwest point of Lovell’s Island has been 
dredged off, widening the channel-way, from its former 
width of three hundred and sixty-five feet between the 
eighteen-foot curve of Gallop’s Island and the eighteen- 
foot curve on the Lovell’s Island side, to six hundred 
and twenty-five feet between the same curves, or an 
actual widening of the channel, for a depth of eighteen 
feet, of two hundred and sixty feet. About 92,000 cubic 
yards have been dredged and removed to the dumping 
ground, during the past year. The whole of the area 
thus dredged over is to be carried to a depth of twenty- 
three feet at mean low-water, as soon as the appropria- 
tion asked for this year, is made by Congress. A large 
and powerful machine of novel construction is: now in 
the harbor ready for this work, being the only one at 


present available for dredging at so great a depth, in 
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hard material, and.at the same time leaving the bottom 
of an uniform level. The portion of this point thus 
dredged, and removed from the narrowest part of the 
narrows in the main channel, has already caused an 
increase in the current and column of the ebb-tide which 
will prevent any further accumulation of debris at this 
point, after being once removed. 

Upon the opposite side of the channel, at this point, 
a large and excellent sea-wall of granite masonry has 
been commenced, for the purpose of protecting this 
exposed side of Gallop’s Island from the encroachments 
of the waves that come in from Broad Sound Channel, 
which have worn away the island to a large extent. 
Lhe City of Boston presented to the United States the 
site of this wall, and the use of the temporary buildings 
necessary for the use of the workmen. ‘Three hundred 
and fifty feet of this wall have been constructed this 
season, and it will be completed as fast as funds become 
available. 

The sea-walls for the protection of Point Allerton, 
and of Long Island Head, will be commenced as soon 
as proper titles can be obtained to their sites. 

The removal of Tower and Corwin Rocks, by blast- 
ing, to the depth of twenty-three feet at mean low- 
water, has been one of the greatest improvements to 


the navigation of the channel by heavy vessels, that have 
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been made for many years. These rocks, situated near 
the middle of the channel between the Great Brewster 
Spit Light and Fort Warren, and having only sixteen 
and eighteen feet of water upon them, were serious 
obstructions to navigation; and an examination of the 
rocks, by divers, disclosed the fact that their crevices 
were filled by copper and lead torn from the bottoms of 
vessels, also pieces of chains, anchors, planks, and 
portions of the keel of a vessel, — thus indicating that 
many vessels must, in past times, have struck upon it. 
About 1,200 tons of rock have been blasted off, the 
greater part hoisted up, and deposited on shore. The 
channel at this point is now clear, and all vessels draw- 
ing twenty-three feet of water can now pass in safety, 
at low tide, directly over these rocks. 

The dredging of the upper middle bar will be com- 
menced at once, as the large dredge built for this 
purpose has arrived in the harbor, and workmen are 
now putting it in order for the work. 

In this connection it is proper to state, that a 
nuisance, which existed in the neighborhood of 
Messinger Street, has been temporarily abated by 
dredging. A permanent relief, however, can only be 
effected by the building of a_ sea-wall, in accord- 
ance with plans that have already been devised.

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East Boston FERRIES. 


The matter of the accommodations for travel and 
business between East Boston and the city proper has 
continued during the year to demand the most careful 
and anxious consideration of the City Government. ‘The 
subject is an inheritance of difficulties, and is becom- 
ing year by year more complex, and at the same time 
more and more vital to the best interests of the city. 
The demands of commerce for increased wharfage, of 
our numerous railways for more extended freight accom- 
modations and connections, of heavy mechanical indus- 
try for locations near and easily accessible to the 
business centre of the city, and of the laboring classes 
for cheap and salubrious homes within the limits of the 
city, and so accessible to the benefits of the social 
humanitarian, charitable, and educational privileges . 
which the city affords, all serve to make the subject of 
communications between the different parts of the city, 
of the greatest practical importance. The restrictions 
that existed upon the landings of the People’s Ferry, 
so called, have been removed, and the present ferry 
company have for a short time been running two boats 
between these landings, — yet, under a claim that their 
tariff of tolls should be revised and raised, or the 
amount of ferry accommodation materially reduced. 


Numerous and influential remonstrants have appeared 
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from both sides of the water, and protested against any 
increase of tolls, or reduction of accommodation, as 
highly prejudicial to the interests of commerce, and 
tending to impoverish the city. The able Committee on 
Ferries of the past year have given patient hearings to 
the parties interested on all sides, and have not been 
able to mature any plan of relief which should be at 
the same time beneficial to the citizen and just to the 
city. And yet it is apparent that some controlling 
decisive action on the part of the City Government may 
soon be necessary to prevent this burden from becoming 
too oppressive, and too much of a restraint upon the 
natural development of our important interests. What 
this action shall be, will, I have reason to believe, 
require the early consideration of the City Council. 

It is a question of doubt, whether it is within the 
constitutional power of the city to pay a subsidy to the 
present Ferry Company if desirable, in order to enable 
them to run their boats at the present rate of tolls, and 
so ensure to them the percentage contemplated by 
their charter. Some action of the legislature might be 
required for this purpose, if it should be thought expe- 
dient,— and if any action should be invoked by any 
considerable number of our business men in this direc- 
tion, it will become a serious inquiry for your bodies, 


whether the payment of such a subsidy will, after all, 
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result in any substantial relief to the citizens or the city, 
and whether the payment of such annual subsidies could 
not be at once an unnecessarily expensive and quite 
impolitic way of solving the difficulty. 

A very large area of superior upland and wharfage 
upon our deepest water remains unoccupied in that 
portion of the city, returning to the City Treasury a 
merely nominal sum in the way of taxes, and adding 
nothing to the wealth, industry or population of the. 
city; and it is the mature opinion of some of our wisest 
business-men, that if it were possible by any reasonable 
means to make the communications between East Bos- 
ton and the city proper at once certain and cheap, that — 
all this area would be occupied by an increasing wealth, 
and with commerce and labor, that would yield to the 
Treasury a return more than sufficient to meet all expen- 
ditures demanded for its accomplishment. But to 
effect this will require the adoption of comprehensive 
and summary measures by the city, looking to the 
largest public policy. 

I submit it for your consideration whether, as all other 
lines of travel in and around the city except this, have 
now become free and open to the public, some means 
ought not now to be taken by which the city can 
assume the full control of these avenues of travel, and 


take them out of the category of fear, uncertainty and 
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suspicious bickering, and so manage and govern them, 
that the merchant may feel security in locating his capi- 
tal, his wharf, his warehouse, and his industry, in this 
as in any other part of the city. If that portion of the 
city to be specially relieved by such a measure, could 
be made to assume a portion of the cost, and the city be 
left to manage and guide these communications as the 
interests of our merchants and mechanics should from 
time to time require, I submit to you whether action 
looking to the speedy accomplishment of that end is 
not in the highest degree the only safe, prudent, and 
economical policy. 

The very large interests which are involved in this 
matter will lead you to weigh with great anxiety any 
proposals that may be submitted to you, and to adopt 


the course which will best subserve the public good. 


ANNEXATION OF RoxBury. 


The annexation of the Highlands brought with it 
much labor to the various departments of the city 
government; but everything seems to have gone on 
well, and proved highly satisfactory, even to the 
opposers of the measure, as well as to its most 
ardent advocates. Much has been done to assimilate 
all matters relating to the old City of Roxbury to 


those of Boston; and there seems to. have been a 
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general desire on the part of the inhabitants of the 
new part of the city to accomplish the much desired 
end. The schools have been placed practically on 
the same basis as those of the city proper, if such 
an expression can be allowed; and the disturb- 
ance of the streets, for the purpose of constructing 
sewers, laying water pipes, setting edge-stones, and 
paving streets and sidewalks, indicates that the work 
has commenced in earnest. It is highly important that 
this delightful portion of the city, so desirable for resi- 
dences, should be thoroughly surveyed and laid out 
prospectively into streets and avenues, with the proper 
public squares; so that when the vacant territory 
shall be demanded for building purposes, the streets 
may be of suitable widths, and of pleasing regularity. 
A little forethought in this respect may avert an evil, 
of which all are ever ready to complain when the 
City Council is compelled to straighten and widen 
the old streets, and extend and grade many of the 
crooked ways, originally laid out as tracks through- 
out the old valleys and bogs of our ancient 


municipality. 


And now, Gentlemen, having given a passing review 
of the most important of the several departments of the 


city government which during the year are to be under 
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our guardianship, allow me to call your attention to the 
importance of the trusts we have this day taken upon 
ourselves, under the most sacred and binding of all 
obligations, — our solemn oaths, which we have called 
our Heavenly Father to witness. Let nothing induce us, 
ever in the least degree, to violate them ourselves, or 
suffer them to be impaired by others. Ever mindful of 
our duties to our fellow-citizens, let us not be forgetful 
of their interests, and that of our beloved city. Let no 
effort of ours ever be wanting when the good of the 
city requires it. With firm resolves, let us never be 
drawn from the true line of our duty. Let the interests 
of those who have intrusted us with the management of 
their affairs, be ever uppermost in our minds, that we 
may be always ready to cherish and advance them. Let 
all our acts prove that we have the welfare of our 
fellow-citizens at heart; and while we strive most 
manfully to conduct the prudential affairs of the city 
judiciously, and with a view to the strictest economy 
in all things, let us also keep in view our great 
‘and sacred obligations, and the heavy responsibilities 
intrusted to us by our constituents. ‘T’o each other, let 
our demeanor be always courteous and kind; and let 
our intercourse be harmonious and tempered with 
confidence. On my part you shall have no just cause 


for complaint. It shall ever be my endeavor to make 
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your official positions pleasant, your labors easy, and 
your intercourse with me agreeable. Whatever I can 
do, you will find me ever willing to perform; and it 
shall always be the most earnest desire of my heart, 
during the short time we may be permitted to be 
together, to join most earnestly with you in the 
promotion of all things that may render you happy

Section 1. The inhabitants of the City of Boston, corporate

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RULES AND ORDERS 


OF THE 


BOARD OF ALDERMEN. 


Section 1. The Mayor, and in his absence the 
Chairman of the Board, shall take the chair at the hour 
to which the Board shall have adjourned, and shall call 
the members to order, and, a quorum being present, 
shall cause the minutes of the preceding regular meet- 
ing to be read ; and, in the absence of the Mayor and 
Chairman, the senior member present shall preside as 
Chairman pro tempore. | 

Sect. 2. He shall preserve decorum and order; may 
speak to points of order in preference to other members, 
and shall decide all questions of order, subject to an 
appeal to the Board, by motion regularly seconded ; and 
no other business shall be in order till the question on 
the appeal shall have been decided. 

Srecr. 3. He shall declare all votes; but, if any mem- 
ber rises to doubt a vote, he shall cause a return of the 
members voting in the affirmative and in the negative, 
without debate on the question. 

Sect. 4. He may read sitting; but shall rise to state 
a motion or put a question to the Board. 
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Sect. 5. When the Mayor shall desire to vacate the 
Chair, he shall call the Chairman of the Board to take 
it, and in his absence the senior member present. 
When the Chairman of the Board or the Chairman pro 
tempore shall desire to vacate the Chair, he may call any 
member to it, but such substitution shall not continue 
beyond an adjournment. 

Sect. 6. On all questions and motions whatsoever, 
the Chair shall take the sense of the Board by yeas and 
nays, provided any member shall so require. And every 
Ordinance, Resolution or Order (except Orders of No- 
tice, papers from the Common Council, Orders of 
Inquiry, and Orders relating to the Department of 
Health), after being read, shall be laid on the table 
before its consideration by the Board; and no such 
Ordinance, Resolution or Order (except as above) 
shall be considered at the same meeting at which 
it is offered, except by special vote. 

Sect. 7. The Chair shall propound all questions in 
the order in which they are moved, unless the subse- 
quent motion shall be previous in its nature, except that 
in the naming sums and fixing times the largest sum 
and longest time shall be put first. 

Sect. 8. After a motion is stated or read by the 
Chair, it shall be deemed to be in possession of the 
Board, and shall be disposed of by vote; but the mover 
may withdraw it at any time before a decision or amend- 
ment.

Secr. 19. Motions and reports may be committed or 
recommitted at the pleasure of the Board. 

Sect. 20. When a vote is doubted, the members for 
and against the question, when called on by the Chair, 
shall rise and stand till they are counted. 

Secor. 21. All questions relating to priority of busi- 
ness to be acted upon shall be decided without debate. 

Secr. 22. When a motion is made to refer any sub- 
ject and different committees are proposed, the question 
shall be taken in the following order :— 


1. To a Standing Committee of the Board. 
2. To a Select Committee of the Board. 

3. Toajoint Standing Committee. 

4. Toa joint Select Committee. 


Sect. 23. The following Standing Committees of 
the Board, to consist of three members each, and the 
members of the Joint Standing Committees on the part 
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of this Board (named in the Joint Rules and Orders of 
the City Council), shall be appointed by the Mayor. 

Committee on Armories and Military Affairs — Asses- 
sors’ Department — Bridges — Cemeteries — Common 
and Public Squares — County Accounts — Faneuil Hall 
(to be composed of the Committee on Public Buildings 
on the part of this Board) —Fire Department —Ferries 
— Health— Lamps, Bells and Clocks — Laying out 
and Widening Streets — Licenses — Jail —Market, and

Furnaces. All other Committees, unless otherwise pro- 
vided for, or specially directed by the Board, shall be 
appointed by the Chair.

And the above order of business shall not be departed 
from, but by the votes of a majority of the members of 
the Board present. 

Srcr. 25. Each Committee elected on the part of 
this Board shall organize at its first meeting by the 
choice of a Chairman, and shall report the same to this 
Board; and in all cases where the Chair appoints a 
Committee, unless otherwise provided for, the member

DUTIES AND POWERS OF THE PRESIDENT. 


Section 1. The President shall take the chair pre- 
cisely at the hour to which the Council shall have 
adjourned. He shall call the members to order; and, 
on the appearance of a quorum, shall proceed to busi- 
ness unless the reading of the minutes of the preceding 
meeting is called for by some member. 

SxcT. 2. He shall preserve decorum and order: may 
speak to points of order in preference to other mem- 
bers ; and shall decide all questions of order, subject to 
an appeal to the Council, by motion regularly seconded, 
and no other business shall be in order till the question 
on the appeal shall have been decided. 

Srecr. 3. He shall declare all votes; but, if any 
member rises to doubt a vote, the President shall cause 
a return of the members voting in the affirmative and in 
the negative, without further debate on the question. 

Sect. 4. He shall rise to address the Council, or to 
put a question ; but may read sitting. 
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Sect. 5. In all cases the President may vote. 

Secr. 6. When the Council shall determine to go 
into a Committee of the Whole, the President shall 
appoint the member who shall take the Chair. The 
President may at any other time call any member to the 
Chair, but said substitution shall not continue beyond 
an adjournment.

No member shall be obliged to be on more 
than two Committees at the same time, nor Chairman 
of more than one.

A Joint Standing Committee. 

A Joint Select Committee. 


Sect. 33. The seats of the members of the Council 
shall be numbered, and shall be determined, in the 
presence of the Council, by drawing the names of mem- 
bers, and the number of the seats, simultaneously ;

POWERS AND DUTIES OF COMMITTEES, ETC. 


Sect. 38. The rules of proceeding in the Council 
shall be observed in Committee of the Whole, so far as 
they are applicable. A motion to rise, report progress, 
and ask leave to sit again, shall be first in order, and 
shall be decided without debate, and the previous ques- 
tion shall not be moved. 

Secr. 39. A Standing Committee on Elections and 
Returns, and Standing Committees on Streets, Police, 
Internal Health, Ferries, Fire Department, and Com- 
-mon and Squares, shall be appointed at the commence- 
ment of the municipal year, and shall consist of five 
members each. 

Sect. 40. No Committee shall sit during the sessions 
of the Council without special leave.

and report to the Council in like manner.

Sect. 42. All Select Committees of the Council 
shall consist of three members, unless otherwise 
ordered. 

Sect. 43. No Report of any Committee shall be 
entitled to be received, unless agreed to in Committee 
assembled. 

Sect. 44. No meeting of any Committee shall be 
called upon less notice than twenty-four hours. 

Secr. 45. It shall be the duty of all Standing Com- 
mittees to keep a record of their doings in books pro- 
vided by the city for that purpose. 

Secr. 46. Committees of the Council, to whom any 
matter is specially referred, may be required to report 
within four weeks, or ask for further time. 


ORDINANCES, ORDERS, ETC. 


Sect. 47. All Ordinances, Orders and Resolutions 
shall have two several readings before they are finally 
passed ; and no Ordinance, Order or Resolution impos- 
ing penalties, or authorizing the expenditure of money, 
— whether the same may have been appropriated or 


not,— and no Order or Resolution authorizing a loan

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shall have more than one reading on the same day; 
provided, however, that nothing herein contained shall 
prevent the passage of an order at any meeting of the 
Council, to authorize the printing of any document 
relating to the affairs of the city. 


ELECTIONS, ETC. 


Sect. 48. In all elections by ballot on the part of 
the Council, the number of blanks and ballots for inel- 
igible persons shall be reported, but shall not be 
counted in the returns. 

Sect. 49. All salaried officers shall be voted for by 
written ballots. | 


DUTIES OF CLERK, ETC. 


Sect. 50. The Clerk shall keep minutes of the votes 
and proceedings of the Council; enter thereon such 
orders and resolutions as are adopted, by their title or 
otherwise ; shall notice Reports, Petitions, Memorials, 
and other papers which are presented; and shall enter 
all accepted Reports of Select Committees of the Coun- 
cil, at length, in a separate journal to be kept for that 
purpose, and provided with an index; shall draw up 
all messages to the Board of Aldermen, and send them 
by the Messenger; and shall attend the meetings of 
Committees of the Council, and make their records 
when required. 

Secr. 01. The members of the Council shall not 
leave their places on adjournment, until the President 
shall declare the Council adjourned.

A constant watch is kept at the office, City Hall, night and 

day, by the operators. Hach operator serves two alternate 

terms, of three hours each, as principal, and the same as assist- 
ant operator; so that twelve hours’ service at the office, out of © 
every twenty-four, is required from each operator. No opera- 
tor is permitted to sleep during his watch, unless expressly 
relieved by some one else, and by consent of the Superintend- 
ent. 
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Kach operator is accountable to the Superintendent for 
any mistakes that may occur at the office during his hours of 
duty. 

An accurate account is kept of the time of giving each alarm, 
and of the station from which it originates, and all other neces- 
sary information. 

Alarms are transmitted to the Central Office, from the Signal 
Stations or Boxes, by turning a crank in the Box. The police 
officers, and one other person resident near each station, have 
keys to the Boxes. 

The ringing of the bells and the tapping of the Boxes, each 
denotes the number of the Station from which the alarm origi- 
nated: thus, — one blow, a pause, three blows, another pause 
and two blows (1 — 3— 2) indicates that the alarm came from 
Box No. 132. 

Alarms are usually given in less than a minute from the time 
the crank is turned in any Box. 


DIRECTIONS TO THOSE WHO HOLD SIGNAL KEYS. 

1. If a fire is discovered in your vicinity, go to the nearest 
Box. 

2. Turn the crank twenty-five times, slowly and steadily. 
Wait at the Box, and direct the firemen to the fire. 

3. If you hear no reply at the Box, or on the bells, turn 
again. If still no reply, go to another Box. 

4. The Police, upon hearing the bells, will spring their rat- 
tles and call the number of the station. 


CAUTIONS. 


1. Be sure your Box is locked before leaving it. 
2. Never open the Box, except in cases of fire. 
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3. Never let the key go out of your possession, unless called 
for by the Superintendent.

CITY SHOSPITAL. 


The City Hospital is situated on Harrison Avenue, between 
Springfield and Concord Streets, and was commenced in 1851; 
and consists of two pavilions connected with a central structure. 
This Hospital is intended for the use and comfort of poor 
patients, to whom medical care will be provided at the expense 
of the city; and it is also intended to provide accommodations 
and medical treatment to others who do not wish to be regarded 
as dependent on public charity. - 

The Hospital was suggested many years ago by Elisha Good- 
now, who, by his will, dated July 12, 1849, gave property to 
the city, valued at $25,000, for establishment of a Free City 
Hospital in Ward Eleven or Twelve. 

Another benefactor to the Hospital was the late Lawrence 
Nichols, who bequeathed to the city, for the use of the City 
Hospital, the sum of $1,000. 

Hon. Otis Norcross has given to the city a Fund of $2,000, 
the interest of which is expended annually in furnishing clothing 
to indigent patients when leaving the Hospital. 

Applications for admission of patients must be made at the 
Hospital on each day of the week, Sundays excepted, between 
9 and 11 o'clock, A. M. 

Whenever able, the patient should apply in person. When 
not able to appear in person, application may be made by a 
friend, and the patient will be visited by one of the resident 
oraduates, or by some physician designated by the Trustees. 

Persons accidentally wounded, or otherwise disabled or 
injured, shall be received at all hours. 

On each day of the week, Sundays excepted, from 2 to 3 
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o'clock, P. M., friends may be permitted to visit patients ; though 

no patient shall receive more than one visitor on the same day. 

No visitor shall be allowed to give any article of food or 

drink to a patient, unless by permission of the nurse; and any 

article sent to the patients shall be left with the Superintendent.

Although the need of a public library had been for a consid- 
erable time felt and acknowledged, and a small number of vol- 
umes of a miscellaneous character had been sent to the City Hall 
with a view to the future formation of such an institution, noth- 
ing definite in relation thereto was done until the fifth of August, 
1850, when Hon. Joun P. BicELow, then Mayor of the city, con- 
tributed the sum of one thousand dollars for the purpose of 
establishing the Public Library. This donation, being the first 
money that was given for the object, was received joyfully, and 
funded by the City Council; and the Committee on the Library 
were directed “to proceed with as little delay as possible to 
carry into effect the establishment of a free Public Library.” 
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JosHuA Bartss, Esq., of London, whose early life was passed 
in Boston, having offered to this city the munificent sum of fifty 
thousand dollars, towards the purchase of books for the Public 
Library of the city, if the city would erect a suitable building 
for that purpose,—on the 24th of February, 1853, an order 
was passed by the City Council, authorizing the Committee on 
the Library, in conference with the Board of Trustees, to pur- 
chase a suitable site for the erection of a building which should 
be fully adapted for the purpose of the Library, including Mr. 
Bates’s donation. Accordingly, said Committee purchased 
23,380 feet of land on Boylston Street, opposite the Common, 
upon which an elegant and commodious edifice has been erected, 
at a cost to the city, for land and building, amounting to about 
$365,000. 

This building was finished and delivered into the custody of 
the City Council, and by the City Council was transmitted to 
the care of the Trustees of the Public Library, with appropriate 
ceremonies, on January 1, 1858. 

Besides the above mentioned donations in money, the sum of 
ten thousand dollars was subsequently given by Hon. JonaTHAN 
PHILLIPS, who, by his will, bequeathed an additional sum of 
twenty thousand dollars for the maintenance of the Library. 
Another sum of ten thousand dollars was bequeathed by the 
late Hon. Apporr Lawrence. All of these sums have been 
funded by the City Council, and the annual proceeds are 
expended for the purchase of books of permanent value. 

The sum of one thousand dollars was given by the late SAMUEL 
APPLETON, Esq., and the same amount by Mrs. Sauuy I. K. 
SHEPARD, for the purpose of procuring books for the immediate 
use of the public. 

Very valuable donations of books have been made by the 
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late Rev. THEopDoRE Parker, the heirs of Hon. NATHANIEI 
Bowpircu, GEORGE TIcKnor, and others. 

The Library opens at 9 o’clock, A. M., every secular day 
throughout the year, except the five legal holidays, and such other 
days as the Trustees may direct. 

The Reading Room, provided with seats for one hundred 
readers, is closed at 10, P. M. 

The Fine Arts Room, where ladies can use the Lower Hall 
catalogues, is closed at 8, P. M. 

The Lower Hall delivery of books ceases at 8, P.M. This 
Hall now contains over 28,000 volumes. 

The Bates Hall delivery of books for home use as well as for 
use in the hall, ceases at 6, P. M., from October to March, and at 
7, P. M., from April to September. This hall now contains over 
118,000 volumes. 

Persons admitted to use the Library. — Any person above the 
age of fourteen years may use the Reading Room (which has 
now by far the best collection of American and foreign periodi- 
cals in the country), and, if above sixteen, may make use of the 
books within the building. 

All inhabitants of Boston above the age of sixteen years; all 
clergymen and teachers having regular occupation in the city, 
though not residents; and all, even if under sixteen, who have 
received certificates of graduation, medals, or Lawrence prizes, 
from the Public Schools, and are still inhabitants of Boston, or 
who belong to the Girls’ High and Normal Schools, are entitled 
to a full use of the Library. All classes in this paragraph must 
have signed the application card and given satisfactory reference 
to two citizens. The registration takes piace in the Fine Arts Room. 

All members of such other of the higher educational institu- 
tions in the city, as the Trustees may have especially permitted, 


are entitled to a full or a partial use of the Library.

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POLICE DEPARTMENT.

The officers of this department are nominated by the Mayor 
and confirmed by the Board of Aldermen. 

The Chief of Police is the head of the department, and has 
precedence and control of all the officers and members and of 
all constables and other officers when engaged in the service 
of the city: subject to the direction of the Mayor and the 
Police Committee. 

The department is employed in the recovery of lost and stolen 
property, in the detection of criminals, in the general execution 
of the laws of the Commonwealth, the special laws and ordinan- 
ces of the City Council, and orders of the Board of Aldermen. 
The officers have a general supervision of all places of public 
amusement, licensed carriages, wagons, pawn and junk-shops, 
intelligence offices, and building permits; are required to take 
notice of all nuisances, street defects, obstructions and open- 
ings, defective street lamps, and water pipes; to give alarms 
and be present at all fires, and to have a general care for life 
and property and the preservation of the peace. 

Under the present organization, the department numbers four 
hundred and forty men; the principal divisions being a de- 
tective and a day and night patrol force. The detective force 
is located at the central office, and the patrol are detailed at the 
several stations under the direction of their respective captains. 
All the territory within the limits of the city is divided into 
beats, which are continually patrolled both day and night.

By virtue of an Ordinance which passed the City Council of 
Boston, June 14, 1863, all City Officers required by the City 
Ordinances to be elected or appointed by the concurrent vote of 
the City Council, or to be appointed by the Mayor, by and with 
the advice and consent of the Board of Aldermen, excepting 
those officers the time of whose election or appointment is other- 
wise prescribed by the statutes of the Commonwealth; also 
excepting the Treasurer, Auditor and Assessors, shall be elected 
or appointed, as the case may be, on the first Monday of February 
in each year, or within sixty days thereafter, and shall enter on the 
duties of their respective offices on the first Monday of April 
following.

The election of Mayor for 1845 was more warmly contested 


than in any former year. There were not less than eight sey- 
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eral ballotings by the citizens. At the eighth trial, on the 
twenty-first of February, Thomas A. Davis was elected. 

In the mean time, from January to February 27, 1845, Wil- 
liam Parker, one of the aldermen, having been elected Chair- 
man of the Board of Aldermen, performed the duties of Mayor. 

On the. sixth of October, Thomas A. Davis, being in declin- 
ing health, resigned the office of Mayor, which resignation, 
however, was not accepted by the City Council; and on the 
twenty-second of November he died, being the first Mayor who 
has died in office since the organization of the City Government 
in 1822. 

On the eleventh of December, Josiah Quincy, Jr., was elected 
Mayor by the City Council, for the unexpired term of 1845. 

Benson Leavitt, one of the Board of Aldermen, acted as 
Chairman of the Board in the interval between the death of 
Mr. Davis and the election of Mr. Quincy. 

In 1851, Benjamin Seaver, having already been elected an 
Alderman of the City for 1852, was afterwards chosen Mayor 
for said year. 

At the commencement of the ensuing municipal year, 1852, 
he resigned as an Alderman, and accepted the office of Mayor. 

The election of Mayor for 1854 was continued through three 
ballotings, from December 12, 1853, to January 9,1854. In 
the mean time, the duties of Mayor were performed by Benja. 
min L. Allen, Chairman of the Board of Aldermen.

At the municipal election in 1852, nine Aldermen had a ma- 
jority of ballots; but in accordance with the statute, the 
eight who had the highest number of votes were declared 
elected. 

The Municipal Government for 1855 was the first one that 
was organized under the new or revised City Charter, which 
provided for the annual election of twelve Aldermen. 

For reports of contested seats in the Board of Aldermen, see 
City Document No. 7, for 1861, and City Document No. 16, for 
1862.

William Bowes Bradford, Ward 3, elected 1822, did not 
qualify himself, declining to be sworn, there being then no pro- 
vision for affirmation, except for Quakers. 

Lucius Manlius Sargent, Ward 6, elected for 1827, declined. 

Henry D. Gray and Isaac Harris, Ward 1; Eleazer Howard, 
Ward 2, and Joseph H. Thayer, Ward 9, elected for 1828; 
also, Holmes Hinckley, Ward 11, for 1845, declined prior to 
the organization. 
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Samuel Thaxter, Ward 6, elected for 1830, declined. 

William Foster, Ward 6, elected for 1831, declined. 

John Boles, Ward 3, re-elected for 1838, declined. 

The Junior of George Morey, omitted 1829. 

Asa Adams, Ward 3, took the intermediate name of Perry, 
1830. 

The Junior of Joshua Seaver, Ward 6, omitted 1833. 

The Junior of Henry Fowle, Ward 2, omitted 1837. 

The Junior of Francis Brinley, Ward 10, omitted 1838. 

The Junior of Ezra Lincoln, omitted 1851. 

The Junior of William B. Fowle, omitted in 1865. 

Ezra Forristall, Ward 6, resigned in May, 1853, and was 
elected Superintendent of Health. 

Daniel J. Coburn, Ward 5, resigned in April, 1855, and was 
thereafter appointed Chief of Police. 

Edward F’. Robinson resigned in May, 1861, and was elected 
a Principal Assessor. 

Charles J. McCarthy, Ward 7, resigned in March, 1862, and 
was appointed Paymaster of Relief Funds to Families of Sol- 
diers in the United States service from Boston. 

There have been eleven successfully contested elections. 

The first, February 22, 1830, vacated the seat of a member 
from Ward 6, on the ground that “closing the poll before the 
hour at which the voters were notified it would be closed, was a 
-violation of the rights of the voters.” 

The second, May 7, 1835, vacated the seats of the members 
of Ward 3, who were returned as having been elected at an 
adjourned meeting, December 11, 1854, on the ground of irreg- 
ular proceeding, to render the whole number of votes certain by 
taking the highest number of votes for candidates on each oppos- 
ing ticket; adjournment of the meeting by the sole authority of 
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the Warden, and other irregularities, at the annual election, 
December 8. 

The third case, March 7, 1830, vacated the seats of three 
members of Ward 12, on the ground that a number of illegal 
voters sufficient to affect the choice, voted at the polls. 

The fourth, February 9, 1843, vacated the seats of three 
members from Ward 1, returned as elected at the adjourned 
meeting, December 14, on the ground that four votes for non- 
resident candidates, (after having been first thrown out by the 
ward officers *) were counted at the annual election, December 
12, thereby preventing the choice of two other candidates, who, 
by excluding the said four votes, were by the decision of the 
Council declared elected, leaving one vacancy. 

The fifth, February 27, 1851, vacated the seats of two mem- 
bers from Ward 3, on the ground that they were chosen at an 
adjourned meeting, which was illegally held. At the subsequent 
trial the same members were again returned to the Common 
Council. 

The sixth, January 20, 1853, vacated the seats of three mem- 
bers of Ward 3, on the ground that they were chosen at an ad- 
journed meeting which was illegally held. 

The seventh, in accordance with the Report of the Committee 
on Elections, vacated the seats of three members from Ward 11 , 
on the ground that the Mayor and Aldermen had no right to 
issue warrants for election of members of the Common Council, 
after the annual election, and before the organization of the 
Government elect. But inasmuch as the elections in question 
were conducted bona fide, and no other informality was apparent, 
and as this custom of supplementary elections had been in 


* This fact was admitted, though not stated in the Report of the Com- 
mittee. 
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vogue for twenty years, the members thus elected were by the 
votes of the Common Council declared entitled to their seats. 

The eighth, March 19, 1863, in accordance with the Report 
of the Committee on Elections, vacated the seat of a member 
from Ward 3, on the ground that at the time of his election he 
was not an inhabitant of that ward. Before a decision was 
reached on this point the member in question resigned. 

The ninth, April 9, 1863, vacated the seats of the entire 
delegation from Ward 10, on the ground that more votes were 
returned than there were persons who voted in that ward at the 
municipal election, — occasioned by mistake, probably, in the 
counting of the ballots,—the variation being so great as to 
affect the election of the whole delegation. At the subsequent 
trial the same members were again returned to the Common 
Council. 

The tenth, January 24, 1867, vacated the seat of a member 
from Ward 3, who was chosen at an adjourned meeting (held on 
account of a tie vote at the regular meeting, Dec. 10, 1866), on 
the ground that the Polls, at said adjourned meeting, were not 
kept open the same number of hours as were required by the 
original warrant. At a subsequent election the same member 
was returned to the Common Council. [See City Doc. 12, for 
1867.] 

The eleventh, January 16, 1868, vacated the seat of a mem- 
ber returned for Ward 10, because by the count of the original 
ballots cast in said Ward it appeared that another person was 
chosen.

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It will be perceived that only $293,638.47 of the above 
amount has been expended for raising the buildings and the 
grade of the territory. The expenditure authorized for this 
purpose by the last City Council was $650,000. As two-thirds 
of the work of raising the buildings and filling the territory has 
been performed at the present time, there appears to be no 
doubt that the whole will be completed within the estimates. 

The amounts paid for estates surrendered to the City, and for 
land taken and damages occasioned by the extension of Colum- 
bus Avenue, and the widening of Marion, South Cedar, Pied- 
mont, Shawmut, Berlin and Tennyson streets, and that portion 
of Tremont Street which lies within the Church Street District, 
are not to be included, of course, within the amount authorized to 
be expended for raising the buildings and the territory, — that 
work having been ordered after the estimates for raising the 
buildings and the grade had been made. To perform all the 
work which the Committee and the Commissioners are author- 
ized to perform, loans will be required probably to the amount 
of a million dollars. 

The estates surrendered can undoubtedly be sold for more 
than the City pays for them; and a considerable portion of the 
expense fur extending and widening streets will be assessed 
upon the estates benefited before they are re-conveyed to the 
former Owners. 


The Committee would respectfully request the passage of the 
accompanying order, making an appropriation of three hundred 
thousand dollars, for the purposes specified.

The Trustees of the City Hospital, in accordance with the 
ordinance establishing the Board, respectfully present their 
report for the year ending December 31, 1868, it being the fifth 
Annual Report.

By reference to the accompanying report of the Superintend- 
ent, it will be seen that although the number of patients treated 
has increased 33 per cent for the year, the proportion of deaths 
is lower than ever before in the history of the Hospital, being 
72, per cent. This fact, considering the number of severe cases 
treated, is very gratifying, and is a strong proof of the skill 
and fidelity of the Board of Physicians and Surgeons. An 
account of the expenditures is given in detail, the result show- 
ing the average cost of each patient to be less than during the 
previous year. 

The estimate for the current expenses of the financial year 
1868-9 was $85,000: this amount, owing to a larger number 
of patients having been treated from the Highlands than was 
anticipated, and the increased demands from other portions of 
the city, will be insufficient to cover the cost of maintaining the 
Hospital, and a small additional appropriation will be necessary. 
In this view of the case, the Trustees, believing that the number 
of persons requiring the care and attention here bestowed will, 
- from the natural growth of the city, be constantly increasing, and 
that the cost of supplies will not rule much if any lower than 
during the present season, estimate the expenses for the finan- 
cial year 1869-70, in addition to the income to be received 
from Trust Funds, as follows:

The average number of patients has exceeded that of previ- 
ous years; during the winter months the Trustees were at times 
unable to accommodate in the pavilions all the patients admitted, 
and it was feared that it would become necessary to decline to 
receive further applications; but the unusual fact that the medi- 
cal and surgical cases, as well as the sexes, were very evenly 
divided, enabled them with considerable inconvenience to the 
inmates of the different wards, and by using for free cases the 
rooms set apart in the centre building for paying patients 
to surmount the difficulty; and no person, who under the rules 
was a proper subject for the Hospital, was refused admission. 

From this and other causes, the income from pay-patients will 
be less than the estimate for the current financial year, and the 
estimate for the coming year is made correspondingly lower. 

Our city is progressing; the number of inhabitants is rapidly 
increasing by emigration and otherwise; enlarged facilities will 
add to the business of the city, and the demand for the 
products of their skill and labor will attract artisans and 
mechanics to establish themselves in our midst: while they have 
health, they are self-supportisg and valuable members of society ; 
in sickness, many of them require that temporary aid and assist- 


ance which this Hospital was erected to bestow. 
1* 
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The present accommodations it is feared will prove insuff- 
cient for the demands of the present winter, and unless it is 
thought expedient to limit the sphere of usefulness of the 
Hospital, the steady increase of patients from the city as at present 
bounded, even if none of the projects now agitated for the 
annexation of adjacent territory shall be consummated, will 
call for the erection of additional pavilions in accordance with 
the intent of the originators of the Institution; and it is hoped 
that the City Council will give this subject their careful 
attention. 

During the year, improvements have been made by the addition 
of a new boiler, the substitution of brass in place of lead pipes 
for hot water in the pavilions, renewal of floor timbers in the 
basement of the centre building, and other general repairs. 

The timbers as well as the sheathing had been seriously 
affected by dry rot from want of ventilation; care has been 
taken to guard against such difficulty in the future; there are, 
however, indications of similar trouble in the corridors, and the 
necessary expense of repairs is included in the estimate for the 
next financial year. 

The Trustees have purchased, and caused to be placed in 
convenient locations about the premises, twelve fire extinguish- 
ers, — deeming it their duty to’provide as far as possible against 
danger to the buildings, as well as the loss of life that might 
accompany the calamity of fire. 

The new building occupied as a lodge and for the accommo- 
dation of out-patients was completed early in the year, and has 
proved eminently convenient and useful for the purposes for 
which it was erected. 

This department is the most extensive branch of the Hospital 
and productive of an incalculable amount of benefit at very small 
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expense to the city, — there having been treated as out-patients 
during the past year 8,794 persons, making 29,756 calls, at a 
cost of about two thousand dollars. The medical patients in- 
creased so rapidly that it was thought advisable to elect a gen- 
tleman to be associated with Dr. Swan in their treatment, and 
Dr. Wm. B. Mackie was chosen to that position in April. 

A department for the treatment of cutaneous diseases of out-: 
patients was also established, under the charge of Dr. H. F. 
Damon, who has given especial study and attention to this class 
of diseases. 

Early in the year, Dr. C. KE. Buckingham was obliged, on ac- 
count of the pressure of other duties, to again tender his resig- 
nation, and Dr. W. W. Morland from similar cause withdrew 
from the Board of Physicians; the vacancies thus occasioned 
were filled by the election of Dr. H. I. Bowditch as Visiting 
Physician, and Dr. Francis C. Ropes as Visiting Surgeon. The 
election of Dr. Ropes left the office of Surgeon to out-patients 
vacant, and Dr. M. F. Gavin was chosen to perform the duties 
of the position. Recently, another vacancy was occasioned by 
the resignation of Dr. J. B. Upham as Visiting Physician, and it 
was filled by the election of Dr. A. D. Sinclair. 

Since their last report, the Trustees have been called to mourn 
the decease of one of the Board of Consulting Physicians,— the 
death of Dr. John Homans was a severe loss to the Hospital 
and the city; connected with this Institution from its commence- 
ment, first as Visiting Physician and later on the Board of Con- 
sultation, he was deeply interested in its welfare, and his active 
services and wise counsel were always freely and heartily given 
in aid of all measures calculated to advance its usefulness and 
maintain and increase its reputation. In life, he had in an emi- 
nent degree the confidence and respect of his brethren in the 
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profession and the large number of friends whom a long and 
successful practice had gathered about him. In death, the re- 
gard with which his memory is held in so many hearts is his 
best and most enduring monumeat. 

Dr. B. E. Cotting, of the Highlands, has been elected as 
Consulting Physician, to fill the vacancy caused by the decease 
‘of Dr. Homans. 

At this season of the year, destitute patients begin to reap the 
benefits of the “Norcross Clothing Fund”; it has already been 
the means of relieving the distress of several deserving persons. 

The Library has not received any large accessions during the 
year, and the Trustees renew the request for donations from the 
public, of such books as they can spare from their collections, to 
be the means of causing the weary hours of the sick and suffer- 
ing in our wards to pass more pleasantly. 

The Hospital continues to be indebted to the clergymen of the 
city, of all denominations, for their kindness in conducting the 
Sunday services, which are fully attended, and productive of 
good results. In conclusion, the Trustees desire to renew their 
expression of thanks to the able and efficient Board of Physi- 
clans and Surgeons, and the Superintendent, for their unwearied 
and humane devotion to all that concerns the welfare of the 
patients, and the general reputation and interests of the Hospital.

The department for the treatment of skin diseases among out- 
patients, under the charge of Dr. Damon, was first opened in 
April 1868. Over five hundred patients have been treated in 
this department, and fifteen hundred visits made during the 
present year. Patients are seen daily, Sundays excepted, at 
11 o’clock, A. M.; and clinical instruction and lectures are 
given to medical students and physicians every Tucsday, com- 
mencing at the same hour. 


Several donations of valuable works on skin diseases have 
been made to the hospital.

Dr. Foye has made a donation of the folio plates of Caze- 
naye, illustrating the Syphilodermata. These are tastefully 
mounted in black walnut. 

Dr. Cotting has also enriched the library in the department 
of cutaneous medicine, by several full length photographs of 
Elephantiasis Arabum. Other additions to the library and the 
cabinet are promised, for the purpose of illustrating this impor- 
tant branch of medical education. 

During the past year, it must be acknowledged that the insti- 
tution has been highly successful in carrying out the objects of 
its mission. There have been treated in the wards thirty-three 
per cent more patients than in any former year. At some 
periods, it has been taxed to its utmost capacity. There has 
also been a corresponding increase in the out-patients’ depart- 
ment. 

Too much encomium cannot be conferred upon the medical 
staff for their prompt and efficient services; and in this connec- 
tion, I desire to renew the expression of my thanks for the en- 
couragement and support that I have received from the members 
of your Board, and from all of those filling places of trust in 
the institution.

RULES OF ADMISSIONS AND DISCHARGES. 


Applications for admission of patients shall be made at the 
Hospital on each day of the week (Sunday excepted), between 
9 and 11 o’clock, A. M. 

Whenever able, the patient shall apply in person. When not 
able to appear in person, application may be made by a friend, 
and the patient shall be visited by one of the House Officers, or 
by some Physician designated by the Trustees. 

Any Trustee, or either of the Physicians or Surgeons in 
attendance, may, in case of emergency, send a. patient in the 
first instance to the Hospital by written permit; and the Visiting 
Committee shall, on the certificate of one of the medical officers 
designated for the purpose, decide as soon as may be afterward 
whether such patient shall remain. ) 

Persons accidentally wounded, or otherwise disabled or 
injured, shall be received at all hours. 

Permits for admission shall be subject to the approval of the 
Visiting Committee for the time being, or, in their absence, to 
that of the Superintendent. 

The Visiting Committee, however, shall have the power at 
any time to require the Superintendent to report to them the 
names of applicants before admitting them, and may dismiss 
any patient whom they think improperly admitted. 

Patients discharged on the recommendation of the Physicians 
or Surgeons shall be provided with a certificate stating their 


condition at the time of discharge, whether cured, relieved, or 
5 * 
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not relieved, which certificate shall be signed by the Superinten- 
dent. 

Patients may be admitted by the Trustees to the privileges of 
the Hospital, at such rates of board as they may from time to 
time determine; such board being secured by their friends, or 
by the authorities of the place to which they belong. 

In all cases where, in the opinion of the Trustees, the circum- 
stances of the patient will warrant it, the whole or part of the 
board shall be paid. If separate apartments, or articles not 
usually furnished at the Hospital, are provided, such payment 
shall be made therefor as the Trustees shall deem reasonable. 


HOUSE RULES. 


Patients must be in their proper places in the wards during 
the visit of the Physicians and Surgeons, and always by 8, P. M. 
unless specially exempted by the Superintendent. 

Those free patients who are able are expected to assist in 
nursing, and in such other services as may be reasonably 
required of them. 

Patients shall not leave the Hospital Grounds without a pass 
from the Superintendent, nor their respective wards without the 
consent of the nurse in attendance. 

No patient shall purchase, or cause any member of the house- 
hold to purchase for him, any article of food whatsoever, nor any 
other article, without the consent of the Superintendent; nor 
shall any officer or servant of the Hospital receive a gift or fee 
from a patient. 

Profane or obscene language, loud talking, and incivility, are 
prohibited. 

No person shall be admitted to the Hospital whose case is 
judged to be incurable, unless there be urgent symptoms which, 
in the opinion of the Physician or Surgeon, are capable of being 
relieved. 

No patient having acute syphilitic disease, or mania-a-potu, 
shall be admitted as a charity patient, or at a lower rate than 
twenty-five dollars a week for the former, and fifteen dollars for 
the latter. 


Patients may be visited by clergymen of their own selection ; 
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and, where there is a wish for the performance of any particular 
religious rite, it shall be indulged when practicable. “pope | 

It is expected that patients will implicitly obey the’ rules of 
the Hospital. Complaints, for whatever cause, may be-made, to 
the Superintendent or Visiting Committee; and, when. Teason- 
able, shall be by them reported to the Trustees.

VISITORS. 


No person shall visit any part of the premises, except on.

On Monday, Tuesday, Thursday, and Saturday of each week, 
from 2 to 3 o'clock, P. M., friends may be permitted to 
visit patients, though no patient shall receive more than one vis- 
itor on the same day.

To THE HonoraBLe City CouNcIL: 

The Trustees of Mount Hope Cemetery, in submitting their 
eleventh Annual Report, desire to acknowledge the liberality of 
the City Government, and the kindness and encouragement 
which they have received from all its members while in the 
discharge of their responsible duties. Although these duties 
have not been light and unimportant, the Trustees cannot refrain 
from saying that they have endeavored to discharge them with 
fidelity, and with what success the present condition of the 
cemetery will abundantly show. In this they have been ably 
seconded by their intelligent and efficient Superintendent, Mr. 
SamMuEL A. B. Brace, under whose unmediate care the cemetery 
has attained a reputation which it had not possessed at any 
previous period of its existence. 

Although the receipts from the sale of lots have not equalled 
those of the preceding year, there is no reason to believe that 
this result was caused by the cemetery having suffered in the 
estimation of the public. Indeed, at no time since it came into 
the possession of the city, has it been so attractive, or held out 
so many inducements to those who desire to purchase a beau- 
tiful and quiet resting place for their dead. 

- Many improvements have been effected during the past year, 
some of which are of considerable magnitude and importance, 
and will impart to the cemetery an increased value. Among 
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these, is the continuation of the wall on Back Street, which was 
commenced the preceding year. This wall has been extended 
for the space of thirty-seven rods, leaving a distance of thirty- 
four rods, reaching to the superintendent’s house, yet to be 
built. This work has been done in the most substantial man- 
ner, and will materially add to the beauty and permanent value 
of the grounds. 

The six-feet walk, that formerly bounded the easterly side of 
the Army and Navy Lot, has been converted into an avenue six- 
teen feet wide, affording a driveway of that width entirely 
around that lot. 

The square of ground lying easterly of this avenue, has been 
laid out into full-sized and half lots. leven of the former, and 
fifteen of the latter, have been completed, while others have been 
commenced and will be finished at the opening of the coming 
Spring. Opposite this square, on the easterly side of Crescent 
Avenue, nine lots are in an advanced state of preparation, with 
their corner posts set. When these lots are finished, Crescent 
Avenue will be completed from Central to Walnut Avenue. 

Walnut Avenue has been nearly excavated from the main 
entrance of the cemetery to its terminus, preparatory to the 
deposit of underlying stone, which, when covered with gravel, 
will form a roadway of the most substantial character. 

Some progress has been made in the construction of the Pond, 
alluded to in the last Annual Report of the Trustees. The means 
at the disposal of this Board have not been deemed sufiicient to 
justify the immediate completion of this important work. Other 
improvements, more imperative in their character, seem to demand 
further delay in this matter. It is thought necessary that Wal- 
nut Avenue should be completed at the earliest possible moment, 
and that the grounds between Walnut and Central avenues, from 
the gate to the office, should be graded. ‘To effect these desir- 
able objects, more lots will have to be made; more, perhaps 
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than will be immediately disposed of, involving, as a matter of 
course, an outlay exceeding the receipts from such sales. 

All the graves in “Cypress Vale” having been sold, a new 
piece of ground has been laid out, to which the name of “ Maple 
Grove” has been given. This lot is in the vicinity of Webster 
Avenue, beginning at Grove Avenue, and can be extended to 
.the gate near the greenhouse, whenever circumstances shall 
require it. This ground has been improved by removing from 
it the pines, and other objectionable trees, and replacing them 
by a sufficient number of maples, to impart a desirable amount 
of shade. Over one hundred graves have been already pre- 
pared here, and suitably numbered. 

Over one hundred headstones and tablets, and ten monuments, 
have been erected during the year; two lots have been enclosed 
with hedges, several with granite curbings, and three with iron 
fences. ‘The trustees indulge the hope, that the desire for these 
last will soon cease altogether. 

There have been four hundred and three interments in the 
cemetery during the year, exclusive of those interred in the 
City Cemetery. 

During the year, the cemetery has been enlarged on its 
northern boundary by the addition of about twenty acres of 
land, at a cost of $14,000. This was a much-desired. improve- 
ment, not only made necessary by the prospective wants of the 
cemetery, but needed to give, as its northern boundary, a public 
highway, similar to those on its eastern, southern and western 
limits. 

A new heating apparatus has been placed in the greenhouse, 
‘ the old one having been regarded not only as insufficient but 
unsafe. It is anticipated that the greenhouse will have to be 
enlarged at no distant day; the new heating apparatus has been 
selected with a view to that contingency, and will be ample, it is 
thought, for that purpose. 

The hot-beds, in connection with the greenhouse, having 

1* 
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become inadequate for the growing wants of the cemetery, have 
been extended eighty-five feet. 

The work contemplated during the present year, is the com- 
pletion of the wall on Back street; of Crescent to Walnut 
Avenue; and of Greenwood Avenue, from Union to Crescent 
Avenue. ‘These avenues will be underlaid with stone, forming 
what is termed a blind drain, and finished in the most thorough 
manner. The lots already commenced, together with others on 
the avenues above named, will also demand completion. Should 
circumstances favor, the work on the pond will be resumed, and 
“Maple Grove” extended, if found advisable. 

The Committee on Gardens and Cemeteries, representing the 
Massachusetts Horticultural Society, renewed their visit to the 
cemetery, during the summer, on invitation of the Trustees. 
Those gentlemen, so well qualified to pronounce on such matters, 
spoke in terms of warm commendation of the appearance of the 
grounds, and considered that a marked improvement had taken 
place since the preceding year. 

The 30th of May last having been designated by the 
Grand Army of the Republic as the day on which the graves of 
Union Soldiers throughout the United States would be decorated 
by their surviving comrades and friends, the Trustees deemed 
it proper that they should co-operate in this fitting tribute of 
affection and regard. Accordingly, the graves of our fallen 
heroes in Mount Hope Cemetery were appropriately honored 
in the presence of a large and sympathizing multitude. 

In closing their report, the Trustees would not feel that they 
had performed their whole duty, without soliciting for those who 
may be chosen to succeed them in so important a trust, the — 
generous co-operation of the City Council, and a liberal appro- 
priation for an object which at once addresses itself to the 
susceptibilities and inevitable wants of the community. 

The Report of the Committee on Accounts, on the financial 
condition of the cemetery, is appended. 
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In conclusion, the Trustees desire to express their high 
appreciation of the valuable services performed during the 
last year by Mr. N. A. Apollonio, the clerk ez officio to this

EXTRAORDINARY EXPENSES. 

The extraordinary expenses of this department are those for 
the erection of new, and alteration of old buildings, for which 
appropriations are made by order of the City Council. 

The following is a list of buildings in progress of erection: 


Grammar School House, Ward 12, containing fourteen school- 
rooms 32 X 29 feet, and an exhibition hall. Will be ready for 
occupancy next September, and will cost $100,000. 
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Grammar School House, Ward 9, containing fourteen school- 
rooms, 29.5 & 383—10 feet, and an exhibition hall. Will be 
ready for occupancy next September, and will cost $100,000. 

Primary School House, Ward 7, containing six school-rooms, 
28 x 28 feet. Will be ready for occupancy next March, and 
will cost $40,000. 

Police station house, Ward 15. Will be completed next April, 
and will cost $50,000. Lot contains 10,112 feet. 

Hose house on Church Street, containing accommodations for 
Hose Company No. 8, and a Ward-room for Ward 9. The lot 
contains 3,412 feet. Will be completed in April, and will cost

ANNUAL REPORT. 

A record is kept by each sealer, of all duties performed by 
him, by virtue of his office. This record gives the name, place 
of business, and kind of business of every person who has had 
anything sealed; the number and kind of scales, weights, and 
measures sealed, and of those adjusted or condemned, with the 
amount charged for sealing, adjusting and transportation. It 
will be seen that any one can learn from this record who has 
complied with the following section of the Revised Statutes: 

“ Whoever sells by any other weights, measures, scales, beams, 
or balances, than those which have been sealed as before pro- 
vided, shall forfeit a sum not exceeding twenty dollars for each 
offence, and when by the custom of trade they are provided by 
the buyer, if he purchase by any other weights, measures, scales, 
beams, or balances, he shall be subject to a like penalty, to be 
recovered by an action of tort to the use of the complainant.” 

But few of our traders conform to the above section. They 
get new scales, weights and measures when needed, and without 
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having them sealed, use them in their business until the sealer 
_makes his annual visit, they then learn who has suffered by their 
neglect. Here are a few cases for example. 

At one place, sixteen measures were in use, of which only three 
were correct, twelve of them were too small, and one I adjusted. 

At another store where thirteen measures were in use, eight 
were too large. 

At another where eighty-five measures were in use, only twen- 
ty-one were sealed. 

It is very seldom that cheap scales and weights are found to 
be correct. 

I think there could be some changes made in the law which 
would make it much more effective, and much more satisfactory 
to all parties than it now is, and I would be pleased to explain 
my views to the Committee on Weights and Measures. 

During the year I have sealed at ten hundred and seventy- 
eight places of business.

During the year 1,107 permits have been given to construct 
c1 repair house drains: 49 manholes have been covered with 
teon, and 23 with wooden covers; and,236 manholes cleaned, con- 
taining 339 loads of sewage matter. ! 


The annexation of Roxbury has doubled the work of the 
Department, the expenses having been twice those of last year, 
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and the amount spent in our new territory being more than half 
of the whole. The demand for drainage in this section is even 
now greater than the ability to supply it, and the coming season 
will probably bring new petitions faster than sewers can be 
built. 

The contract for the enclosure of Stony Brook between 
Orange and Culvert streets, which was partly completed when 
the annexation took place, has heen finished during the year to 
the general satisfaction of the abutters as well as the City, so 
that the City now controls the channel of this stream and a 
strip of land from twenty-four to fifty feet in width from Orange 
Street to the Full Basin, and through the latter a channel for the 
brook is reserved by agrcements between the Water Power 
Company and the City of Roxbury. 

A further improvement of this brook in a southerly direction 
to the line of West Roxbury has been authorized by the legis- 
lature, and the necessary powers given; and, when carried out, 
will be continued by West Roxbury for its own benefit. The 
necessary plans have been prepared but no further action 
taken. 

The usual amount of trouble has been felt at South End from 
wet cellars, and the Committee have given the matter much 
attention, and in a report made at the close of last year (Doc. 
154) present all the information and suggestions relative to this 
subject. 

No change has been made in the drains on the Church Street 
District, but the old ones will be used as far as possible until 
the filling is completed and the houses raised, which will be 
accomplished during the coming year. It will then be necessary 
to rebuild sewers in all the streets crossing Church Street, and 
discharging into the sewer in that street at a high level.

The projected new street across Long and Central wharves 
will inclose a basin into which now discharge six large sewers 
draining about one hundred and forty acres. These outlets must 
either be extended through the property to the outer line of the 
new street or else intercepted on Commercial and Broad streets 
and carried to either end of the new avenue. 

I annex to this report a table showing the rain fall daily 
through the year, as kept at the South End Yard, and also the 
customary schedule of property.

SANITARY CONDITION OF CITY. 


The usual attention of this Department has been paid to 
the cleanliness of our city, and with favorable results. 
- On the twenty-eighth day of May last, a sanitary survey of the 
city was ordered, and officers detailed for this especial pur- 
pose, commenced their labors on the fifth day of June. The 
inspection continued until the first day of October, and daily 
reports of their doings were made at this office, the owners 
of real estate having signified a willingness to conform to the 
laws relating to health. The inspection was withdrawn 
October 1. 


HEALTH. 15 


During the year, 1,928 persons have been notified to abate 
nuisances existing on their premises. Of this number, four 
hundred and three were in the Highland district. Four hun- 
dred and eighty-two orders have passed the Board, instructing 
the Superintendent to abate nuisances and charge the expense 
to parties so notified.. Of this number, one hundred and two 
belonged to the Highland district. A portion of the orders 
passed, received immediate attention from this Department; 
and the remainder required no action, parties having complied 
with the original notice, after having been informed of the 
action of the Board. 


BOSTON HIGHLANDS. 


The annexation of the City of Roxbury has of necessity 
brought a large tract of territory to the care and custody of 
this Department, and the Government; and with it, very many 
aggravated cases of nuisances, some of the most prominent of 
which are, Ward & Co.’s bone-boiling establishment, and Mor- 
rill’s soap works. The nuisances arising from these estab- 
lishments have become unbearable, and all attempts to cause 
a desirable change in a sanitary point of view by this Depart- 
ment have proved unsuccessful, yet a good work has been 
performed in certain localities by the vigilance of those to 
whose especial care this duty has been intrusted. But there 
yet remain many cases where the most stringent measures 
will have to be resorted to; and another year, in which much 
labor will be bestowed by those having authority, will probably 
cause greater improvements to be made than has been the 
case in years past. 


TENEMENT BUILDINGS. 


The efforts of those interested in the passage of a law for 
the construction of tenement buildings, were crowned with suc- 
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cess during the session of the Legislature of 1868. Builders 
and contractors were duly notified of the same, and the results 
thus far have proved beneficial, yet a sufficient time will be 
required to notify all, that they must conform to the stipulation 
of said law. The present year, it is to be hoped, will witness 
a decided change for the better as regards the construction of 
tenement buildings, and the occupancy of cellars; and with the 
aid of the police, much can be done for the common good of our 
city. Ample provision has been made for ventilation, sewerage, 
privy accommodations, ingress and egress, fire escape, etc. 


SEWERAGE. 


A great demand has been made upon this Department for 
drainage in many of the unaccepted streets of Boston Highlands 
as well as the city proper. Many tenants are suffering for the 
want of drainage to estates ocupied by them; and the owners 
are ready and willing to enter such sewers when they shall be 
constructed. But the present low grade at the Highlands, in 
certain parts, and a want of connection with the mains, has pre- 
vented this Department from accomplishing an object so much 
to be desired. The only remedy at present lies in constructing 
blind cesspools, many of which are improperly constructed and 
but few afford permanent relief. I would again recommend that 
all sewers, without regard to accepted streets, should be under 
the control of Superintendent of Sewers and Drains, and the 
eost of their construction paid from that appropriation. 


' RECEPTACLE FOR ASHES. 


The importance of a convenient place for deposit of ashes and 
other material collected by the city, has long been required. 
The want of such has been more severely felt during the past 
year from the fact that the dumps now used are located at 
extreme parts in a southerly direction. At the present time, 


Hearn. eat 


there are several orders from the Board on file requiring the 
ashes to be placed upon streets at an extreme from the central 
or northerly portion of the city; and unless some provision is 
made, a large expense must, of necessity, be involved by hiring 
or purchasing additional teams, the cost of which would require 
an additional appropriation of $20,000 atleast. It is estimated 
(at a very low figure) that each and every load of ashes col- 
lected by the city, costs one dollar and fifty cents, and the order 
from the Board, establishing the price in “all cases” at fifty 
cents per load, leaves a deficit of one dollar to each load so col- 
lected and delivered. 

As a new marginal road is to be constructed, I would recom- 
mend that convenient places for dumps on the line of the pro- 
posed new avenue be at once established, in order that the busi- 
ness of this Department may be facilitated. Delay must 
necessarily involve a large expenditure by the city. 

I would also request that the land now used for storing of 
street dirt at the West End, may he retained by this Depart- 
ment a portion of the territory which has been used for the above 
purpose has recently been assigned to the Department of Sewers 
and Drains. The balance is quite insufficient for the purposes 
required ; and I would ask that some location may be assigned 
the Department for a depository of street dirt. 


PUBLIC URINALS. 


The cost of custody and repairs on public urinals for the 
year 1868 was $856.36. The demand for such conveniences 
has steadily increased; but circumstances have prevented the 
construction of new ones during the past year. There are 
several located throughout the city, and a great demand for 
many more. Those now existing have received special attention, 
by way of keeping them in good repair. They are visited daily 
by employees, detailed from this Department, for the purpose of 


keeping the same cleanly and free from obstructions. 
9% 
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The Sanitary Police Station, situated on -flag-staff hill, Boston 
Common, has been visited, for the purposes intended, during the 
year 1868 by 116,730 individuals, showing conclusively the 
importance of constructing others in different localities through- 
. out the city. 


LABOR AND SUPPLIES TO OTHER DEPARTMENTS. 


The growth of the city and demands of the citizens have largely 
increased the expenses of this Department, and with the 
additional labor that has been required (which should be suf 
ficient to perform the ordinary work) demands still increase. If 
this Department could be relieved from the work of cleaning 
snow from the public walks, yards and squares, it would afford 
greater facilities for keeping up the work. 

An order, passed on the Tth of September last, requires me to 
charge “for all labor or supplies furnished by the Health De- 
partment to any other Department of the Government benefited 
thereby.” 

I would respectfully suggest that such Departments should have 
an amount appropriated to meet such contingencies, as our 
whole force of men and teams will be required to accomplish 
the work which properly belongs to this Department.

+ Bills for horses purchased, with the allowances for all exchanges, are de- 
posited with City Auditor. 
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By the foregoing exhibit it will be seen that twenty-seven 
horses were purchased, five acquired by annexation of Roxbury, 
twelve were exchanged at the time of purchase with allowances, 
five have died, one killed, and one sold. 

To keep the stock to a proper standard, it is necessary to 
dispose of that portion, which is not fit for working purposes 
of this Department. In exchanges where purchases of new stock 
are made, the highest prices are obtained; it is desirable that 
first class draft horses should be procured for our work, and 
they command corresponding prices, but are cheaper for the 
city than others could be purchased. 

The season has been unusually sickly. The horses which have 
died have been under the care of skilful surgeons; the expenses 
of their services, with medicines always at hand, amount during 
the municipal year to $541.70, which is relatively lower than 
thé preceding year,—having had much more stock the past 
season.

THE Committee appointed to prepare and report in print, 
orders establishing the salaries of the several city officers during 
the ensuing year, would respectfully recommend the passage of 
the accompanying orders. The only changes made in the 
amounts paid last year are as follows: To the City Clerk, for 
clerk hire, an increase of Siz Hundred Dollars; to the Clerk of 
Committees, an increase of Five Hundred Dollars; to the City 
Physician, Fifteen Hundred Dollars, a decrease of Five Hun- 
dred Dollars.

Soon after the annexation of Roxbury to Boston, the attention 
of the Committee on Paving was called to the necessity of 
raising Shawmut Avenue and Ruggles Street. These streets at 
their intersection were graded so low that the sewer in Ruggles 
Street was barely covered by the surface of the ground. 

August {, 1868, the Committee was authorized by the Board 
of Aldermen to make arrangements with the abutters for the 
raising of the houses and for the settlement of grade damages 
to their estates. The work was commenced as soon as arrange- 
ments could be made and is now nearly completed. The cost 
of this work, including the compensation paid to the abutters 
for grade damages, has been as follows:

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RAILROAD LOCATIONS. 


April 27, 1868. The Board of Aldermen accepted the act 
passed by the General Court of Massachusetts of 1868, entitled 
“An Act to incorporate the Albany Street Freight Railway 
Company,’ and prescribed rules for the construction of the 
tracks, which have been laid down in Lehigh Strect and in Al- 
bany Street as far as Wareham Street. 

June 2, 1868. The Board of Aldermen accepted the act 
passed by the General Court of 1868, entitled “An Act to in- 
corporate the South Boston Freight Railway Company.” This 
road has not yet been built. 

Sept. 28, 1868. Permission was given to the Marginal 
Freight Railway Company to lay down tracks in the following 
streets, viz: Lincoln, Tufts, Hast, Cove, Beach, Federal, Broad, 
India, the street east of the Custom House, Commercial, Cause- 
way, Andover, Minot and Lowell, as authorized by Chapter 170 
of the Acts of the Legislature of 1867. A single track has 
been laid down in Causeway and Commercial streets, connecting 
the tracks of the Boston and Maine Railroad with Constitution 
Wharf. 

Aug. 29, 1868. The Metropolitan Railroad Company was 
authorized to lay down a side track on the easterly side of 
Washington Street, between Hast Brookline and East Newton 
streets. 

Sept. 28, 1868. A location was given to the same Company 
on Shawmut Avenue between Dale Street and the dividing line 
between the City of Boston and the town of West Roxbury. 

Dec. 7, 1868. The same Company was authorized to lay 
down an additional track on Tremont Street between Lagrange 
and Eliot streets; also to lay down a side track, or turnout, on 
Dudley Street, near Adams Street. 

Dec. 28, 1868. The same Company was authorized to lay 
down a track on Washington Street and Dock Square, from the 

o* 
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foot of Cornhill to a point opposite the head of North Street, 
there to connect with the track now laid on the westerly side of 
Union Street. 


ATLANTIC AVENUE. 


By an order passed by the Board of Aldermen, December 22, 
1868, the Superintendent of Streets was authorized, under the 
direction of the Committee on Paving, to build Atlantic Avenue. 
Plans and specifications are now being prepared by the City 
Engineer, and the work will be commenced at an early day. 

As this street will be subjected to heavy travel and probably 
occupied to some extent by freight railroad tracks, it is impor- 
tant that it should be built in the most thorough and substantial 
manner. If made the depository of ashes, street scrapings and 
refuse matter it will not be solid, but will continue to settle for 
years to come; the pavement will become uneven, badly rutted 
and require frequent relaying. .As the government has already 
been asked to allow this street to be used as a place of deposit 
for ashes etc., I take this opportunity to respectfully protest 
against a proceeding which will result to the disadvantage of 
the city. 

Operations on Fort Hill have been held in abeyance for want 
of a suitable place to dcposit the earth. The building of Atlantic 
Avenue will supply the required want; and the material in the 
hill being a hard clay, will make the best of filling and form a 
solid foundation for the roadway.

ROXBURY. 


The annexation of Roxbury to Boston increased the expenses 
of the Paving Department a considerable amount, and added 
to the duties of the Superintendent. 

The work done in that section the past year was much needed, 
and more will be required the coming season. 

An accurate survey of Roxbury should be made without

delay, for the purpose of defining the street lines and establish- 
ing a thorough system of grades. 


STREET PAVEMENTS. 


The best pavement for a street must be determined by the 
locality and the amount of travel to which it is to be exposed. 

The pavements now in use in this city are: 

The round or cobble stone pavement. 

The cubical block pavement, composed of small granite or 
trap-rock blocks. 

The wood pavement. 

The round or cobble stone pavement, with which most of our 
business streets are paved, is a rough, noisy and dirty pave- 
ment, badly adapted for the carriage of heavy loads, and giving 
a very insecure foothold. Its only recommendation is its 
cheapness. No new streets should be paved with this material. 
When replaced on the old streets by a better article the stone 
can be broken and used to macadamize the roads in the suburbs 
of the city. 

The cubical block pavement, composed of small granite or 
trap-rock blocks, is well adapted for those streets most exposed 
to heavy travel. It is so even as to allow the carriage of heavy 
loads with comparative ease, and at the same time is not slip- 
pery. After several years’ trial, its durability is unquestioned. 

Wood pavement was tried in this city several years ago, and 
abandoned as worthless. It has been used in Chicago and 
other western cities, and given general satisfaction. In those 
cities the streets are wide and the travel distributed over a 
large surface. In this city it was put down on narrow streets, 
exposed to the heaviest travel. On Exchange Street, when the 
wood pavement was taken up, granite blocks eighteen inches 
long and six inches wide were laid down. In a few years these 
proved a failure, and the street was repaved with small granite 
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blocks, which, after two years’ use, are much worn, and plainly 
show how severe is the test to which they are exposed. In the 
light of these circumstances, it is not surprising that the wood 
pavement should have failed in localities for which it was not 
adapted. For the streets at the South End and on the Back 
Bay territory, where the travel is comparatively light, and for 
those in the vicinity of public buildings, where freedom from 
noise is an indispensable requisite, the wood pavement is most 
admirably adapted. I am confident in those localities it will 
give entire satisfaction, and prove a complete success. 
Macadamized streets in the city proper have proved a failure. 
When properly constructed, they cost as much as those paved 
with the best stone pavement, and the expense of keeping them 
in repair is three times as great. Roadways of this kind are 
excellent in the country or in the suburbs of the city where 
the material for constructing and repairing them is easily obtain- 
ed;. but to main‘ain them in frequented thoroughfares in the 
heart of the city requires an extravagant expenditure of money.

To His Honor tHE MAYOR AND THE City CounciL or Boston: 


GENTLEMEN: In compliance with an Ordinance relating to 
Weights and Measures, I herewith submit my Annual Report. 
During the past year, the duties of the sealers have somewhat 
increased by the annexation of the Highland District, and 
in adjusting disputes between the buyer and seller. 

Owing to the high cost of all articles sold by weight and 
measure, the manufacturers of scales have now arrived at that 
degree of accuracy hitherto unknown in the construction of 
Scales, Weights and Measures. 

Some five or six years ago, it was thought if a coal or hay 
scale would seal within five or ten pounds to the ton, it would 
be near enough for all practical purposes; but now they have 
arrived so near perfection that we frequently seal them (coal 
and hay scales) to within fractional parts of a pound. 

The disputes that often occur between the parties buying or 
selling is not always owing to any defect in the scale, but to 
the careless manner of the person weighing the article. 

The sweeping charges made by some of the New York jour- 
nals against the traders of that city, in using false weights and 
measures, | am happy to say will not apply to the merchants or 
traders of our own city, who as a class, for fair and honorable 
dealing, are above reproach; but it certainly would be next to 
an impossibility in a city containing such a large number of 
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inhabitants as New York or Boston, to find all up to the 
standard, for it is a well-known fact that where a party is dis- 
posed to be dishonest, no law can be enacted or enforced that 
will make him otherwise. ~ 

The following extract from an English paper will show that 
New Yorkers are not alone in their complaints. 


“The evil runs through every branch of business, although it 
is unnecessary to say that by the large body of respectable 
firms, these swindling tricks are discountenanced. 

“Tt is the poor who chiefly suffer, but persons in other 
stations also are preyed upon in mercers and drapers’ shops by 
short lengths, cut so many inches short of the yard; at grocers’ 
establishments, where a toll of two ounces in the pound is levied 
upon tea; by the butcher, the baker, the coal merchant and the 
brewer. 

“Still, the principal victims are those whose dealings are for 
ready money, and on a small scale. They are robbed whether 
they buy from a shop or from'a barrow. The publican serves 
them stingily in a battered and therefore defective pot, the 
cheesemonger weights his balance; the itinerant fruiterer stuffs 
his strawberry pottle half full with leaves; there is a pinch stole 
out of ounce packets; there is a peck appropriated from every 
bushel of coal; the child that goes to a sweetmeat dealer has 
black mail extorted upon her penny; and the urchins who revel 
in early cherries are not less flagrantly done than the sim- 
pleton who gives two hundred guineas for a glandered horse, 
or the lady who fancies a Genoa velvet mantle and finds she 
has paid an egregious price for a German imitation. Any 
plan which would actually meet the complaints of the public 
upon this score would be of considerable social importance. 
The effects of false weights and measures is not merely to 
pillage the customer; it also puts the honest tradesman at a 
disadvantage.

“Tt enables the rogue to advertise spurious prices, to pro- 
claim a cheapness, which in reality does not exist; to parade 
samples of a quality impossible to be sold under a legitimate 
price, and to run the race of competition on an unfair field.” 


Where a party says he will sell you an article at retail less 
than it can be purchased at wholesale, you may make up your 
mind there is a mistake somewhere. 

It would be well to avoid such places, for with the utmost 
vigilance, dishonesty may escape detection. Our attention has 
often been called to a scale, mostly used in meat and /ish stores, 
viz: The Spring Balance. If we are correctly informed, they 
are forbidden by law to be used, but the custom of our prede- 
cessors, for many years has been, to try, prove, and seal the same 
when found correct, and we have followed in the same course. 
Without expressing our views on the reliability of them, we 
would most respectfully suggest that the matter be referred to 
the Committee on Weights and Measures. The duties of a 
Sealer of Weights and Measures, are onerous at the best, and 
often very unpleasant; the millionaire, as well as the mendicant 
pedler in the street, are alike visited. When the Committee on 
Ordinances, in 1863, made their report, favoring the change 
from fees to a salaried office, it certainly gave satisfaction to the 
citizens, as well it might, the fees being reduced one-half from 
former rates, but the duties of the Sealers were not lessened. 

An extract or two from the Report, will show that the gentle- 
men gave the subject a great deal of attention. “ The policy of 
all recent: legislation, has been to do away with the /ee system, as 
demoralizing, and to establish stated salaries instead, in all 
branches of the public service.” | 

“ Many instances might be cited, where the substitution has 
effected important reforms, and put an end to exactions of the 
most oppressive nature.” 

After speaking of the amount of fees, and commissions re- 
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ceived, by the Sealers under the former law, they go on; “ Nor 
should any one be appointed a Sealer, who has not sufficient 
self-control to resist temptation; and we would not, by making 
the compensation inadequate, tempt the Sealer, either to connive 
with the dishonest trader, or to violate the statute, or his oath, 
in order to keep out of debt, or to procure for his family the 
ordinary comforts. Under the convictions that it will be greatly 
to the public advantage, we herewith report an ordinance to 
carry out the statute provisions.” And the ordinance was ac- 
cordingly passed, July 1863. :

ORDERED: ‘That permission be and hereby is given to the 
Albany Street Freight Railway Company to lay down a single 
track on Albany Street from East Brookline Street to Hamp- 
den Street, with the right from time to time to lay down such 
branch tracks to any wharf or wharves adjacent to said 
Albany Street as the Committee on Paving may deem expe- 
dient.

AN ORDINANCE 


TO AMEND AN ORDINANCE IN RELATION TO STREETS. 


Be ut ordained by the Aldermen and Common Council of the City 
of Boston, in City Council assembled, as follows : 


Section 1. The Ordinance in relation to Streets, printed in 
the edition of Laws and Ordinances of 1863, is hereby amended 
by striking out the fifty-first section and inserting in place 
thereof the following: 


“Section 51. The tenant, occupant or any person having 
the care of any building or lot of land, bordering on any street, 
lane, court, square, or public place within the city where there 
is any footway or sidewalk, and in case there shall be no 
tenant, occupant or other person having the care of the whole of 
any such building or lot, the owner thereof shall, within one 
hour after any snow ceases to fall in the daytime, and before 
nine o’clock the next morning after any fall of snow during the 
night, cause the same to be removed therefrom; and if he fails 
to do so, shall forfeit and pay a sum of not less than two dol- 
lars or more than ten dollars, and for each and every hour 
thereafter that the same shall remain on such footway or side- 
walk, such tenant, occupant, owner or other person shall forfeit 
and pay a sum of not less than one dollar or more than ten 
dollars.” 
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Also by striking out the fifty-third section and inserting in 
place thereof the following: 


“Srotion 53. Whenever the sidewalk, or any part thereof, 
adjoining any building or lot of land, on any street, shall be 
encumbered with ice, it shall be the duty of the occupants, and, 
in case there shall be no occupant of the whole of said building 
or lot of land, of the owner or any person having the care of 
the same, to cause such sidewalk to be made safe and convenient, 
by removing the ice therefrom, or by covering the same with 
sand, or some other suitable substance; and in case such occu- 
pant, owner or other person, shall neglect so to do, for the space 
of six hours during the daytime, he shall forfeit and pay a sum 
of not less than two, nor more than five dollars, and a like sum 
for each and every succeeding day that the same shall continue 
to be so encumbered.” 


Section 2. The provisions of the above section fifty-one 
shall also apply to the falling of snow from any building.

PRELIMINARY REMARKS. 


In 1867, during the Mayoralty of the Hon. Otis Norcross, the 
subject of the annexation of the town of Dorchester was brought 
to the notice of the City Government, and a Board of Commis- 
» sioners appointed to confer with Commissioners on the part of 
that town. In that instance, the movement originated with 
citizens of Dorchester. In the present instance, it proceeds 
from: the City Council. That Commission was unable to arrive 
at any definite conclusions with respect to the subject-matter 
submitted to them, except that —after expressing the opinion 
that it may become desirable, if not necessary, at some early 
day to annex, a portion at least, of the town of Dorchester, in 
order to complete the elaborate system of drainage and harbor 
improvement, which has been devised for the benefit of Boston 
“they recommended a reference of the whole subject of this 
and future annexations of territory to the City, to a Commission 
to be created by the Legislature.” No action was taken by the 
City Council on this recommendation, and none by the General 
Court, and the net result is, the loss of a year’s time in the 


accomplishment of this desirable public improvement. 
1* 
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Your Commissioners have carefully considered the subject 
intrusted to them. Assisted by an accurate map of Dorchester, 
made by the City Surveyor, showing its boundaries, water-shed, 
harbor and river lines and streets, they have personally exam- 
ined the territory. They have, also, held frequent conferences 
with an intelligent Committee, appointed by citizens of that 
town upon the bearings of this proposed annexation, upon the 
separate interests committed to their charge. The substance of 
these opinions, together with much statistical information upon 
the financial, industrial, and sanitary condition of the town, will 
be found embodied in this report. 


BAD EFFECTS OF PAST NEGLECT. 


It has been the misfortune of the City of Boston, hitherto, to 
be governed by necessity, rather than choice, in the improve- 
ments, which the advancing tide of business and population, has 
rendered essential to the comfort and convenience of its citizens. 
Its peninsular situation, and the conformation of its territory in- 
terposed, at the beginning, natural obstacles to the adoption of a 
uniform system of streets and squares, in which the element of 
space should have due consideration. 

Nor was there any effort made during its early history to 
surmount these obstacles. The old thoroughfares, which nature 
had in part provided, supplemented by narrow cross streets and 
lanes, were considered sufficient for the uses of those days, but 
they served to fix the boundaries of estates, and thus, unfortu- 
nately, entailed upon succeeding generations, the difficult and 
costly labor of adapting them to the uses of an overflowing pop- 
ulation. A large part of this expense has fallen to our lot, 
under circumstances, in the financial condition of the country, 
that aggravate the difficulty, and greatly increase the cost of 
every new undertaking. 

We have before us, at the present time, in the widening of 
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several of our public streets, a conspicuous illustration of the 
truth of this statement. 

The founders of the city were, in most things, sagacious and 
far sighted men; but they seem to have been sadly deficient in 
the first duty of their time,— the laying out of its streets and 
squares upon some regular plan, which would have simply 
required extension to meet the demands of increasing numbers. 

In this respect we may be thought wiser than our fathers, but 
there is danger that we may render ourselves liable to the 
charge of a similar shortsightedness. 


THE GREAT INCREASE OF POPULATION. 


The multiplication of our population by an increasing ratio is 
a mathematical certainty. We cannot close our eyes to the fact, 
nor can we avoid the immediate responsibility, it imposes upon 
us, to make a wise and timely provision for its future welfare. 
Looking at the present population of the city— which may be 
roughly estimated at 240,000,— and adopting the ratio of 
increase between the years 1855 and 1865 as a basis of calcu- 
lation, it is apparent that we shall have at the end of the next 
decade, 1880, without accessions from suburban cities or towns, 
a population of rising 300,000; in 1890, on the same ratio, 
360,000 and upwards; in 1900, 450,000. Such a population 
cannot be compressed within the existing limits of the city. 
Some portions of it may find accommodation on the Back Bay, 
but a greater part will be obliged — if desirous of enjoying its 
privileges — to occupy South Boston or the Highlands. The 
Back Bay territory is limited, and will continue to be occupied 
for a considerable time at least, by the more wealthy class of 
our citizens. 

South Boston, with its prospective extended area of filled land, 
it is generally conceded, is to become the seat of extensive . 
manufacturing industries, as also of the freighting business for 
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the railroads on the south side of the city, which is estimated 
to require at least one hundred and fifty acres of filled land. 
The Highlands are left, then, as the only territory on that side 
of the city proper, accessible to persons who prefer to remain 
within its limits, and yet wish to avail themselves of the better 
sanitary conditions of the suburbs. The importance of retain- 
ing the industrial classes of our community within the city 
limits cannot be overestimated. An industrious, intelligent 
mechanic, who has a family, and is laboring to place his children 
in a better position than he has been able to attain, is a most 
valuable man in any community. To retain such men we must 
be able to give them land at moderate prices. They will al- 
ways remain in the city if they can live as cheaply and comfort- 
ably as elsewhere, not only because the interests of their labor 
are here, but because of its better facilities of education, recrea- 
tion, libraries, and other advantages which the metropolis 
affords. The money invested in building up compact villages 
in the near suburbs should be applied within the limits of the 
city, thus retaining the population and wealth now lost, and 
adding to its character, wealth, numbers, and virtue. The 
amount of Boston capital invested in real estate in the cities 
of New York and Chicago, not to mention numerous other 
localities, is estimated to reach millions of dollars. This capital 
should be employed here, but will not be so long as Boston 
maintains its present contracted limits. It is apparent to the 
most casual observer that there is not sufficient room for the 
middling and laboring classes, and if the present state of things 
should be permitted to continue, the city will ultimately be left 
to the care of the very rich and the very poor. 

The wants of business in the city proper continually encroach 
upon the habitations of the people. The removal of Fort Hill 
for business purposes, and the still more recent demand for 
eight acres of land, north of Causeway Street, for the accommo- 
dation of the business of the Eastern and Lowell Railroads, 
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thus depriving seven hundred and ninetecn families and a 
population of four thousand people of their homes, are re- 
markable illustrations of the truth of this proposition. This 
population may not itself seek homes beyond the present 
limits of the city, but it displaces, of necessity, another 
class of inhabitants which the city cannot afford to lose, and 
which will accommodate itself in the adjacent towns. The 
growth of these suburban towns is mainly due to the overflow 
of the population of Boston, and what they gain in the advan- 
tages which the country affords, we lose in the substantial 
character of our citizens. 

The annexation of Roxbury, though unwisely delayed, was a 
most important step in the right direction. It is, then, evident, 
on these general views, that timely provision should be made 
for the acquisition of territory of large capacity, bordering 
closely upon the city, in the direction of the movement of popu- 
lation, best adapted to our existing system of water distribution, 
drainage, etc., a territory which we shall have the power to shape 
at small expense, for the healthful occupation of our increasing 
population. 


THE TERRITORY PROPOSED TO BE ANNEXED. 


Dorchester seems to your Commissioners to present these 
important requisites. It has a large area of high land, well 
adapted for residences, and its situation is such that it can be 
easily and cheaply drained. Its north and west boundaries, 
following those of the City, intersect neighborhoods that have 
lived in common for generations. Indeed, so undefined and 
obscure are these limits, that a non-resident would find it difficult 
to tell where the territory of Dorchester begins, or that of the 
city ends. These lines cut many streets at right angles, thus 
rendering impossible —in the existing state of things — any 
general and comprehensive system of street and sewerage im- 
provements. It has a navigable harbor and river line on the

east, of about three miles in extent, and a continuous river line 
above, navigable to Lower Mills, and reaching to within a short 
distance of its southern limit, with valuable deep water at Com- 
mercial Point and Port Norfolk, affording sites for wharves. 
factories, ship-yards, etc., unsurpassed by any in the vicinity of 
Boston. Vessels drawing from eighteen to twenty feet can come 
up to Commercial Point, and sixteen feet at high water, to Port 
Norfolk. The Old Colony and Newport Railroad, with three 
passenger stations in the town, runs within a quarter of a mile 
of the shore, crossing the river at Port Norfolk, from whence 
the Dorchester and Milton Branch Railroad runs near the river, 
to Mattapan. The Hartford and Erie Railroad passes through 
the entire territory, with five passenger stations therein, while 
the Metropolitan Railroad intersects the town with three distinct 
lines of tracks. The distance from the farthest station in the 
town to State Street, is accomplished in twenty minutes. The 
navigation of the river is closed for only about two months in 
the year by ice. 

There are various important industries in different parts of the 
town, that give employment to large numbers of its population, 
and they are represented to be in a prosperous condition. Nearly 
one half of the population, it has been estimated, do business in 
the city. Its streets are in good order, and the same may be 
said of its public buildings and other property; and the health 
of the town is as good, if not superior to that of any other in 
the neighborhood of Boston. The following statistics exhibit 
the number of its population, dwelling houses, legal voters, and 
other details, as also, its financial condition.

CENTRALIZATION OF WEALTH AND POPULATION. 


The tendency of population to centralize in cities, is an 
established physical law, and its operation upon this continent, 
in the building up of great cities, presents more striking illustra- 
tions than may be found in any part of the Old World. This 
concentration has not advanced as rapidly in the city of Boston 
as in many other cities of the Union, but if the rate of progress 
has been slow, it has been sure and irresistible. In a note 


appended to the printed census of 1865, the following statements 
2 
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occur. “ Within the limits of the City of Boston, are contained 
about one-seventh of the population of the State,— 44.06 per 
cent, or nearly one-half of the personal property — and more 
than one-third of the real estate. The cities and towns within 
ten miles, but exclusive of Boston, contain more than one-sixth 
of the population of the State,— nearly one-sixth of the personal 
property,— and a fraction over one-fifth part of the real estate. 
Within ten miles and inclusive of Boston, therefore, are com- 
prised about one-third of the population,— six-tenths of the 
personal property;— and above one-half (.54) of the real estate 
of the Commonwealth. More than one-half of the population of 
the State, seven-tenths of the personal property, aud two-thirds 
of the real estate, are situated within a distance of twenty-five 
miles from the State House. 

“This condensation of population in the vicinity of Boston, 
as compared with other portions of the State, has existed from 
an early period. A circumscribing circle, drawn from the State 
House at Boston as a centre, and containing exactly one-half of 
the population of the State; would have had a radius in 1765 of 
less than 30 miles; in 1800, of less than 35 miles; 1810, of 34 
miles; in 1820, the radius would have been 32 miles; in 1830 
31 miles; in 1840, 294 miles; and in 1865, a fraction less than 
25 miles. 

“The number of dwellings in Massachusetts in 1865 was 
returned as 208,698; the number of families 269,968; there 
beng 61,270 more families than dwellings. The proportion of 
families to dwellings in Boston being 38,021 of the former to 
20,649 of the latter.” 

In view of these facts, for they are facts and not speculations, 
the duty of the present and future guardians of the city, is as 
clear as the day. It is not to attempt to divert this wealth and 
population into new channels, or to create new centres for it. It 
is to accept the actual, existing conditions, and provide by 
seasonable legislation for its natural, necessary and healthful 
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expansion and distribution over a wider area, into the beautiful 
suburbs which nature has so lavishly furnished for the purpose. 


DRAINAGE AND HARBOR IMPROVEMENT. 


On this subject, your Committee refer to the report of the 
Back Bay Commissioners, made to the City Council in 1863 — 
City Document, No. 81. The Commissioners say “By the 
second report of the United States Commissioners on the condi- 
tion of Boston Harbor, dated Dec. 12, 1860, it is shown that 
between the years 1835 and 1847, there has been deposited in 
Charles River, between the Mill-Dam and Charles River Bridge, 
an amount of sediment equal to 1,499,000 cubic yards. No 
doubt the largest portion of this sediment has been brought 
down by Charles River, draining as it does many square miles 
of territory. The remedy which we think must finally be 
adopted will be to intercept Stony Brook at, or near, Washing- 
ton Street in Roxbury, and by the construction of a tunnel and 
sewer, in a south-easterly direction through Roxbury and Dor- 
chester, discharge all the water of this brook, and this territory 
into the most easterly end of Dorchester Bay. 

This method of its discharge will relieve Charles River and 
the main body of the harbor from the deposit of any sediment 
from this section of territory. The proposed point of discharge 
for this great sewer, when built, is three-quarters of a mile from 
the nearest point of South Boston, three-quarters of a mile from 
Savin Hill, and more than a mile from Thompson’s Island; and 
is so situated that all the discharge from the sewer will he swept 
by the current from Neponset River into the back way or chan- 
nel of the harbor, and thus tend to keep the main channel and 
shores of the harbor free from the deposit of sediment from the 
sewers.” 

It is obvious that the Commissioners in considering this sub- 
ject, to which they seem to have given great attention, anticipa- 
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ted the time when South Bay would be filled up solid as well as 
the fact that Fort Point Channel should not be made the point of 
discharge for the sewerage which will be required for the popu- 
lation which is to occupy South Bay and the adjacent territory. 

His Excellency the Governor in his recent inaugural address 
interprets accurately the public sentiment. Speaking in con- 
nection with the filling up of the South Boston flats, he said 
“The filling up of these flats is no doubtful experiment. The 
continual rise in the value of real estate in Boston proves that 
the great present and future need of this City is land. These flats, 
together with a very large territory belonging to the Commonwealth 
in South Bay, are directly in the path of the growth of Boston. 
If a large portion of this territory was filled up, it would sell at 
remunerative prices. ‘The whole of it will be needed within 
this generation.” 

Your Commissioners have obtained from the State Harbor 
Commissioners, an expression of their views which, without ex- 
pressing an opinion further upon the question of how best to 
deal with this subject, which increases in importance and diffi- 
culty with the growth of the south part of the city, they ap- 
pend hereto. There is no difference of opinion, that the interests of 
our Commerce require that the whole Harbor front of what is 
known as Boston Harbor, in all matters of regulation and police, 
should be under the municipal control of the city. 


WHETHER A PART OR THE WHOLE. 


Your Commissioners have given careful attention to the con- 
sideration of how much, if not all, of the town of Dorchester 
it is necessary, expedient, or desirable, should be annexed to 
the city. The question is attended with some difficulty. An 
experimental line has been surveyed from the southeast corner 
of the city, in the Highland District, as a continuation of our 
south boundary on Seaver Street, thence running nearly in a 
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southeasterly direction, parallel with and in the rear of Wash- 
ington Street, Dorchester, south of said street to a point on that 
street midway between the Town House and the church, and 
thence by a nearly direct course to Granite Bridge, on the Ne- 
ponset River. This line, at the first view, would seein to be the 
most natural one that could be drawn, because it preserves the 
continuity of the south boundary, follows the trend of the land 
to Neponset River, and gives us Dorchester Bay, the basin, and 
tidal waters of Neponset River up to a given point, and, also, 
the ground through which a’drain may be constructed. 

But such a line could hardly be expected to meet the views 
of the citizens of the town. ‘The territory left ont would be too 
small for a township, having less than two-fifths of the whole 
area, and one-fifth of the population, bad in shape, and so situ- 
ated as to make its annexation to either one or the other of the 
towns of Milton, Hyde Park, or West Roxbury, which it adjoins, 
unavoidable. ‘This line is within the six-mile radius, and how- 
ever convenient it might seem to be for a boundary, there were 
so many objections raised to it that your Commissioners felt 
obliged to abandon it. A more contracted line, taking in less 
territory, would clearly be to the disadvantage of the city. On 
this subject your Commissioners assumed that it would not be 
eoing beyond the scope of their instructions to canvass the opin- 
ions of the citizens of the town. They did so freely, and the 
balance of opinion was found to be, so far as they could judge, in 
favor of the annexation of the whole of the territory, rather than 
its division by the proposed line, or any line which would sepa- 
rate one part from the other. A strong feeling of attachment 
to the name of the town, and its history and traditions, was 
manifested. 

It was thought that, as in the case of Roxbury, by the annex- 
ation of the whole territory, Dorchester might continue to retain 
her boundary and local history, asa precinct of the city. The 
annexation, last year, of a portion of the back territory of the 
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town to Hyde Park, relieves the question of much of this diffi- 
culty. It was found that the present south boundary of the 
town came within the seven mile radius, which seems to be gen- 
erally admitted to be a rational, and practicable limit to the 
extension of the city’s boundary. It should, also, be stated that 
by taking the whole territory, a part of Mount Hope Cemetery 
will be embraced within the city limits, an object both interesting 
and desirable. 


CONCLUSION. 


On the ground, therefore, of the necessity for a part, and the 
desirableness of the whole of the territory for the present and 
prospective wants of the city, the highly favorable financial, 
industrial and sanitary condition of the town, and paying due 
respect to the opinions and wishes of its inhabitants, your Com- 
missioners report it to be their unanimous judgment that the 
whole of the territory should be annexed to the City of Boston, 
without delay, and they, respectfully, recommend to the City 
Council that His Honor the Mayor be authorized to petition the 
Legislature, in their behalf, for an Act to that effect.

Sir, — The Board of Harbor Commissioners have the honor 
to make the following report upon the request of the Commis- 
sioners appointed by the Mayor of Boston to consider the subject 

‘of the annexation of a portion or the whole of the town of Dor- 
chester to the City of Boston: 

Upon the general question of the expediency of enlarging the 
water front of the city, it would not be proper for this Board to 
express any opinion, as they have jurisdiction equally over the 
water fronts of Boston and Dorchester ; and can take as efficient 
measures for the protection of navigation and the preservation 
of the harbor, whether the corporation limits are diminished or 
enlarged. , | 

In regard to the matter of drainage, the Commissioners, 
desirous of furnishing such information as they could command, 
directed their Engineer to examine into the subject of deflecting 
the drainage of Stony Brook from Charles River to Dorchester 
Bay. The results of his examinations have been communicated 
to the Board, as follows: 

The topography of the country of which Stony Brook is the 
natural drain, does not admit of other relief for its water-shed, 
except at points near the mouth of said brook, at its confluence 
_ with Muddy River. 
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Between this general locality and the shores of Dorchester 
Bay, the ground is low and level, and a drain or sewer carrying 
even a part of the flowage of Stony Brook, at times of freshet, 
would have to be of large capacity, and through expensive 
ground to occupy for this purpose. 

The distance from the nearest point of Stony Brook, favor- 
ble for deflecting drainage, to the present nearest shore of Dor- 
chester Bay, is about two miles, — 10,500 feet. 

The distance from the same point to Charles River, is about 
one and a quarter miles, 6500 feet. 

The route most favorable and practical for a drain or sewer, 
turning Stony Brook into Dorchester Bay, passes just tangent 
to the township line of Dorchester and is already within the 
limits of the City of Boston near the head waters of South Bay, 
and would not therefore, involve questions of municipal in- 
terest. 

The physical bearing of the drainage from Stony Brook is a 
questionable one. As a tributary to Charles River it is of value. 
Its volume, during a recent freshet, was 400 cubic feet per 
second. ‘The deposits from it, as a sewer, would be injurious; 
but its influences in comparison with the water volume of Charles 
River, or with its mud deposits, are of small proportions.

RESOLVED, That the safety and convenience of the inhabitants 
of the city require that Broadway should be extended from 
Federal Street to Albany Street, crossing Foundry Street at

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The principal items of this increase are Interest on the City 
Debt proper, $371,000, and Water Debt, $127,000; Paving and, 
Grading Streets $300,000; State Tax, $180,000; and City Debt, 
$160,000. 

The Interest account is greatly augmented by the increase of 
debt for street improvements made by the last City Government, 
for prosecuting the work on the Chestnut Hill Reservoir, and 
for introducing the water into the “ Boston Highlands,” and to 
meet the interest on loans to be made for matured and contem- 
plated building and street widening and opening projects, by 
the present City Council. 

The amount for paving and grading of streets is necessarily 
increased by the extensive widening of old streets, and the 
opening of new thoroughfares now in progress, which require to 
be graded and paved as soon as the removal of the buildings is 
accomplished; the amount borrowed for nearly all the under- 
takings not covering the expenses of putting the streets in or- 
der for travel, but only the amount needed for land and building 
damages. The original appropriation for this department last 
year was $300,000, but it was increased by Vapee during the 
year to $400,000. 

The amount.of the tax levied by the State of Massachusetts 
last year on the several cities and towns of the Commonwealth, 
was $2,000,000, and this ycar the Finance Committee of the 
House of Representatives have voted that a tax of $2,500,000 
will be needed, and of this increase of $500,000, Boston will 
have to pay 36,157 per cent, equal to $180,785. 

The amount asked for under the head of City Debt, is re- 
quired by the Ordinance on Finance which provides that three per 
cent at least shall be taxed on all the debt outstanding, which 
sum goes into the Sinking Fund for its redemption. The capi- 
tal of the debt, Feb. 25, 1869, stands $19,188,153.75.

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SUPREME JUDICIAL COURT. 


JoHN JT. DINGLEY vs. THE City oF Boston. 


TuHis was a bill in equity against the City which was argued 
in November 1868 and again in January 1869 by Mr. Bart- 
lett and Mr. Putnam, (Mr. W. P. Walley was with them,) for 
the plaintiff, and by Mr. Healy, (City Solicitor,) and Mr. Hill, 
(Assistant Solicitor,) for the defendants. The statute and the 
proceedings of the City Government thereunder, are printed in 
the City Documents for 1868, No. 41; the facts of the case ap- 
pear in the opinion of the Court delivered by 


Cuapman, C. J.— The plaintiff alleges, and the parties agree 
that the acts complained of in the bill purported to be done un- 
der the act of June, 1, 1867, entitled “ An act to enable the city 
of Boston to abate a nuisance existing therein, and for the pre- 
servation of the public health in said city.” 

The first section describes a large tract of land situated in the 
city, and provides that the city “may purchase or otherwise 
take” the said lands, or any of them, with the buildings and 
other fixtures thereon; that the city shall within sixty days from 
the time they shall take any of said lands, file in the office of the 
registry of deeds for the county of Suffolk a description of the 
lands so taken, as certain as is required in a common convey- | 
ance of lands, and a statement that the same are taken pursuant 
to the provisions of the act, which description and statement 
shall be signed by the mayor of said city; and the title to all 
land so taken shall vest in the city of Boston. 

The question has been presented whether this language im- 
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ports a title in fee simple. We think the words will bear no 
other fair and reasonable construction, and that the legislature 
intended that such a title should be vested in the city. 

The act then provides that the city shall pay to the owner the 
damnge done to him by the taking; and if the parties cannot 
agree upon the amount, it provides for ascertaining the damages 
by a Bill in Equity, giving to the owner the right of trial by 
jury. 

It also provides for compensation to the owners of the land 
for any damage that may be occasioned to them by any act or 
omission of the Commonwealth, or its agents, or officers, or by 
the City of Boston, or by the Boston Water Power Company, 
by any acts or omissions that shall have diminished the value of 
the land at the time of taking it. 

It provides that “it shall be the duty of the city of Boston 
forthwith to raise the grade of said territory so taken or pur- 
chased, laying out and filling up the same with good materials, 
with reference to a complete drainage thereof, so as to abate the 
present nuisance and to preserve the health of the city, and in 
no wise to affect injuriously the lands of the Commonwealth or 
its grantees in the Back Bay, or the system of drainage there- 
in.” 

By the proceedings of the City Government, which are 
referred to by the parties, the ground of this Legislation more 
fully appears. The territory is known as the Church Street Dis- 
trict, and contains an area of about sixteen acres. The sewers 
first established there had an outlet into the empty basin in the 
Back Bay; and as the water in the basin did not rise more than 
two or three feet above low water, no difficulty was experienced 
in the drainage, although the grade of a large portion of the terri- 
tory, extending as far as Dover Street, was not more than five 
or six feet above mean low water. As the population increased 
in the southerly part of the city a large quantity of sewage 
matter which was discharged into the empty basin created 
a nuisance dangerous to the public health.

It was found necessary, therefore, to devise a system of 
drainage which would carry a portion of the sewage at least into 
deep water. 

But, under the authority of the Commonwealth, the Back Bay 
has been filled up to a level considerably higher than that of the 
sea at high tide, and thus the artificial reservoir which formerly 
existed with a surface very little above that of the sea at low 
tide, and into which this low tract of land could always be 
drained, was destroyed, and the drainage must now be completely 
subject to the changes of level created by the tides. The city 
authorities say that the only remedy was to raise the grade of 
the territory, and that the necessity for such a course has been 
clearly foreseen for a number of years. While wecan conceive 
of other methods of drainage, it is obvious that they must 
be very expensive and imperfect, and that the Legislature 
regarded the raising of the surface of the land as reasonably 
necessary in order to abate an extensive nuisance which 
endangered the health of the city. No question is made by the 
parties in regard to the existence of the nuisance occasioned by 
the facts above stated, or in regard to its dangerous character, 
or as to the propriety or efficacy of the remedy by raising the 
grade of the territory. No suggestion is made that either the 
Legislature or the City Government have been influenced by any 
improper motives. 

But the plaintiff contends that the provisions of the act, or at 
least a portion of them, are unconstitutional. First, it is alleged 
that the Legislature has assumed the power to declare the exist- 
ence of a public nuisance on the land of the plaintiff, and that 
this is the exercise of a judicial power, because it charges him 
with an offence, and decides the question without giving him an 
opportunity to be heard, and then proceeds to deprive him of his 
land. 

It is obvious that this view is not quite correct. The law 
does not regard him as an offender in any sense; for it gives 
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him a right to compensation, not only for all the damage occa- 
sioned by the taking of his land, but for its deterioration in value 
before the taking, whether by the acts or omissions of the agents 
of the Commonwealth, or of the city, or of the Boston Water 
Power Company. It regards him as an innocent person whose 
land is to be taken on the ground of public necessity, in order to 
protect the health of the city. 

Upon the facts stated, it is apparent that no indictment would 
le against him for maintaining the nuisance; for it has been 
created by the acts of others which were beyond his control, and - 
it is not in his power to remove it. The action of all the land- 
holders in this large territory could not abate it, for it appears 
that there are public streets upon it; and, if they could remove 
it, there is no ground for requiring them to incur the expense. 
The plan adopted was to raise the grade to eighteen feet above 
mean low water; the expense of which must be very great, and 
practically beyond the power of mere individual enterprise to 
accomplish. An additional act of the Legislature authorized the 
city to lay railroad tracks through any of the streets of the city, 
and to maintain them so long as it may be necessary to enable 
them to transport earth and other material to fill up the territory 
and abate the nuisance. This shows that the work was regarded 
by the Legislature as a great public enterprise, for a highly 
important object, and one that needed to be prosecuted by legis- 
lative authority. ; 

It is difficult to see how a judicial tribunal could have dealt 
with this matter under any known forms of proceeding; or how 
it could have adjudicated upon the extent of the nuisance; or 
have applied a remedy. Its procedure is not adapted to affairs 
of this general character, where there is no controversy between 
individual parties, nor any offence against the Commonwealth. 
But where the sanitary condition of a large city requires an 
interference with the real estate of a great number of persons, 
making expensive and essential changes in the condition and 


ad 
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character of the land, a case is presented within that clause of 
the Constitution which confers authority upon the Legislature to 
make “all manner of wholesome and reasonable laws so as the 
same be not repugnant or contrary to this Constitution.” Part 
2,¢.1, art. 4. In Hingham and Quincy Bridge and Turnpike 
Co. vs. County of Norfolk, 6 Allen, 353, Bigelow C. J. says one 
of the main purposes of this clause was to vest in the Legislature 
a superintending and controlling authority, under and by virtue 
of which they might enact all laws not repugnant to the Consti- 
tution of a police and municipal nature, and necessary to the due 
regulation of the internal affairs of the Commonwealth. In that 
case it was held to authorize a legislative act, taking for the 
purpose of laying out a highway, a turnpike and bridge, and also 
the toll houses and lands under and around them which the cor- 
poration had obtained by purchase. It was further held that 


. this was not the exercise of a judicial power. 


Proceedings to ascertain and recover damages for property 
thus taken, are properly referred to the judiciary. So also, when 
land and other property of a turnpike or bridge corporation is 
taken by the Legislature for the purpose of establishing a public 
highway, the Legislature determines what property shall be taken, 
but may properly refer to the judiciary the duty of appointing 
commissioners as officers of the Court, to hear the parties inter- 
ested and apportion among them the expense of the proceeding, 
and of rendering judgment on the report of the commissioners, 
and issuing process to enforce their judgment. 6 Allen 353, ubi 
supra; Salem Turnpike and Chelsea Bridge Corporation vs. 
County of Essex, Kssex November term, 1868. 

In Varick vs. Smith, 5 Paige, 137, it is said that the legisla- 


ture are the sole judges as to the expediency of making police 


regulations interfering with the natural rights of citizens which 
are not prohibited by the Constitution, and also the expediency 
of exercising the right of eminent domain for the purpose of 
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making public improvements, either for the benefit of the inhabi- 
tants of the State, or of any particular portion thereof. 

The Court are of opinion that the objection stated above 
is not valid. 

2d. It is further objected that, even if it be conceded that a 
proper case exists for legislative action, yet the Legislature has 
attempted to authorize a method of proceeding that violates the 
rights of the plaintiff. 

The act provides that the city government may first take the 
land, and thereby transfer to the city a title in fee simple without 
the consent of the owners. It is contended that, as the only 
object of the act is to abate a nuisance, the act ought only to 
have granted the power to occupy the land temporarily until 
the object of the act should be effected, and it should then be 
restored to the owners, with a provision that the benefit done 
to the land should be applied in offset to the damages. It is 
true that the raising of the grade docs not require an occupa- 
tion of the land for a great length of time. When this work is 
completed, the nuisance will be abated, and the land will be in 
a condition to be occupied by private persons. But its condi- 
tion will be greatly changed; almost as much so as raising flats 
into upland. The former surface will be deeply buried under 
the earth that will have been brought upon it, and the changed 
condition is to be perpetual. If the old property is restored, 
the new property which has been annexed to it will go with it. 
This would be very unjust to the city, which has been compelled 
to incur the great expense of destroying the nuisance, unless the 
owner were required to make a reasonable compensation, which 
might be far beyond the amount of the damages to which he 
would be entitled. 

It would be difficult to adjust the matter; and in many cases 
it might operate harshly upon the owner to compel him to take 
and pay for the improvements. On the whole, therefore, the plan 
of compelling the city to take the land in fee simple, and the 
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owner to part with his whole title for a just compensation, would 
seem to be the most simple and equitable that could be adopted ; 
unless there is some objection on the ground that a fee simple 
is more sacred than an estate for life or years, or than an ease- 
ment of greater or less duration. We can see no ground for 
regarding one of these titles as more sacred than another, or for 
regarding land as more sacred than personal property. In 
Chase vs. Sutton Manufacturing Company, 4 Cush., 152. a right 
granted to a canal company was held to remain after the canal 
ceased to exist, and to be transferred to other parties, and used 
as fully as if it were held infee simple. In Heyward vs. Mayor, &c. 
of the. City of New York, 3 Selden, 314, land was taken in fee 
simple by the defendants under an act of the Legislature for the 
purpose of enlarging a poor-house, and it was held that the act 
was constitutional. In Rezford vs. Knight, 1 Kernan, 308, a 
similar doctrine was held in regard to land taken in fee simple 
for the Erie Canal. After the canal was changed to a new local- 
ity it was held that no title reverted to the original owner. In 
United States vs. Harris, 1 Sumner, 21, Judge Story treats a 
question of this character as depending on the construction of 
the legislative act rather than upon the constitutional power of 
the Legislature. See also Harris vs. Eliot, 10 Peters, 25. 
Whether land be taken under the clause authorizing the mak- 
ing of wholesome and reasonable laws, or by virtue of the 
clause authorizing the appropriation of private property to 
public uses, it must in either case be left to the Legislature to 
decide what quantity of estate ought to be taken in order to 
accomplish their purpose, and do the most complete justice to all 
parties. In the taking of other property no one would doubt 
that an absolute title might be acquired. If, for example, in the 
time of war the government were to take timber for a ship of 
war, or horses for the army, and pay for them, no one would sup- 
pose that the owner could reclaim his property after the war was 
2 
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over; or that the government, having ceased to need it, could 
not sell it, and give a good title to it. 

In taking land for highways the Legislature has not deemed 
it necessary to take more than an easement; but the easement 
is usually perpetual; and an absolute title to timber and trees 
is taken if they are not removed within a prescribed time. The 
Constitution provides for the protection of all private property, 
and it provides that, when the public exigencies require that the 
property of any individual should be appropriated to public uses, 
he shall receive a reasonable compensation therefor. But it 
leaves the Legislature, without any restriction, express or 
implied, to decide in each case as is arises, what constitutes such 
exigency; and, if land is to be taken, what estate in it shall 
pass. The Legislature may also direct the transfer to be made 
to a corporation. Turnpikes, canals and railroads furnish 
examples of such grants. Aqueducts are often constructed by 
virtue of Legislative acts which authorize towns or cities to take 
private property for the purpose. It is implied in the constitu- 
tional provisions referred to that private property shall not be 
taken except for a public use. But there are no titles to 
property in the Commonwealth that are paramount to the 
Constitution and laws. On the contrary all property, real, as 
well as personal, is held under the government, and subject to 
all its reasonable needs for public exigencies. 

The Court are of the opinion that none of the legal rights of 
the plaintiff are infringed by the act in question, or by the 
proceedings of the city under it.

The Acts of the Legislature and the Ordinances of the city, 
relating to the erection of wooden buildings in this city, will be 
strictly enforced. Architects, contractors, and builders will 
govern themselves accordingly. 

Per order of the Board of Engineers.

1. No wooden building of more than sixteen feet in height, 
from the ground or foundation thereof, shall be erected in the 
City of Boston, except under the following limitations and re- 
strictions; namely, the dimensions of such building on the ground 
not to exceed twenty-five feet by fifty feet; or, being in any other 
proportion, not to cover more than twelve hundred and fifty 
superficial feet of land ; the walls not to exceed twenty feet in 
height from the under side of the sills, which sills may be three 
feet six inches above the level of the strect, to the eaves of the 
roof ; the roof, in the highest point thereof, not to rise more 
than thirty-two feet from the under side of the sills aforesaid, 
and there shall be at least one scuttle at or near the highest 
point of said roof. 

2. When two or more such two-story buildings as are provided 
for in the preceding section shall be erected in connection, or 
within three feet of each other, or within three feet of any other 
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wooden building more than sixteen feet in height, there shall be 
an entire brick or stone wall between them, commencing from 
the foundation of said wall, and carried to the height of twelve 
feet above the level of the street, at least twelve inches in thick- 
ness, and the residue of said wall shall be at least eight inches 
in thickness ; and, in case any openings are made through said 
walls, the same shall be secured against fire by iron doors ap- 
plied to such openings : provided, that such brick or stone walls | 
may be dispensed with by consent, in writing, of the Mayor and 
Aldermen of the City of Boston,on what are commonly called 
the Neck lands in said city. 

3. If any person or persons shall violate the provisions of the 
two preceding sections, such person or persons, on conviction 
thereof in any court competent to try the same, shall forfeit and 
pay for every such offence a sum not less than fifty nor more 
than five hundred dollars, and shall be liable to a like prosecu- 
tion and penalty for each and every year after such conviction 
until said building or buildings, erected contrary to the provi- 
sions aforesaid, shall be removed, or made to conform thereto ; 
and the said penalties and forfeitures incurred by virtue of this | 
act may be recovered by indictment, to the use of the City of 
Boston, or by an action of debt in any court competent to try 
the same, one-half to the use of the person or persons who shall 
sue therefor, and the residue to the use of the said city. 

4. It shall be the duty of the Board of Engineers of the said 
city to cause suits to be commenced without delay against each 
and all who shall violate the provisions of the three preceding 
sections, and to prosecute the same to final judgment. [Chap. 
139, Act 1835.] 

5. Any building hereafter erected in the City of Boston, con- 
trary to the provisions of the four preceding sections, shall be 
deemed and taken to be a common nuisance ; and the Mayor 
and Aldermen of the said city shall have the same power and 
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authority to abate and remove any such building as are given to 
the Board of Health in the tenth and eleventh sections of the 
twenty-first chapter of the Revised Statutes ; provided, however, 
that nothing in this section shall be construed as affecting any 
remedies already given in the four preceding sections. [Chap. 
132, Act 1847.] 

6. The City Council of the City of Boston may authorize the 
erection of wooden buildings in those parts of said city called 
South Boston and East Boston, upon such terms and conditions, 
and subject to such limitations and restrictions, as they may 
deem expedient. [Chap. 280, Act 1850.] 


It shall be lawful to erect wooden buildings in those parts of 
the city called South Boston and Kast Boston, which shall not be 
more than thirty-two feet high from the ground to the highest 
part thereof ; provided, however, that no wooden building except 
for mechanical purposes shall be erected in a range of more than 
fifty feet in extent, without the intervention of a brick partition 
wall of at least eight inches in thickness, such wall to extend six 
inches at least above the surface of the roof; and no wooden 
building shall be altered for a dwelling-house contrary to this 
provision. [Ordnance 1850.]

Fire DrPARTMENT OFFICE, City HALL, 
Boston, January 1, 1869. 


To His Honor THE Mayor, anp Crry CounciL. 


Gentlemen,— By the ordinance of the city, it becomes my duty 
to present to you the thirty-first annual report of the Boston 
Fire Department, and the ninth of the Steam Department. 

I most respectfully submit for your consideration a detailed 
statement of the condition and workings of the department, an 
exhibit of the receipts and expenditures for the past year; and 
also a roll of the members, their ages, residences, and occupa- 
tion; a list of the fires, their location, with the loss and insur- 
ance on the same, as far as could be ascertained; the number 
and location of reservoirs and hydrants where water can be 
obtained in case of fire; with such other suggestions as the ex- 
perience of the past year would seem to present. 


SUPPLIES. 


Requisitions for supplies are drawn by the Clerk of each 
company on the Chief Engineer on the first and fifteenth of each 
month, stating the amount needed and when the company was 
last furnished. 


APPARATUS. 


By a system of personal inspection of the houses and apparatus 
of this Department, its strength and effectiveness for duty is 
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daily understood, and its maximum and strength maintained, no 
matter how disastrous to the apparatus or hose any previous 
fire may have been. 

Engine No.1. This engine is one of the first purchased by 
the city. It has been in constant service, is always reliable, and 
is capable of doing excellent service. 

The material and workmanship of this engine reflects great 
credit upon its builders. 

No. 2. This is a third-class engine; has less duty to do by 
one-half than No. 1, yet it is constantly out of repair. It is too 
light for service in the city. 

Nos. 3, 4,and 5. These engines were contracted for in 1867. 
Built by the Amoskeag Manufacturing Company, under the 
supervision of Messrs. Hutchins, Briggs, & Battis, Engineers of 
this Department. They have proved themselves all that could 
be desired. Not a dollar has been spent for repairs since they 
were received into service, to the great credit of the manufac- 
turers. The locality of two of these engines demands more 
service than any others in the Department. 

No 6. This engine is in thorough repair. 

No. 7. This engine is in order at present. It ought to be 
rebuilt; never gave satisfaction; was not built for this city. 
It was only by the application of Raddin’s Patent Elastic 

Wheel that the engine can be relied upon from one fire to 
another. : 

No. 8. The engine now under the charge of this Company is 
quite an old one, and is kept for a relief, —a new engine being 
in process of manufacture, to take the place of the old one, 
which has been condemned as unserviceable. 

No. 9. In excellent order. 

No. 10. This is a third-class engine, too light for city ser-

vice. I recommend that it be exchanged for a second-class 
engine, like No. 4. 

No. 11. This engine, although third-class, is in excellent 
order, always reliable, and a most thorough-built machine. 

No. 12. This engine will need much repairing during the 
present year. 

Nos. 13 and 14. I recommend that these engines be ex- 
changed for second-class engines. 


HOSE CARRIAGES. 


Nos. 1, 2, 5, and 8 are two-wheeled carriages, and are nearly 
worn out. Will have to be replaced within « year. 

Hose No. 9. This is a four-wheeled carriage; has been in 
service since December 7, 1859, and is not worth any exten- 
sive repairs. I recommend a new carriage for this company; 
the present one will make a good relief carriage for South Bos- 
ton, which is much needed. 

Nos. 3, 4, T, and 10 are new four-wheeled carriages, in excel- 
lent condition, carrying 800 feet of 24-inch leather hose. 

No. 6. This carriage has been thoroughly repaired during 
the past year, and is in excellent condition. 


HOOK-AND-LADDER CARRIAGES. 


No.1. This carriage will have to be repaired this season. 

Nos. 2 and 3 are in excellent condition. 

No. 4. This carriage is fit only fora relief carriage. I trust 
this company will be furnished with a new carriage as soon as 
the City Council select a site and erect a house. 


STANDARD FOR HOSE. 


Pure oak, city tanned, Baltimore or Philadelphia leather, and 
warranted such, known as “ over-weight;” the average weight 
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of which is not less than twenty-two pounds to the side, and 
none to be used which shall weigh less than twenty pounds. 
Copper rivets, — double riveted, twenty-two rivets to the run- 
ning foot, of size known as No. 8 wire. Splices to be made 
with thirteen rivets, of size known as No. 7 wire. 
Said hose, when finished with three loops and rings, to weigh 


not less than sixty-four pounds to each fifty feet, exclusive of the 
couplings, and warranted to stand a pressure of not less than 


(200) two hundred pounds to the square inch. 

Couplings to be of the same thread as now in use by this city; 
the tail-bands and tail-pieces to be two inches in width and 
length respectively, and to be secured by three rivets. 


ENGINE, HOSE, AND HOOK-AND-LADDER HOUSES. 


The houses occupied by the Department are in charge of the 
Superintendent of Public Buildings. 

Engine House No. 1. This is a new house, completed in April 
last, and has all the improvements necessary to accommodate a 
Steam Fire-Engine Company. 

No. 2. This house is in want of a hose-tower and bath-room; 
otherwise in excellent order. | 

No. 3. This house is in thorough repair, and the company 
well accommodated. | 

No. 4. This house is in the most central and desirable loca- 
tion, for Fire purposes. It is the most frequently visited by 
strangers, yet, | am sorry to say, the most inconvenient, 
cramped, and unhealthy of all. the houses used by this Depart- 
ment. 

I trust the City Government will give their early attention to 
this matter, and provide quarters for this company, which is 
called upon to do more labor on account of its location than any 
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other company. There is no hose-tower, or other conveniences, 
to wash and dry the hose. | 

No. 5. This house is in excellent order. 

No. 6. This house is in complete repair. 

No. 7. This house is too dilapidated to repair. A new house 
is very much needed, and a change in location is desirable. 

No. 8. This company occupies the new house built for Hose 
Company No. 1, Salem Street, in connection with that company. 

No. 9. The house in which this Company is located needs 
many alterations and repairs to make it what it should be. It is 
admirably located for the purposes of an engine-house. 

No. 10. This house is in perfect repair, and a credit to the 
city. 

No. 11. -'This is a new house, and occupied by a Hook-and- 
Ladder Co. in connection with the engine, yet some considera- 
ble repairs are needed to make it comfortable and convenient. 
I would call the attention of the Committee on Public Buildings 
to this house. 

No. 12. This house, during the past year, has been put in 
complete repair, is one of the finest houses in the Department, 
and the company have reason to be proud of their quarters. 

No. 13. ‘This house is large and spacious, but ill-arranged 
for a steam fire-engine company. I recommend that this house 
be altered and repaired. 

No. 14. This house has a fine exterior, but possesses no 
accommodations for a steam fire-engine company. 

I would suggest that the members of the City Government 
give this house a personal inspection; and I am fully convinced 
that the necessary orders and appropriation would be passed to 
discontinue the school-house in the rear of the engine-house, and 
erect a stable to accommodate the horses belonging to this 
apparatus. 
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Hose House No. 1. This company is located in Salem Street, 
in connection with Engine Co. No. 8, and is one of the finest 
houses in the Department. 

No. 2. This house is small and inconvenient. A new loca- 
tion for this company is desirable. 

No. 3. This company occupies their old quarters in Fruit 
Street, but will probably take possession of a new house, now 
building in North Grove Street, the first of June next. 

This will be a model house when completed; Messrs. Bryant 
& Rogers, architects. 

No. 4. This house is in perfect repair. 

No.5. This is a small house, but as comfortable and con- 
venient as circumstances will admit. The company are con- 
tented with their quarters. 

No. 6. ‘This house is one of the best, having the comforts of 
a home, and the conveniences for a hose company. The driver, 
with his family, occupies the second story, and pays an annual 
rent to the city. The city and company are both benefited by 
having the driver always at his post, and ready for duty. 

No. ‘i. This house is poor and badly located. A new house 
and location is desirable. 

No. 8. This company, after many years of patient waiting, 
will occupy their new house on Church Street the first of next 
April. This house, like Hose House No. 6, will accommodate 
the driver with a tenement, and the company have all conven- 
iences of a hose house. 

No. 9. This house, with a slight expenditure, can be made 
to accommodate the driver with a tenement, and at the same 
time have all the conveniences for a hose company. I recom- 
mend this change, because the Department will be benefited by 
having the driver always at his post. 

No. 10. ‘This house is in perfect order. 
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Hook and Ladder Co. No.1. This house is out of repair, 
and used only for the storage of the carriage. The Committee 
on Public Buildings have this matter under consideration, and I 
trust they will report in favor of the necessary alterations to 
accommodate the driver and horses, which now have to be kept 
at a long distance from the house. 

No. 2. This house is referred to in connection with Engine 
moe Ll: 

No. 3. In excellent order. There is connected with it a 
large store-room for spare apparatus. The driver of the car- 
riage occupies a tenement in the building, and pays an annual 
rental to the city. 

No. 4. This house is small, and not calculated for a ladder 
house. [recommend that a stable be erected in the rear of the 
house to accommodate the horses, which are now hired from a 
livery stable. 


COAL HOUSES. 


No. 1 is located on Salem Street. This house is in good | 
repair, and supplies for the north and west sections of the city 
are taken from this house in case of a large fire. 

No. 2 is located on Orleans Street, Hast Boston. This is a 
new house, and, in case of fire, supplies are taken for the Hast 
Boston Department. 

No. 3 is located on Hast Street. It is in good repair, and sup- 
plies for the south section of the city and South Boston are taken 
from this house. I recommend that a coal house be erected in 
South Boston to supply that section of the city. 


HYDRANTS. 


During the past three years, at large fires, much difficulty has 


been experienced for the want of an adequate supply of water 
2 
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for our steam fire-engines. ‘The immediate cause of failure is 
this: 

The hydrants, in every instance, are placed upon branch 

pipes, the diameters of which vary from three to four inches; 
while the mains themselves, in almost every instance, are but 
four inches in diameter, that supply them. 
- In case of fire, the hydrant upon these branch pipes will afford 
a supply to only one steamer; all others on the line are useless: 
the steamer, being at work, makes a vacuum in the pipe by 
drawing the water to the hydrant first tapped. 

The result of this difficulty is, that much time is consumed in 
shifting the apparatus to lines of pipe in other streets; by reason 
of which, long continuous lines of hose have to be used to convey 
the water to the scene of conflagration: and, by this operation, 
the amount of friction to overcome is very great, requiring often- 
times a water pressure from one hundred and eighty to two 
hundred pounds to the square inch, to be effectual in our high 
buildings. 

To overcome this evil, | would suggest that, upon our main 
thoroughfares, hydrants be connected with the main pipes, of 
size not less than eight inches in diameter, with a proper outlet, 
which would give us a supply of water fully equal, if not more 
than we now get from six of the ordinary hydrants. 

One of these hydrants would afford a supply for three of our 
engines, with one-third the amount of hose now used to reach 
the fire. The pressure upon the hose would be reduced thirty 
per cent, and the bursting correspondingly decreased. 

As the city have adopted the “ Lowry hydrant” in the High- 
land District, I would recommend that, when any additional 
hydrants are needed in the city proper, South or Hast Boston, 
the Lowry hydrant be adopted, instead of those now in use. 
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NEW APPARATUS. 


Under the direction of the Committee on Fire Department, 
there have been purchased for this Department, during the past 
year, three new hose carriages for Hose Companies Nos. 3, 4, 
and 7, at a cost of six hundred dollars each; two of them from 
the works of the Amoskeag Oo., Manchester, N. H., and one 
from the works of Messrs. Hunneman & Co., of this city. 

Engine No. 8 was ordered to the repair-shop; but, after a 
thorough examination, it was deemed unworthy of any extensive 
repairs, and the Committee accepted a proposal from Messrs. 
Juckett & Freeman, of this city, to purchase the old engine and 
build a new one for the city, for the sum of $3,750 and the old 
engine; the new engine to be equal in finish, style, strength, 
lightness, and capacity to engine No. 4 of this city. ; 

This engine will be ready for delivery about the first of 
April. 


UNSAFE BUILDINGS. 

The complaints of our citizens were becoming so numerous in 
regard to this class of buildings, with the large number of reports 
of the Police Department upon the same subject, I found it im- 
possible to attend to the duty in a satisfactory manner, for want 
of time. 

The attention of the Committee on Fire Department was 
called to the subject, and, after an investigation of the same, they 
recommended the passage of the following order: 


In Board of Aldermen, March 23, 1868. 


Ordered, That the Chief Engineer of the Fire Department be 
authorized to employ some competent person, subject to the 
approval of the Committee on that Department, to inspect all 
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buildings in process of erection in this city which are, in mate- 
rials or location, peculiarly liable to a conflagration; and to 
examine and advise respecting the construction and location of 
steam-boilers in this city, whenever application is made therefor, 
the expense to be charged to the appropriation for the Fire 
Department. The order was passed, and approved, March 24, 
1868. 

I then recommended the name of Capt. G. W. Bird, who was 
unanimously confirmed by the Committee. 

Capt. Bird at once entered upon the duties of his office. His 
large experience in this Department enabled him to meet the 
parties, and point out to them the necessity of making.the needed 
repairs; and, eight times out of ten, they have complied with 
the request of this officer. The whole number of complaints 
made and buildings examined during the year was forty-seven; 
and the whole number of steam-boilers examined one hundred 
and thirty. 

As there is no statute law or ordinance of this city that 
recognizes this officer, he can only accomplish his work by 
appealing to the good judgment of those of whom the complaint 
has been made. 


FIRES. 


The whole number of fires during the past year has been two 
hundred ninety-three; while the loss is below that of last year, 
as will be seen by reference to the table of fires; and, as a 
majority of these fires have been in our large warehouses, not 
easy of access, and stored with merchandise of great value, to 
the promptness and efficiency of the members of this Department 
I alone attribute this achievement in saving the property of our 
fellow-citizens. 
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UNDERWRITERS’ APPARATUS. 


The height of our buildings, and the large percentage of fires 
in the third, fourth, fifth, and sixth stories, with the valuable 
merchandise stored in the same, having made it apparent to 
me that the detailed force now used for covering goods was 
inadequate, and that thousands of dollars’ worth of merchandise 
were annually destroyed by water, which could be saved if a 
special force was organized for this purpose, and holding that 
what is worth doing at all is worth doing well, I could not see 
how this City could continue to do this work, which properly 
belonged to the Insurance Companies. 

The matter was laid before a Board of Underwriters of Bos- 
ton, and they signified their readiness to co-operate with the 
head of this Department in carrying forward any measure that 
would be the means of accomplishing the desired end. 

After consultation with the City Solicitor, a company was 
organized, receiving their appointment from the Chief Engineer, 
being subject to the rules and ordinances of the city governing 
this Department. 

They are, at fires, under the direction of the Board of Engi- 
neers, but Engineer Green makes this his special duty. 

The company is composed of eight men, one of them acting as 
driver, who receive compensation for their services from the 
Board of Underwriters. 

The expense of maintaining this apparatus is also paid by the 
Board of Underwriters. 
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The following is a schedule of property belonging to the 
underwriters, and used in this service : — 


1,176 yards water-proof covering. 


1 horse. 2 shovels. 
1 covered wagon. 15 brooms. 
1 sleigh. 1 axe. 

1 harness. 1 rake. 

4 lanterns. 1 whip. 


3 blankets, currycomb, and brush. 


INSPECTION AND PARADE. 


I would recommend that the Department have an annual 
parade, for inspection by the City Government, on the 17th of 
September, instead of appearing in the 4th of July procession, 
when the liability of fire will be much less, and the men and 
horses would be better able to endure the long march. 


ANNEXATION OF ROXBURY TO BOSTON. 


By the act which united the City of Boston and Roxbury on 
the 6th of last January, in the name of the City of Boston I 
took possession of the apparatus belonging to the late City of 
Roxbury, and in charge of the Fire Department under the com- 
mand of James Munroe, Chief Engineer. 

In the act of annexation no provision having been made for 
the continuing in service of the members of the Roxbury De- 
partment, His Honor the Mayor, on the recommendation of the 
Board of Engineers, presented the names of seventy-four men to 
take charge of the Steam Fire-Engines, Hose, and Hook-and- 
Ladder Carriages, and they were confirmed by the Board of 
Aldermen. 

By a vote of the Board of Aldermen, the Steam Fire-Engines 
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were numbered 12, 13, and 14, Hose Carriage No. 7, and Hook- 
and-Ladder Carriage No. 4. 

The apparatus, as I found it, is as follows: Engine No. 12, 
in excellent order; Engines Nos. 13 and 14, in fair condition; 
Hose Carriage No. 7, worthless; Ladder Carriage and ladders, 
fair, horses in good order, and harnesses good with one excep- 
tion. | 

The relative situation of the Engine Houses in this district 
could not be better: but the Ladder and Hose Houses are badly 
located; a change in this respect is desirable. The condition of 
the houses will be found under the head of “ Engine Houses.” 


LIQUID FUEL FOR STEAM FIRE-ENGINES. 


By a vote of the Committee on Fire Department, passed Nov. 
5, 1867, Steam Fire Engine known as “ Old 3” was placed in 
the charge of Col. H. R. Foote, that he might apply his patent 
for burning liquid fuel, which he proposed to do at his own 
expense, to demonstrate more fully the practicability of burning 
oil for fuel under Steam Fire-Engines; at the same time to show 
how he could propel the steamer to the fire, without noise or 
smoke, at a reduced cost on the present mode of drawing them 
by horses. 

On the twenty-fourth day of May, 1868, Col. Foote notified 
the Committee that the engine would be ready for trial on the 
27th inst., at 9 o’clock, A. M., at the machine-shop of Messrs 
Hawes & Hersey, South Boston. 

The result of this trial was in nowise satisfactory to the Com- 
mittee; and, after a consultation with Col. Foote, the propelling 
machinery was removed, and the apparatus for burning liquid 
fuel retained for further experiment. 

On the third day of September, 1868, Col. Foote delivered 
her to the Chief Engineer for service in this Department; and 
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she was placed in charge of Engine Company No. 8, Mr. Brown 
S. Flanders, Engineman. On the twenty-eighth of October he 
submitted the following report : — 


Boston, October 28, 1868. 
Corer ENGINEER Boston Fire DEPARTMENT. 


Dear Sir, — As per order from you, I submit the following report 
of Relief Engine No. 3 for burning oil as fuel, for your considera- 
tion. 

This engine was placed in my charge Sept. 8, and has been to 
fourteen fires, worked at five fires. 

I find, in using oil for fuel, that the heat is not confined to the 
fire-box, but to the flues and top of the arch; leaving the leg of 
the boiler entirely bare, and heating the top of the smoke-arch to 
a red heat, thereby making the boiler dangerous when running 
with oil with the same amount of steam as with coal. 

Finding this to be the effect, I concluded to run the engine with 
50 lbs. of steam, as established at this trial. 

With this class of engine, it is customary to run the water at or 
near the top flue sheet. 

Therefore it does not use but two-thirds of the actual heating 
service of the boiler from the water-line down; the smoke-arch 
acting as a superheater. 

The pipes in the fire-box for superheating steam to mix with oil 
have «settled down about six inches, by being heated to a red- 
heat while the engine is working. Below please to find the work- 
ing of the engine at the several fires, and results of same.

You will find by the above table that, at the two first fires, that 
the steam was seventy lbs. pressure per inch. The engine was in 
charge of Mr. Jeffrey. 

In conclusion, I would ask that, in view of the facts herein set 
forth I be relieved before farther trial is given to this steamer.

Upon receipt of the above report, I ordered a thorough 
inspection of this engine by the Engineman as to the safety and 
economy of burning liquid fuel in our steam fire-engines, and the 


following is their report: — 


Boston, Nov. 20, 1868. 
Cart. Joun S. DAMRELL, © 
Chief Engineer Boston Fire Department. 


Sir, — At your request, the engineers of the steamers of this 
Department met at Engine House No. 8, on Saturday, November 
7, at 10 o’clock, A. M., for the purpose of inspecting, testing, and 
reporting upon the safety, expediency, and economy of burning oil 
for fuel, as applied to Relief Engine No. 8. Having attended to 
that duty, they beg leave to submit the following as their re- 


port :— 


DESCRIPTION OF THE BOILER, ETC. 


The boiler is an upright tubular one, of Bean & Collins’ patent, 
most generally used in this Department. In introducing oil to 
this boiler, there are four pipes running horizontally across the 
original fire-grate. 

In these pipes are holes one quarter of an inch in diameter, and 
six inches apart, used as burners. 

The oil (carried in two copper tanks placed in the tender) is 
conducted to the horizontal pipes in the fire-box through +-inch 
pipes, having faucets or globe-valves to regulate the supply. There 
is a pipe leading from the steam-dome of the boiler to the burner- 
pipes on the grate, with acoil placed against the bottom flue-sheet, 
for the purpose of superheating steam. 

3 
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There are also two air-pumps placed on top of the cylinders, with 
a pipe leading from them to burning-pipes on the grate. 

The air from these pumps, with the steam from the superheating 
pipes and the oil from the tanks combined, creates a vapor or gas, 
in which form the oil is burnt. 


WORKING OF THE ENGINE, ETC. 


The engine was taken to draft, the fire lit, and, after the elapse 


of twelve minutes (with no extra preparation for generating steam), 


the engine was started. ‘The pressure thought advisable to carry - 
was fifty lbs. to the square inch, which was maintained throughout — 


the trial, with the safety-valve blowing off lightly. 
The Committee, upon examination, found it difficult to maintain 


a fire under the boiler when the engine was not at work, unless when ~ 


given full head of oil, causing the safety-valve to blow inces- 
santly. 

The oil was.then shut off for the space of five minutes, to see if 
it could be readily kindled, when it was found necessary to place 
kindling-wood in the fire-box in order to again ignite the oil. 

Your Committee find that the heat is not confined to the fire-box, 
but to the flues and smoke-arch, leaving the leg of the boiler 


entirely free from heat; thereby, only about two-thirds of the 


heating-surface, from the water-line down, is made available. 


And this enormous heat passing through the flues, striking the ~ 


bottom of the steam-drum or top of smoke-arch to such an extent 
as to make the boiler dangerous from over-heat and uneven expan- 
sion above the water-line. = 

As to the efficiency of oil, we find a larger quantity of steam has 
to be used in doing the same amount of work than by coal; for, 
besides driving the water-pump, it has to drive the air-pumps, and 
supply a large amount of steam for vaporizing the oil, but which, 
in a properly constructed boiler or a different apparatus, could, no 
doubt, be made efficient. . 

In regard to the economy of oil over coal, we did not go into 
any experiments as to the mere matter of cost; as fuel only, we 
would be in favor of the oil, at the present price. But when we 
take into consideration that the oil-burning apparatus is common 
steam-pipe, and that it must be kept at a bright-red or white heat, 
which would in a short time be burnt out, to say nothing of the 
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loss of service of the engine while it is out of repair, we are of the 
opinion that coal would be more economical. 

We are inclined to think that the true economy of steam fire- 
engines is to have them built light, strong, and serviceable, so 
that they can be taken to a fire in the shortest space of time pos- 
sible ; for five minutes is very often of more account at a fire than 
all the fuel the Department would burn in ten years: and the great 
disadvantage to oil-burners is the extra weight added, which makes 
them unwieldy, and they cannot, therefore, be moved as quick as is 


sometimes necessary. 


In view of the above facts, your Committee are of the opinion 


that oil, as at present applied to steam fire-engines, is neither safe, 


efficient, or economical.

ACCIDENTS AT FIRES, ETC. 


Under this head it becomes my painful duty to revert to the 
number of casualties that have occurred to members of the De- 
partment while in discharge of duties during the past year, one 
of which, I regret to say, terminated fatally. 

William Farry, Foreman of Hook and Ladder Company No. 
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4, was injured by being struck with the iron points of a ladder, 
during the fire at the Methodist Church, Warren Street, Rox- 
bury District, March 29. 

George H. Gollief,a member of Hook and Ladder No. 1, 
was run over by the carriage while going to the fire in Cook 
Place, Commercial Street, May 11, and killed instantly. 

H. F. Barney, a member of Hose Company No. 4, was injured 
by the falling of the walls of a building occupied as a varnish 
factory, Sweet Street, Roxbury District, which was burnt De- 
cember 8. 

Capt. William Lovell, George CO. Fernald, William H. Gard- 
ner, Williston A. Gaylord, and Levi Gaylord, members of Hose 
Company No. 5, were seriously injured, while in discharge of 
their duty, at the fire on Albion Street, by the falling of a 
portion of the building occupied by Messrs. McNiel Brothers. 

Hrastus Jeffries, Fireman of Engine No. 8, was run over by 
Hose Carriage No. 1, while going to the fire at T Wharf, 
Steamer “Island City,” March 30, and severely injured in his 
back and hips. 

In submitting this statement in regard to the Department, I 
cannot close without referring to the fact that Mr. Richard For- 
tune, a member of Engine Company No. 8, has been removed 
from this earth by the hand of death during the year. 

_ The perilous nature of our calling is never more fully exem- 
plified than at the moment when one of our little band is, 
through some unforeseen accident, suddenly stricken down. 

Before closing this report, I desire to return my thanks to 
the officers and members of the Department for the faithful, 
energetic, and willing manner in which they have discharged 
their duties the past year. 

The Chief and members of the Police Department also merit 
their share of praise for the prompt assistance rendered at fires. 
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In conclusion, I return my sincere thanks to the Committee 
on Fire Department for their cordial support and hearty en- 
dorsement of every measure of interest to the Department.

THE ORGANIZATION AND ITS MEMBERS. 


The organization of the Department, as will be seen by referring 
to the ordinance, is as follows : — 


Each Engine Company has an engineman, fireman, and driver, 
who are permanently employed, —and eight hosemen, who do duty 
only at fires: one of the last number is designated as Foreman of 
the hose, — except Engine Companies Nos. 12, 13, and 14, located 
in the ‘“‘ Roxbury District ;” those companies are composed of an 
engineman, fireman, and two drivers, —one to drive the engine, and 
the other the hose carriage, — who are permanently employed ; and 
nine hosemen, who do duty only at fires. The hose carriages in this 
district are drawn to fires separate from the engines, instead of 
being attached, as in the other portions of the city. 

Each Hose Company has a driver (who is permanently employed) 
and. eight hosemen, who do duty only at fires, — and one of this 
number is designated as Foreman of the Hose, — except Hose Com- 
pany No. 7, located in the ** Roxbury District :” this company is 
composed of twelve men; namely, a driver, foreman, and ten 
hosemen. 

The Hook and Ladder Companies Nos. 2 and 3 have drivers 
permanently employed ; and the drawing of Hook and Ladder Car- 
riages Nos. 1 and 4 is done by contract. ~ 

Hook and Ladder Company No. 1 has a foreman, assistant fore- 
man, clerk, steward, four axemen, four rakemen, and twelve 
members. 

No. 2 has a driver, foreman, assistant foreman, four axemen, 
four rakemen, and nine members. 

No. 3 consists of a driver, foreman, assistant foreman, four axe- 
men, four rakemen, and thirteen members. 

No. 4 consists of a foreman, assistant foreman, clerk, steward, 
four axemen, four rakemen, and eight members.

The Committee on Licenses, who were directed to prepare rules 
and regulations in relation to licenses issued under the second sec- 
tion of chapter 285, of the Acts of 1866, concerning the manu- 
facture, storage and sale of petroleum and its products, have 
attended to that duty, and respectfully recommend the passage of 
the accompanying rules and regulations.

Rules and Regulations of the Board of Aldermen in regard to 
granting licenses pursuant to the provisions of an Act of the 
Legislature of Massachusetts, entitled ‘* AN Act CoNCERNING THE 
MANUFACTURE, STORAGE AND SALE OF PETROLEUM AND ITs PRo- 
pucts,” Approved, May 29, 1866. 


1. Any pericn desiring to manufacture, refine, mix, store or 
keep crude petroleum, or any oil or fluid, composed wholly or in 
part of the products of petroleum, in a greater quantity than five 
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hundred gallons in any one locality in the city of Boston, shall 
make application in writing for a license therefor to the Board of 
Aldermen of said city, and shall state in such application the 
locality, building, or part of a building for which he desires a 
license, and whether he desires a license for manufacturing, refin- 
ing and mixing said articles or any of them, or a license for stor- 
ing and keeping them, or both. Such application shall be referred 
to the Board of Engineers of the Fire Department; and the Chief 
Engineer, or some one of the Assistant Engineers, shall, within 
one week from the time of such reference, examine the locality or 
building described in such application, and report in writing to the 
Board of Aldermen his opinion of the propriety of granting the 
license applied for. 

2. No license shall be granted for manufacturing, refining, mix- 
ing, storing or keeping said articles, or any of them, upon any 
alley, sidewalk, street or wharf within the limits of the city, nor 
in any part of a building occupied in whole or in part as a dwell- 
ing house, nor upon any floor of a building above the first floor. 

3. No license shall be granted for mixing, storing or keeping 
crude petroleum, naphtha or gasoline in any part of a building 
above the cellar, unless said articles are contained in metallic 
vessels securely closed. 

4. Except as hereinbefore expressly provided, licenses may be 
granted for manufacturing, refining, mixing, storing and keeping 
said articles, or any of them, in cellars or upon the first floor of 
buildings, or in other suitable localities, in such quantities over five 
hundred gallons and in such a manner as the Board of Aldermen 
may in each case determine, except that no license shall be granted 
for manufacturing, refining, mixing, storing or keeping said articles, 
or any of them, upon the first floor of any building in a greater 
quantity than five hundred gallons, unless the same be contained 
in metallic vessels securely closed, or the foundations and walls of 
said building be of brick, stone or iron, and the sills or walls of 
said building be built without apertures for a space of at least one 
foot above the floor. 

5. There shall be expressed in said license the name of the 
person or persons to whom the license is granted, and whether he 
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or they are permitted to manufacture, refine and mix said articles, 
or any of them, or to store and keep them, or both, and a descrip- 
tion of the locality, building, or part of a building licensed, and 
any limitations upon the quantity of said articles or any of them, 
which may be manufactured, refined, mixed, stored or kept therein, 
or upon the manner of manufacturing, refining, mixing, storing or 
keeping the same which the Board of Aldermen may in each case 
see fit to impose; and any person so licensed may manufacture, 
refine, mix, store or keep said articles, or any of them, within the 
terms of his license, either on his own account or on account of 
any other person. Any violation of the terms of said license shall 
work a revocation of the same, and the Board of Aldermen may 
revoke any license, without cause, at any time. 

6. These Rules and Regulations shall not apply to buildings or 
premises constructed in accordance with the provisions of the first 
section of an Act of the Legislature of Massachusetts, entitled 
‘¢ An Act concerning the manufacture, storage and sale of Petro- 
leum and its Products,” approved May 29, 1866. 


BADGES. 


Fules and Regulations adopted by the Board of Engineers of the 
Fire Department, December 4, 1867. 


1. All members of the Boston Fire Department, and substitutes, 
not exceeding two for each Engine and Hose Company and four 
for each Hook and Ladder Company, shall, while on duty as fire- . 
men, or at fires, in addition to the Fire Hat and Leather Badge 
now worn, wear the Corporation Badge, in a plain, conspicuous 
manner on the yest or coat, — and no member will be allowed to 
enter the line at a fire, or any building when on fire, without such 
Badge. 

2. No member will be allowed to lend his Badge on any pretext 
whatever, under the penalty of dismissal from the Department. 

3. Any person appearing at a fire with the Badge who is not a 
member, or regularly appointed substitute, will be deemed guilty 
of a misdemeanor, and will be punished accordingly. 
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4, Any member who loses his Badge will immediately advertise 
the same, and use his utmost diligence to recover it, and, in case 
of failure, will be charged with the price of five dollars for the 
Badge. 

5. If any Member, in going to or returning from a fire, shall 
behave in any way unbecoming a Fireman, any party aggrieved 
may report to the Chief Exgineer the number of his Badge, and, if 
said Fireman refuses to give his number correctly, it will be deemed 
good cause for his dismissal from the Department. 

6. Each Engine and Hose Company may-have substitutes not 
exceeding two, and each Hook and Ladder Company not to exceed 
four, to do duty in place of persons absent from duty, as provided 
by City Ordinance, (Sept. 20,) viz: in case of sickness or absence 
from the city. 

7. Said substitutes shall be approved by the Chief Engineer, or 
the Engineer of the District, upon the recommendation of the 
Foremen of the respective Companies.

STATUTES. 


1. The city council of the city of Boston may establish a fire 
department for said city, to consist of so many engineers and 
other officers, and so many enginemen and other members, as the 
city council, by ordinance, shall from time to time prescribe; and 
said city council shall have authority to make such provisions in 
regard to the time and mode of appointment, and the occasion and 
mode of removal of either such officers or members, to make such 
requisitions in respect to their qualifications and period of service, 
to define their office and duties, to fix and pay such compensation 
for their services, and in general to make such regulations in regard 
to their conduct and government, and to the management and con- 
duct of fires, and persons attending at fires, subject to the penalties 
provided for the breach of the city by-laws, as they shall deem 
expedient ; provided, that the appointment of enginemen, hosemen 
and hook and ladder men shall be made by the mayor and alder- 
men exclusively. ) 

2. The powers and duties mentioned in the preceding section, 
or any of them, may be exercised and carried into effect by the 
said city council, in any manner which they may prescribe, and 
through the agency of any persons, or any board or boards to whom 
they may delegate the same. 

3. The engineers or other officers of the department, so 
appointed as aforesaid, shall have the same authority, in regard to 
the prevention and extinguishment of fires, and the performance of 
the other offices and duties now incumbent upon firewards, as are 
now conferred upon firewards by the revised statutes, or the special 
acts relating to the city of Boston now in force. They shall also 
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have authority, in compliance with any ordinance of said city, to 
make an examination of places where shavings and other combus- 
tible materials are collected or deposited, and to require the 
removal of such materials, or the adoption of suitable safeguards 
against fire. And said city council are hereby authorized to make 
suitable ordinances upon this latter subject-matter, under the pen- 
alties enacted in the city charter. 

4. All officers and members of the fire department shall be 
exempted from military duty, or from serving as jurors, or con- 
stables, during the time of their employment in said department. 

5. The city council aforesaid are hereby authorized, whenever, 
and as often as they shall deem it expedient, to appropriate any 
sum or sums of money, in the way that may be judged by said city 
council most advisable, for the relief or idemnity of any officer or 
member of the fire department who may sustain corporal injury, 
or contract sickness in the discharge of his duty, or consequent 
thereon.* 

6. By an act passed April 27, 1854, and accepted by the city 
council February 3, 1855, the city of Boston was thereby authorized 
to expend a sum not exceeding one thousand dollars annually, 
under the direction of the city council, for the relief of such fire- 
men as shall have been disabled in the service of the said city, and 
for the rellef of the families of such firemen as have been killed in 
the performance of their duties. 

7. When a fire breaks out, the engineers shall immediately 
repair thereto, and shall carry a suitable staff or badge of their 
office. 

8. The engineers, or any three of them present at a place in 
immediate danger from fire, or, in their absence, two or more of the 
civil officers present, or, in their absence, two or more of the chief 
military officers of the place present, shall have power to direct 
the pulling down or demolishing, of any such house or building as 
they shall judge necessary to be pulled down or demolished, in 
order to prevent the further spreading of the fire.

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9. Engineers or other officers may, during the continuance of a 
fire, require assistance for extinguishing the same, and removing 
furniture, goods, or merchandise from a building on fire, or in 
danger thereof; and may appoint guards to secure the same. 
They may also require assistance for pulling down or demolishing 
any house or building when they judge it necessary ; and may sup 
press all tumults and disorders at such fire. 

10. They may direct the stations and operations of the engine- 
men with their engines, and of all other persons for the purpose of 
extinguishing the fire; and whosoever refuses or neglects to obey 
such orders shall forfeit for each offence a sum not exceeding ten 
dollars. 

11. Ifsuch pulling down or demolishing of a house or building 
is the means of stopping a fire, or if the fire stops before it comes 
to the same, the owner shall be entitled to recover a reasonable 
compensation from the city or town; but when such building is 
that in which the fire first broke out, the owner shall receive no 
compensation. 

12. Whoever purloins, embezzles, conveys away, or conceals, 
any furniture, goods or chattels, merchandise or effects of persons 
whose houses or buildings are on fire or endangered thereby, and 
does not within two days restore or give notice thereof to the 
owner, if known, or, if unknown, to one of the firewards, mayor 
and aldermen, or selectmen of the place, shall be deemed guilty of 
larceny. 

13. Whoever wantonly or maliciously injures a fire engine or 
the apparatus belonging thereto, shall be punished by a fine not 
exceeding five hundred dollars, or by imprisonment not exceeding 
two years, and be further ordered to recognize with sufficient 
surety or sureties for his good behavior during such term as the 
court shall order. 

14. It shall be lawful for any one or more of the engineers 
aforesaid to require and compel the assistance of all or any of the 
inhabitants of the city ; and any other persons who shall be present 
as spectators of any fire; and in any suit or prosecution therefor, 
it shall be lawful for them to plead the general issue, and give the 
statute in evidence; and if any persons shall disobey the lawful 
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and reasonable command of any engineer or engineers, to aid in 
_ extinguishing such fire, or in rescuing property from destruction 
thereby, such person, so offending, shall be liable to a fine not ex- 
ceeding twenty dollars, to be recovered in the manner provided in 
the twenty-first section. 

15. Whoever is concerned in causing or making a bonfire with- 
in ten rods of any house or building, shall be puuished by fine not 
exceeding twenty dollars, or by imprisonment not exceeding one 
month. 

16. Whoever, without reasonable cause, by outcry or the ring- 
ing of bells, or otherwise, makes or circulates, or causes to be made 
or circulated any false alarm of fire, shall be punished by fine not 
exceeding fifty dollars. 

17. If any person or persons shall, within the city of Boston, 
roast, or cause to be roasted, any cocoa, for the purpose of manu- 
facturing the same into chocolate, in any building whatever, except- 
ing such as may or shall be licensed for that purpose by the major 
part of the engineers of the city aforesaid, he, she, or they shall 
forfeit and pay for every such offence a sum not exceeding five 
hundred dollars nor less than two hundred dollars. 

18. Every tar kettle which shall be made use of in the city for 
the purpose of boiling tar for the use of any rope-walk, and every 
kettle, boiler, or copper for the use of any calker, graver, ship car- 
penter, tallow chandler, soap boiler, painter, or other like artificer, 
shal] be so fixed as to prevent all communication whatsoever be- 
tween the contents of such kettle, boiler, or copper, and the fire. 
And the fireplace under every such tar or other kettle, boiler, or 
copper shall be constructed with an arch built over the same, and 
secured by an iron door in such manner as to enclose the fire 
therein ; and every person who shall erect any tar kettle or other 
kettle, boiler, or copper, or use the same for any or either of the 
purposes aforesaid, contrary to the provisions of this act, shall for 
every such offence forfeit and pay a sum not exceeding three hun- 
dred dollars nor less than fifty dollars, according to the degree and 
aggravation of the same. 

19. Every person who shall carry any fire through the streets, 
lanes, or on any wharves in the city, except in some covered vessel, 
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or who shall kindle a fire in any of the places aforesaid without the 
permission therefor in writing of one or more of the engineers 
aforesaid, or shall smoke or have in his or her possession any 
lighted pipe or cigar in any street, lane or passage-way, or on any 
wharf in said city, shall forfeit and pay for each and every offence 
the sum of two dollars, to be recovered of the persons so offending, 
or of his parent, guardian, master or mistress. 

20. If any person shall have in his or her possession in any 
rope-walk, or in any barn or stable within the city, any fire, lighted 
pipe, or cigar, lighted candle or lamp, except such candle or lamp 
is kept in a secure lantern, the person so offending shall forfeit and 
pay for each offence a sum not exceeding one hundred dollars nor 
less than twenty dollars. 

21. All and any of the penalties which are given in and by the 
fourteenth, and the four preceding sections, may be recovered by 
indictment, information, or complaint in any court proper to try 
the same; and in such indictment, information or complaint it 
shall not be necessary to set forth any more of said sections than 
so much thereof as relates to and is necessary truly and substan- 
tially to describe the offence alleged to have been committed. And 
it shall be the duty of each and every one of said engineers, and 
they and each of them are hereby required to inquire after all of- 
fences which shall come to their knowledge, and which shall be 
committed against the true intent and meaning of said sections, 
and shall cause the same to be duly prosecuted. 

22. By an act passed March 6, 1847, and re-enacted in the 
General Statutes, the inhabitants of any town and the government 
of any city in this commonwealth may order that no gun-cotton, or 
other substance prepared like it for explosion, shall be kept within 
the limits of such town or city, excepting under the regulations 
and penalties applicable by law to gunpowder; and if it shall be 
considered necessary for public safety, they may restrict the quan- 
tity to be so kept to one-fifth of the weight of gunpowder allowed 
by law in each case provided for. 

23. The inhabitants of any town, and the city council of any 
city in this commonwealth, may make and adopt such rules and reg- 
ulations in relation to the storage and sale, within the limits of 
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such town or city, of camphene, or any similar explosive or inflam- 
mable fluid, as they may deem reasonable, and may annex penalties 
to any breach of such rules and regulations not exceeding twenty 
dollars for any one offence.* 

24. It shall not be lawful for any person or persons to keep or 
sell any fireworks within the city of Boston, in any quantity, with- 
out first having obtained from the chief engineer of the fire depart- 
ment of said city a license therefor, signed by the chief engineer, 
or by the secretary of the board of engineers, on which shall be 
written or printed a copy of the rules and regulations t by them 
established, relative to the keeping, selling, or storage of fireworks 
within said city: and every such license shall be in force until the 
first day of May next ensuing the date thereof, unless sooner 
annulled by the board of engineers, and no longer; but such 
license may, prior to the expiration of that term, be renewed by 
the chief engineer or the said secretary, from year to year, by 
indorsement thereon ; provided, always, that the board of engineers 
may rescind any such license, if in their opinion the person or per- 
sons have disobeyed the law, or infringed on any rules or regula- 
tions established by the board of engineers ; and every person who 
receives a license to sell fireworks as aforesaid shall pay for the 
same the sum of one dollar, and the same sum for the renewal 
thereof, and all such licenses shall expire on the first day of May 
annually, and all moneys received for licenses shall be paid to the 
board of engineers, for the purpose of defraying the expenses of 
carrying this act into execution. 

25. Any person or persons who have for sale, or keep in pos- 
session, any fireworks within the city of Boston, contrary to the 
rules and regulations established by the board of engineers herein 
mentioned, or who shall sell any fireworks in said city, without first 
having obtained from the said chief engineer or his secretary a 
license as aforesaid, shall forfeit a sum not less than fifteen nor 
more than fifty dollars for each offence.

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26. No association,* society, or club, organized as firemen, 
shall be allowed in any city or town, except by the written permis- 
sion of the mayor and aldermen, or selectmen. 

27. Whoever joins, belongs to, or assembles with such associ- 
ation, society, or club, existing without such permission, shall be 
punished by fine not less than five nor more than one hundred dol- 
lars, or by imprisonment in the house of correction, for a term not 
exceeding three months. 

28. The provisions of the two preceding sections shall be in 
force in those cities and towns only which have adopted or may 
adopt the same. 

29. Whoever, within twenty-four hours prior to the burning of 
a building or other property, wilfully or maliciously cuts or removes 
any bell-rope in the vicinity of such building or property, or cuts, 
injures, or destroys any engine, or hose or other apparatus belong- 
ing to an engine in said vicinity, shall be deemed guilty of the 
burning, as accessory before the fact, and be punished accordingly. 

30. Whoever, during the burning of a building or other prop- 
erty, wilfully or maliciously cuts or removes any bell-rope in the 
vicinity of such building or property, or otherwise prevents an 
alarm being given, or cuts, injures or destroys an engine or hose or 
other apparatus belonging to any engine in said vicinity, or other- 
wise wilfully and maliciously prevents or obstructs the extinguish- 
ing of any fire, shall be deemed guilty of the burning, as accessory 
after the fact, and be punished by imprisonment in the state prison 
not exceeding seven years, or in the jail not exceeding three years, 
or by fine not exceeding one thousand dollars. 

31. Whoever steals in a building that is on fire, or steals any 
property, removed in consequence of an alarm caused by fire, shall 
be punished by imprisonment in the state prison not exceeding 
five years, or by fine not exceeding five hundred dollars, and 
imprisonment in the jail not exceeding two years.

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ORDINANCE.* 


Section 1. The fire department shall consist of a chief engineer, 
nine assistant engineers, and of as many foremen, enginemen, 
hosemen, and hook and ladder men, and other persons, to be divi- 
ded into companies, as the number of engines and the number and 
quantity of other fire apparatus belonging to the city shall from 
time to time require. 

Sect. 2. There shall be elected annually, on the first Monday 
in February, or within sixty days thereafter, by a concurrent vote 
of the two branches of the city council, a chief engineer, and nine 
assistant engineers, one at least from each fire district, who shall 
hold their office for one year from the first Monday of April in the 
year in which they shall be elected, and until their successors shall 
be elected and qualified, unless sooner removed. They shall be 
removable at the pleasure of the city council, and all vacancies 
may be filled at any time for the unexpired term. They shall 
receive such compensation as the city council shall from time to 
time determine. 

Sect. 8. On the first Monday of April, annually, said chief and 
assistant engineers shall meet and organize themselves as a board 
of engineers. ‘The chief engineer shall preside at said meeting and 
at all meetings of the board when present, but in his absence, the 
senior assistant engineer in service present, shall preside, and their 
seniority in rank, and all questions relative thereto, shall be de- 
termined by the board of aldermen. ‘The board of engineers may 
recommend to the city council some person to be elected secretary 
of said board, and the city council shall, on the first Monday of 
April, or within thirty days thereafter, by concurrent vote elect a 
secretary, who shall hold his office for one year from the first Mon- 
day of May in the year in which he shall be elected, and until his 
successor shall be elected and qualified, unless sooner removed. 
He may be removed, and a vacancy may be filled as provided for 
in the case of the engineers, in the second section of this ordinance.

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He shall receive such compensation as the city council may from 
time to time determine. He shall be sworn, and give bond with 
surety for the faithful performance of his duty, in such sum as the 
board of aldermen shall direct. 

Srecr. 4. The engineers shall, at such times as they may by 
their by-laws determine, hold such meetings as may be necessary 
for the prompt transaction of all business coming before them, and 
a majority of the whole board shall be necessary to constitute a 
quorum. ‘They may make such rules and orders for their govern- 
ment, as a board of engineers, as they may see fit, subject to the 
approval of the board of aldermen. ‘They shall be responsible for 
the discipline, good order, and proper conduct of the whole depart- 
ment, both officers and men, and for the care of all houses, engines, 
hose carriages, hook and ladder carriages, horses, furniture, and 
apparatus thereto belonging. ‘They shall have the superintendence 
and control of all the engine and other houses used for the purposes 
of the fire department, and of all the horses, furniture, and appa- 
ratus thereto belonging, and of the engines and all other fire appa- 
ratus belonging to the city, and over the officers and members of 
the several companies attached to the fire department, and over all 
persons present at fires; and they may make such rules and reg- 
ulations for the better government, discipline and good order of 
the department, and for the extinguishment of fires, as they may 
from time to time think expedient ; such rules and regulations not 
being repugnant to the laws of this commonwealth, nor to any 
ordinance of the city, and being subject to the approbation of the 
board of aldermen, and to alteration or rescission by them at any 
time. 

Sect. 5. The secretary to the board of engineers shall perform 
the ordinary duty of clerk to the board, and such other duties as 
the board of aldermen or the chief engineer may from time to time 
direct ; and also such other duties as the board of engineers, by 
their rules and orders, to be approved by the board of aldermen, 
may from time to time determine. He shall keep an account of 
the appropriations made by the city council for the use of the fire 
department, and of the expenditures on account of the same, and 


shall compare his account monthly with the auditor’s books, and 
25 
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see that the expenditures of the fire department do not at any time 
exceed the amount of the appropriations at their disposal. He 
shall also keep a separate account of the expenses of each engine, 
hose carriage, and hook and ladder carriage, and of the houses, 
furniture, and apparatus thereto belonging, and all other incidental 
expenses, and shall present to the city council, in the Annual 
Report of the chief engineer, full and detailed statements thereof. 

Sect. 6. It shall be the duty of said engineers whenever a fire 
shall break out in the city, immediately to repair to the place of 
such fire, and to carry with them a suitable staff or badge of their 
office ; to take proper measures that the several engines and other 
apparatus be arranged in the most advantageous situations, and 
duly worked for the speedy and effectual extinguishment of the 
fire; to require and compel assistance from all persons, as well 
members of the fire department as others, in extinguishing the fire, 
removing furniture, goods, or other merchandise from any building 
on fire, or in danger thereof, and to appoint guards to secure the 
same; and also in pulling down or demolishing any house or build- 
ing if occasion require, and further to suppress all tumults and dis- 
orders. It shall also be their duty to cause order to be preserved 
in going to, working at, or returning from fires, and at all other 
times when companies attached to the department are onduty. The 
assistant engineers shall report their absences from fires to the 
chief engineer, with the reasons thereof, who shall keep a record 
of the same, and once every three months, and oftener, if required, 
make a report thereof, stating ali the facts to the city council. In 
the absence of the chief engineer, the secretary shall make said 
record and report. 

Srecr. 7. Whenever any fire occurs in either of the adjoining 
cities or towns, it shall be the duty of only such and so many of 
said engineers to repair thither as shall have been previously des- 
ignated for such purpose by the chief engineer. 

Sect. 8. The chief engineer shall have the sole command at fires, 
over all the other engineers and all officers and members of the fire 
department, and all other persons who may be present at fires, and 
shall direct all proper measures for the extinguishment of fires, 
protection of property, preservation of order, and observance of the 
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laws, ordinances, and regulations respecting fires; and it shall be 
the duty of said chief engineer to examine into the condition of the 
engines and all other fire apparatus, and the horses connected 
therewith, and of the engine and other houses belonging to the 
city, and used for the purposes of the fire department, and of the 
companies attached to the said department, as often as circum- 
stances may render it expedient, or whenever directed so to do by 
the board of aldermen, or by the committee of the board of alder- 
men on the fire department. Whenever the engines or other fire 
apparatus used by the fire department require alterations, additions 
or repairs, the chief engineer, under the direction of the board of 
aldermen or of the committee on the fire department, shall cause 
the same to be made. It shall also be the duty of the chief engi- 
neer to receive and transmit to the board of aldermen all returns 
of officers, members, and fire apparatus made by the respective 
companies, as hereinafter prescribed, and all other communications 
relating to the affairs of the fire department; to keep fair and 
exact rolls of the respective companies, specifying the time of 
admission and discharge, and the age of each member. He shall 
also critically examine all the bills and accounts against the fire 
department, and certify, in writing, to the correctness of each item 
thereof, before sending them to the auditor’s office for payment. 
He shall annually, in the month of January, and oftener if thereto 
requested, report to the city council an account, to be prepared by 
the secretary to the board of engineers as hereinbefore provided, 
of the condition of the engine houses, engines, fire apparatus, and 
other property under his charge; of the income and expenditures 
of the fire department for the whole of the previous year, specify- 
ing particularly the expenditure on each engine, hose carriage, and 
hook and ladder carriage, and of the horses, furniture and appara- 
tus connected therewith, as required in section five of this ordi- 
nance, together with the names of the officers and members of the 
various companies; the number and location of the fire-alarm 
stations; the number of fires since his last Report, and the causes 
thereof, and the extent of damage as near as can be ascertained ; 
the general description of the buildings and property destroyed or 
injured since his last Report, together with the names of the 
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owners or occupants; the amount of insurance, if any; all acci- 
dents by fire which may happen within the city, with such other 
information or suggestions as may in his opinion be of general use ; 
the same to be published as the city council may direct. 

Sect. 9. In case of the absence of the chief engineer, the en- 
gineer next in rank who may be present shall execute the duties 
of his office, with full powers. 

Sect. 10. It shall be the duty of the chief engineer, and of the 
other engineers, to report to the board of aldermen the name of 
every person, not a member of either of said companies, who shall, - 
contrary to law, refuse or neglect to obey any orders of any engi- 
neer given at any fire. 

Secr. 11. Whenever it shall be adjudged at any fire, by any 
three or more of the enginéers present, of whom the chief engineer, 
if present, shall be one, to be necessary, in order to prevent the 
further spreading of the fire, to pull down or otherwise demolish 
any building, the same may be done by their joint order. 

Sror. 12. It shall be the duty of the chief and other engineers 
to inquire for and examine into all shops and other places where 
shavings or other such combustible materials may be collected or 
deposited, and at all times to be vigilant in taking care of the re- 
moval of the same, whenever, in the opinion of any two of them, 
the same may endanger the security of the city from fires, and to 
direct the tenant or occupant of said shops or other places to re- 
move the same; and, in case of such tenant’s or occupant’s neglect 
or refusal so to do, to cause the same to be removed at the expense 
of such tenant or occupant, who shall, in addition, be liable to a 
penalty of not less than two nor more than fifty dollars for such 
neglect or refusal ; and any person who shall obstruct the engineers 
or any of them in carrying out the provisions of this section shall 
also be liable to a penalty of not less than two nor more than fifty 
dollars. It shall also be the duty of said engineers to take cogni- 
zance of all buildings in the city, in which any steam engine shall 
be used, and of all buildings in the city in process of erection or 
alteration, and to make a record of such thereof as in their judg- 
ment may, from any cause, be dangerous, and report the same to 
the board of aldermen forthwith. It shall also be the duty of 
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said engineers to cause prosecutions to be instituted in all cases 
of infraction of the laws relative to the erection of wooden build- 
ings, or of any other laws or ordinances in relation to the fire de- 
partment, or for the prevention of fire within the limits of the city. 

Sect. 138. The power of making and establishing rules and reg- 
ulations for the transportation and keeping of gunpowder within 
the city of Boston, and of granting licenses for the keeping and 
sale thereof in the city, according to the provisions of -an act enti- 
tled ‘* An act further regulating the storage, safe-keeping, and 
transportation of gunpowder in the city of Boston,”* and of any 
other act or acts on the same subject, shall be exercised and per- 
formed by the chief and assistant engineers, and the power and 
duty of seizing any gunpowder, kept or being within the city or 
harbor thereof, contrary to the provisions of the said act or acts, 
shall be exercised and performed by the said engineers, or any of 
them; and in any case of any seizure being made by any engineer 
other than the chief, he shall forthwith report to the chief engineer, 
and the chief engineer shall cause all gunpowder, which may have 
been seized as aforesaid, to be libelled and prosecuted in the man- 
ner prescribed in the said acts; and all the other powers and duties 
granted and enjoined in and by the said act or acts shall be per- 
formed by the said chief or one of the assistant engineers. 

Sect. 14. All moneys received for fines, forfeitures, and penal- 
ties arising under this ordinance, or the laws of this commonwealth 
regulating the storage and transportation of gunpowder, or the 
erection of buildings within the city of Boston, or the prevention 
and extinguishment of fire, unless by such laws otherwise specially 
provided, shall be paid into the treasury of the city, to be applied 
in such way as is provided in the acts of this commonwealth. 


GENERAL PROVISIONS CONCERNING OFFICERS AND MEMBERS OF THE 
FIRE DEPARTMENT. | 

Secr. 15. No person under twenty-one years of age shall be an 

officer or member of the fire department; nor shall any person be 

an officer or member who is not a legal voter in the city of Boston.

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Srcot. 16. Every officer and every member of the fire depart- 
ment shall sign the following agreement, to be deposited with the 
board of engineers: ‘¢I, A B, having been appointed a member of 
the Boston fire department, hereby signify my agreement to abide 
by all the ordinances of the city council, and the rules and regula- 
tions of the board of aldermen and of the board of engineers relat- 
ing thereto.” And any officer or member who shall neglect or re- 
fuse to sign the same shall not be entitled to any compensation 
whatsoever. 

Secor. 17. It shall be the duty of the board of engineers to 
report from time to time to the mayor the names of such officers or 
members of the department, if any, as in their judgment should be 
removed or discharged, with their reasons therefor ; and whenever, 
from any cause, a vacancy shall occur in the department, which is 
to be filled by the mayor and aldermen, the board of engineers shall 
recommend to them for their consideration the name of some proper 
person to fill the same. 

Sect. 18. Any officer or member of the fire department, except 
the chief and assistant engineers, and the superintendent of fire- 
alarms and his assistants, may at any time by the mayor be removed 
or dismissed from the department, or deposed from any office that 
he may hold therein. 

Sect. 19. In all cases of removal from the department, the 
name of the party removed, with a statement of the reasons there- 
for, shall be entered on the records of the engineers, and a copy of 
the same shall be transmitted to the board of aldermen before their 
next regular meeting. 

Srcr. 20. ‘There shall be paid to each officer and member of the 
department such sum as the city council may from time to time 
determine ; and in case of the temporary absence of any member 
from the city, or inability to perform his duties, in consequence of 
sickness, he shall provide a substitute, whose name he shall return 
to the foreman of the company for approval, failing in which, 
he shall be subject to all deductions which may accrue for his ab- 
sence. 

Secor. 21. Neither the members nor the officers of any of the 
companies shall assemble in any of the engine or other houses be-

longing to the department, except as herein prescribed, and for 
taking the engine or other apparatus on an alarm of fire, and of 
returning the same to the house, and taking the necessary care of 
said apparatus, after its return. 

Srcr. 22. Any officer or member of the fire department who 
shall wilfully neglect or refuse to perform his duty, or shall be 
guilty of disorderly conduct or disobedience to his superior in 
office, shall for such offence, besides being subject to the penalty 
hereinafter provided, be dismissed from the department. 

Sror. 23. Every person who shall have served according to law 
in the fire department for seven successive years shall be entitled 
to receive a certificate thereof, signed by the mayor of the said 
city ; and all persons who shall receive said certificate as aforesaid 
shall be entitled to wear the badge of the department, and to do 
duty therein, when desired so to do by the mayor, with the advice 
and consent of the board of aldermen, under such organization and 
management as they may determine. 


ENGINE, HOSE, AND HOOK AND LADDER COMPANIES, AND DUTIES OF 
OFFICERS AND MEN. 


Srcr. 24. As many engine, hose, and hook and ladder com- 
panies shall from time to time be formed by the board of aldermen 
as they shall deem expedient, and each company shall consist of as 
many Officers and members as shall be appointed from time to 
time by the mayor with the advice and consent of the board of 
aldermen. 

Sect. 25. The officers and members of the fire department shall 
be paid quarterly, except when otherwise ordered by the city coun- 
cil; and every officer or member thereof who shall not serve the 
whole of the quarter except in case of sickness, death or removal 
from the city, or who shall be removed from the department or de- 
posed from his office for cause, shall forfeit any and all compen- 
sation that would otherwise have been due to him at the time when 
such service ceased, or such deposing or removal took place. 

Srcr. 26. Every engine company shall have an engineman, fire- 
man and driver, who shall be permanently employed, and who shall 
at all times be in or about the engine house, except when unavoid- 
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ably absent, and shall also have, until otherwise ordered, eight 
hosemen, including the foreman. 

Sect. 27. Each hose company shall have a driver, who shall at 
all times, except when unavoidably ahsent, be in or about the 
house, and shall also have, until otherwise ordered, eight hosemen 
including the foreman. 

Sect. 28. Each hook and ladder company shall have three or 
more each of axemen and rakemen. 

Sect. 29. ‘The board of engineers shall make rules and regula- 
tions in respect to a driver and steward, either permanent or tem- 
porary, of hook and ladder companies, and define their duties ; 
such rules and regulations however being subject to approval, alter- 
ation, or rescission, as provided in the fourth section of this 
ordinance. 

Sect. 80. Every engine, hose, and hook and ladder company 
shall have a foreman and clerk, and every hook and ladder com- 
pany an assistant foreman in addition: the foreman and assistant 
foreman to be nominated annually at least, or whenever a vacancy 
occurs, by the members of the respective companies from among 
their own number, and a return of the same made to the board of 
engineers; and, in case of rejection by them, the name of the per- 
son so rejected shall be returned to the company, who shall select 
another person for approval; and whenever any person so nomi- 
nated shall be approved by the board of engineers, his name shall 
be sent to the board of aldermen for approval or rejection, and, in 
case of rejection, another person shall be nominated as aforesaid, 
before the next regular meeting of the board of aldermen, and the 
like proceedings had as before ; and these officers, when approved, 
shall receive certificates of appointment, signed by the mayor, and 
shall hold their places until removed, or others shall be appointed 
in their stead. If upon rejection by the board of engineers or 
board of aldermen of any person nominated and returned as afore- 
said, a suitable person is not nominated and returned by the com- 
pany as aforesaid, within one week from the date of the reception 
of notice of such rejection, the board of engineers shall themselves 
send to the board of aldermen, for their approval or rejection, the 
name of some suitable person for the place, to be selected from the 
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same company. And if any hook and ladder company shall not 
have a driver, a clerk of such company shall be nominated and 
selected in the same manner as the foreman. 

Sect. 31. The engineman, shall, under the direction of the 
board of engineers, have the sole care of the engine house intrusted 
to him, and of all the property therein belonging to the city. He 
shall be held personally responsible for the care and good order of 
the engine, and shall work and manage the same, and see that it 
is at all times in condition for immediate use. He shall be account- 
able for the proper performance of all duties required of the fire- 
man and driver, and, in case of any neglect or delinquency on their 
part, shall report the same to the chief engineer. 

Sect. 32. The foreman of each engine shall, at fires, direct the 
placing of the engine at suitable place to obtain a supply of water, 
and have the charge and direction of the hose and hosemen; and 
the foreman of each hose company or hook and ladder company 
shall have charge of the apparatus belonging to his company, and 
the direction thereof, and of the driver and men belonging to his 
company. And the foreman of every company shall preserve order 
and discipline, at all times, among the members of the company 
under him, and require of them and enforce a strict compliance 
with the city ordinances, the rules and regulations of the depart- 
ment, and the orders of the engineers. 

Sror. 33. In the absence of the foreman of any company, the 
assistant foreman, if there shall be one, otherwise the senior hose- 
man or hook and ladder man in service present, as the case may be, 
connected with the same company, shall perform the duties of the 
foreman. 

Srecr. 34. The fireman shall be under the immediate direction 
of the engineman, and shall perform all the duties that may be 
required of him by the engineman, on the engine and in the house, 
including cleaning the house, the engine, and other apparatus 
belonging to the company, and the snow and ice from the sidewalk. 

Sect. 35, The drivers belonging to the respective companies 
shall take care of, and properly groom the horses belonging to their 
respective companies, see that the same are at all times ready for 


immediate use, convey the apparatus to the place of the fire on n 
26 
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alarm being sounded, and be clerks of their respective companies. 
And it shall, in addition, be the duty of such of the drivers as shall 
be connected with hose or hook and ladder companies, to see that 
the hose and other apparatus is ready at all times for immediate 
use, and to keep such hose and apparatus, and the house and stable 
neat and clean, and clear the snow and ice from the sidewalks in 
front of the respective houses, and they shall be under the imme- 
diate direction of the fireman of their respective companies. The 
driver of each engine shall be under the immediate direction of the 
engineman, and shall, besides the duties herein prescribed to be 
performed by him, assist the fireman in the performance of his 
duties, and perform such other duties as may be required of him 
by the engineman. 

Sect. 86. The clerks of the respective companies shall keep 
fair and exact rolls, specifying the time of admission, discharge, 
and age of the respective members of their companies, and shall 
also keep, in books provided by the city for that purpose, correct 
and faithful accounts of all city property intrusted to or connected 
with their respective companies, and of all absences and tardiness 
of the officers or members thereof, which rolls and record books 
shall always be subject to the order of the board of engineers, or 
to the board of aldermen. Said clerks shall also make, or cause 
to be made to the chief engineer, true and accurate returns, when- 
ever called upon so to do, of all the members, with their ages, and 
of all the apparatus belonging to or connected with their respective 
companies, and shall also report monthly, at least, to the chief 
engineer, all absences and tardiness aforesaid. 

Sect. 37. The hosemen of each engine company and of each 
hose company, and the axemen and rakemen and other members of 
each hook and ladder company shall perform such duties as may be 
required of them by their respective foremen. 

Sect. 38. The board of engineers, whenever in their judgment 
it may be expedient, may employ or permit to stay or sleep in the 
house, wherein a hose carriage or hook and ladder carriage is kept, 
one member from the same company in addition to the driver. 

Sror. 39. It shall be the duty of the officers and members of 
the several engine, hose, and hook and ladder companies, whenever 
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a fire shall break out in the city, to repair to the place of the fire 
with their respective engines, hose, and hook and ladder carriages, 
and other apparatus, in as orderly a manner as may be according 
to the directions, if any are given, of the board of engineers, and 
exert themselves in the most orderly and efficient manner possible 
in working and managing the said engines, hose, hooks and ladders, 
and other apparatus, and in performing any duty that they may be 
called upon to do by any engineer; and upon permission of the 
chief or other engineer, in an orderly and quiet manner, to return 
said engines, hose, hook and ladder carriages, and other apparatus 
to their respective places of deposit ; provided, that in the absence 
of all the engineers, such direction or permission may be given by 
the respective foremen. 


GENERAL PROVISIONS. 


Srect. 40. Whenever any person shall have received his certifi- 
cate of appointment to any office under this ordinance, he shall 
thereby be immediately invested with all the authority conferred, 
and subject to all the duties imposed by the laws, the city ordinan- 
ces, and the rules and regulations of the fire department, and when- 
ever a vacancy shall occur in the department, the same shall be 
filled as soon as conveniently may be. | 

Sect. 41. The engineers, officers, and members of the several 
companies shall, when on duty, wear such badges or insignia as the 
board of aldermen shall from time to time direct, to be furnished 
at the expense of the city, and no other person shall be permitted 
to wear the same, except under such restrictions and regulations as 
the mayor and board of aldermen may direct. 

Sror. 42. No uniform, except such badges and insignia as are 
prescribed from time to time by the board of aldermen, shall be 
worn upon any occasion, by either officers or men belonging to the 
department, to indicate their connection therewith. 

Scr. 43. No company shall have the power to appoint or dis- 
charge any officer or member. 

Srcr. 44. No company shall leave the city, in case of fire in 
the neighboring cities and towns, except by the express order of 
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the chief engineer or one of the assistant engineers; and no com- 
pany shall leave the city for any other purpose. 

Sect. 45. No associations, or organized societies or clubs of 
firemen, as such, shall be allowed in the department, except by the 
express. permission of the city council. 

Sect. 46. No company shall be allowed to impose fines upon 
its members. For every absence or tardiness, there shall be de- 
ducted from the pay of the absent or tardy officer or member the 
sum of twenty-five cents; which amount so deducted shall be paid 
over at the end of each quarter to the treasurer of the company to 
which such officer or member shall belong, to meet the incidental 
expenses of the company. And if any officer or member shall have 
been absent or tardy at more than one-third of the fires, or alarms 
of fires, occurring during the month, if more than five, except in 
case of sickness, such absence or tardiness shall be considered 
good cause for his discharge from the department. 

Srot. 47. The board of engineers, notwithstanding the provi- 
sions herein contained, may, with the approval of the mayor, grant 
to any officer or member of the fire department, if they shall think 
it compatible with the interests of the department, a vacation not 
exceeding two weeks in any one year, upon such terms as they 
shall think expedient. 

And the mayor, with the advice and consent of the board of 
aldermen, may, if he sees fit, whenever any member or officer of the 
fire department shall not, by reason of such vacation, or sickness, 
or otherwise attend to his duties in the department, appoint a 
substitute to act in his place during his absence. 


DUTIES OF THE POLICE IN REGARD TO FIRES. 


Sect. 48. Immediately upon an alarm or discovery of fire, it 
shall be the duty of the members of the police department to 
communicate the fact to the central station by means of the signal- 
boxes in the district in which the fire may be, in accordance with 
the rules and regulations in regard to fire alarms. And it shall 
be the duty of the policemen in the night-time, immediately upon 
an alarm of fire being given or sounded upon the bells connected 
with the fire-alarm telegraph, to give further notice thereof within 
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their respective districts by springing their rattles, crying “ fire,” 
and mentioning the district and box of the district in which the fire 
exists. And if any policeman shall neglect so to do, he shall for- 
feit and pay a fine of not less than two, nor more than twenty 
dollars for every offence. 

Sect. 49. It shall be the duty of such of the police officers of 
the city as may be selected for that service, to repair with their 
staves, or such other badges of office as the board of aldermen 
shall direct, on the alarm of fire, immediately to the place where 
the fire may be, and there to use their best skill and power, under 
the direction of the engineers, for the preservation of the public 
peace, and the prevention of theft and destruction of property, 
and the removal of all suspected persons. 


FIRE-ALARM TELEGRAPH. 


Sect. 50. In the month of January in each year, there shail be 
appointed a joint committee of the city council, to be called the 
committee on the fire-alarm telegraph, to consist of two aldermen 
and three members of the common council. 

Sect. 51. The said committee shall have the care and manage- 
ment of the rooms, apparatus, and machinery connected with the 
fire-alarm telegraph, and shall also have the power to appoint upon 
the nomination of the superintendent, suitable persons to assist in 
the management of said fire-alarm telegraph, and also to discharge 
them, and to establish their compensation, unless it shall be spe- 
cially provided for by the city council; and the said committee 
shall have power to determine the persons to whom shall be 
intrusted the keys of the signal-boxes connected with the said fire- 
alarm telegraph, and, generally, shall have charge of the same, and 
control over the management thereof, subject to any special order 
of the city council. 

Sect. 52. There shall be elected annually on the first Monday 
in February, or within sixty days thereafter, by concurrent vote of 
the two branches of the city council, a superintendent of the fire- 
alarm telegraph, who shall hold his office for one year from the 
first Monday of April in the year in which he shall be elected, and 
until his successor is elected and qualified, or he is removed. He 
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shall be removable at the pleasure of the city council, and all 
vacancies may be filled at any time for the unexpired term. He 
shall receive such compensation as the city council shall from time 
to time determine. 

Sect. 53. Said superintendent shall have the charge of the 
fire-alarm telegraph, under the direction of the committee on the 
fire-alarm telegraph, and shall see that the same is kept in good re- 
pair, and he shall be held responsible for the same. 

Sect. 54. Alarms of fire shall be given by means of the fire- 
alarm telegraph in accordance with the rules and directions hereto- 
fore established for that purpose by the committee on the fire-alarm 
telegraph. 

Sect. 55. The committee on the fire-alarm telegraph shall have 
power from time to time to alter or change said rules and direc- 
tions, and the same shall be binding upon all persons after said 
rules and directions, as altered, shall be placed on file in the office 
of the engineers of the fire department, and with the city clerk, 
and the same shall then be published ; but the city council shall at 
all times have power to alter, amend, or annul the same. 

Sect. 56. No person shall open any of the signal-boxes con- 
nected with the fire-alarm telegraph, for the purpose of giving a 
false alarm, or interfere in any way with said boxes, by breaking, 
cutting, injuring, or defacing the same, or turn the cranks therein, 
except in case of fire, or tamper or meddle with said boxes or any 
part thereof. 

Sect. 57. Any person who shall be guilty of a breach of any of 
the provisions of this ordinance, except as otherwise specially pro- 
vided in any section thereof, shall forfeit and pay a fine of not less 
than two dollars nor more than fifty dollars for each offence. 

Sect. 58. The present chief engineer and other engineers, and 
officers and members of the fire department, shal] continue in the 
department and hold their respective offices therein ; subject, how- 
ever, to the provisions of this ordinance. 


REPEALING CLAUSE, ETC. 


Secr. 59. The ordinance entitled ‘* An ordinance establishing a 
fire department, and providing for preventing and extinguishing 
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fires,” passed on the eighth day of June, in the year of our Lord 
eighteen hundred and sixty, and all ordinances and parts of ordi- 
nances inconsistent with the provisions of this ordinance are hereby 
repealed ; but this repeal shall not revive any ordinance or any part 
of any ordinance previously repealed. 


FIREARMS, BONFIRES, AND BRICKKILNS. 


ORDINANCE. 2. Bonfires, etc., penalty for making any.

Section 1. No person shall fire or discharge any gun, fowling- 
piece, or firearms within the limits of the city of Boston, under a 
penalty for every such offence of not less than one dollar, nor more 
than fifty dollars; provided, however, that this section shall not 
apply to the use of such weapons at any military exercise or re- 
view, or in the lawful defence of the person, family, or property of 
any citizen. 

Sect. 2. If any person shall make any bonfire or other fire in 
any of the streets, squares, commons, lanes, or alleys, or on any 
wharf within the city, without the license of the board of aldermen, 
he shall be punished by a fine not exceeding fifty dollars. 

Sect. 3. No person shall erect, make, or fire, or cause to be 
erected, made, or fired, within any part of the city, any brickkiln 
or limekiln, without the license of the board of aldermen, under a 
penalty of not less than one dollar nor more than fifty dollars, and 
a like sum for every week he shall continue such kiln after notice 
to move the same.

If any person shall take into any dwelling-house, stable, 


barn, outhouse, warehouse, store, shop, or other building within the 
city of Boston, any cannon, swivel, mortar, howitzer, cohorn, or 


firearm, loaded with or having gunpowder in the same, or shall re- 
ceive into any dwelling-house, stable, barn, outhouse, store, ware- 
house, shop, or other building within said city, any bomb, grenade, 


or other iron shell, charged with, or having gunpowder in the same, 
such person shall forfeit and pay the sum of ten pounds, to be re- 
covered at the suit of the engineers in an action of debt before any 
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court proper to try the same; one moiety thereof to the use of 
said engineers and the other moicty to the support of the poor of 
the said city. 

2. All cannon, swivels, mortars, howitzers, cohorns, firearms, 
bombs, grenades, and iron shells of any kind that shall be found 
in any dwelling-house, outhouse, stable, barn, store, warehouse, 
shop, or other building, charged with or having in them any gun- 
powder, shall be liable to be seized by either of the engineers of 
said city ; and upon complaint made by the said engineers to the 
court of common pleas, of such cannon, swivels, mortars, or how- 
itzers being so found, the court shall proceed to try the merits of 
such complaint by a jury; and if the jury shall find such complaint 
supported, such cannon, swivel, mortar or howitzer shall be ad- 
judged forfeit, and sold at public auction, and one-half of the pro- 
ceeds thereof shall be disposed of to the engineers and the other 
half to the use of the poor of the city of Boston. And when any 
firearms, or any bomb, grenade, or other shell shall be found in 
any house, outhouse, barn, stable, store, warehouse, shop, or 
other building, so charged or having gunpowder in the same, the 
same shall be liable to be seized in manner aforesaid ; and on com- 
plaint thereof, made and supported before a justice of the peace, 
shall be sold and disposed of as is above provided for cannon. 

3. Appeals were provided for in prosecutions under the two 
preceding sections, as was usual in other cases. 

4. No commissary, or any other officer or officers, or any person 
or persons in the service of the United States, or acting in the 
department of commissary or quartermaster-general of this com- 
monwealth, shall be permitted to have, keep, or possess, within the 
city of Boston, a greater quantity of gunpowder than four hundred 
pounds ; and the powder so had and possessed within the said city 
shall be kept in a place approved of by the engineers of the said 
city, either under ground in a vault, or in a stone or brick building 
secured against explosion by fire. 

5. Any gunpowder which sha!l be found in the possession of, or 
which may be had or kept within the city of Boston by any officer 
or officers, or any person or persons whatsoever, acting in behalf 
or under the authority of the United States, or by any agent or 
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servant of such officers or persons, and all gunpowder possessed, 
had, or kept by any officer of the commissary or quartermaster- 
general’s departments of the State of Massachusetts, or persons 
acting under the authority of these departments, contrary to the 
provisions of the preceding section, may be seized by any two or 
more of the engineers of the city of Boston, and the same may be 
libelled and condemned and sold, and the proceeds thereof distrib- 
uted, as is by law provided for the forfeiture of gunpowder in other 
cases within said city. 

6. No person, excepting on military duty in the public service 
of the United States, or of this commonwealth, shall keep, have, or 
possess in any building or in any place, or in any carriage, or on 
any wharf or on board of any ship or other vessel within two hun- 
dred yards of any wharf, or of the main land in the city of Boston, 
gunpowder, in any quantity exceeding one pound, in any way or 
manner other than by this and the eight following sections, and by 
the rules and regulations hereinafter mentioned, may be permitted 
and allowed. And all gunpowder had, kept, or possessed contrary 
to the provisions of said sections and of such rules and regulations 
shall be forfeited, and liable to be seized and proceeded against in 
the manner hereinafter provided. 

_ 7. It shall not be lawful for any person or persons to sell any 
gunpowder, which may at the time be within the city of Boston, in 
any quantity, without first having obtained from the engineers of 
said city a license, signed by the chief engineer or by the secretary 
of the board of engineers, on which shall be written or printed a 
copy of the rules and regulations by them established, relative to 
keeping, selling, and transporting gunpowder within said city ; 
and every such license shall be in force for one year from the date 
thereof, unless annulled by the board of engineers, and no longer ; 
but such license may, prior to the expiration of that term, be 
renewed by the chief engineer or the said secretary, from year to 
year, by indorsement thereon ; provided, always, that the board of 
engineers may rescind any such license, if in their opinion the per- 
son or persons have disobeyed the law, or infringed any rules and 
regulations established by said board of engineers. And every 
person who shall receive a license to sell gunpowder as aforesaid, 
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shall pay for the same the sum of five dollars, and for the renewal 
thereof, the sum of one dollar, which sums shall be paid to the 
board of engineers, for their use, for the purpose of defraying the 
expenses of carrying these enactments into execution. 

8. The board of engineers of the city of Boston may establish 
rules and regulations from time to time, relative to the times and 
places at which gunpowder may be brought to or carried from said 
city by land or water, the times when, and the manner in which the 
same may be transported through said city, to direct and regulate 
the kind of carriages and boats in which the same may be so 
brought to, and carried from, and through said city, and to direct 
the manner in which gunpowder may be kept by licensed dealers 
and other persons, and to direct and require all such precautions 
as may appear to them needful and salutary to guard against 
danger in the keeping and transportation of gunpowder. 

9. All gunpowder which shall be kept, had, or possessed within 
the city of Boston, or brought into or transported through the 
same, contrary to the provisions of said sections and to the rules 
and regulations made as aforesaid, may be seized and taken into 
custody by any one or more of the engineers of said city, and the 
same shall, within twenty days next after the seizure thereof, be 
libelled, by filing into the office of the clerk of the superior court 
for the transaction of criminal business, a libel, stating the time, 
place, and cause of such seizure, a copy of which libel, or the sub- 
stance thereof, together with the summons or notice, which such 
clerk is hereby authorized to issue, shall be served on the person 
or persons in whose custody or possession such gunpowder shall 
have been seized, if such person be an inhabitant of this common- 
wealth, by delivering a copy thereof to such person or persons, or 
leaving such a copy at his, her, or their usual place of abode four- 
teen days at least before the sitting of the court at which the same 
is to be heard, that such person or persons may appear and show 
cause why the gunpowder so seized and taken should not be 
adjudged forfeit. And if the powder so seized shall be adjudged 
forfeit, the person or persons in whose custody or possession the 
same was seized, or the occupant or tenant of the place wherein the 
same was so seized, shall pay all costs of prosecution, and execution 
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shall be issued therefor ; provided, that it appear to the court that 
such person or persons had notice of such prosecution by service 
as aforesaid, and in case the person or persons in whose custody or 
possession such gunpowder may be seized shall be unknown to the 
engineer or engineers making such seizure, or in case such gunpow- 
der, at the time of seizure, may not be in the custody or possession 
of any person, or if it shall appear by the return of the officers 
that such person cannot be found, or has no place of abode in this 
commonwealth, then said court shall and may proceed to adjudica- 
tion thereon. And such libel or summons, and also such writ of 
execution for costs, shall and may be served and executed in any 
county in this commonwealth, and by any officer competent to 
execute civil process in like cases. 

10. Any person or persons who shall rescue, or attempt to res- 
cue any gunpowder seized as aforesaid, or shall aid or assist there- 
in, or who shall counsel and advise, or procure the same to be 
done, or who shall molest, hinder, or obstruct any engineer in such 
seizure, or in conveying gunpowder so seized to a place of safety, 
shall forfeit and pay a fine for each offence, of not less than one 
hundred dollars and not exceeding five hundred dollars, to be sued 
for and recovered by action of the case, by any person or persons 
who shall sue for the same in any court proper to try the same; 
and it is hereby made the duty of all persons to aid and assist 
each engineer or engineers in executing the duties hereby 
required. 

11. The said engineers, or any of them, may enter the store or 
place ofany person or persons licensed to sell gunpowder, to 
examine and ascertain if the laws, rules, and regulations relating 
thereto are strictly observed; and on an alarm of fire may cause 
the powder there deposited to be removed, or destroyed, as the 
case may require ; and it shall be lawful for any one or more of the 
engineers of said city to enter any dwelling-house or other place in 
the city of Boston, to search for gunpowder, first having obtained 
from a justice of the police court in said city a search warrant 
therefor, which warrant the justices of said court are hereby author- 
ized to issue, upon the complaint of such engineer or engineers 
supported by his or their oath. 


Fire DEPARTMENT. yar: 


12. Any person who shall suffer injury by the explosion of any 
gunpowder had, kept or transported within the city of Boston con- 
trary to the provisions of said sections, and of the rules and regula- 
tions established as aforesaid, may have an action of the case, in 
any court proper to try the same, against the owner or owners of 
such gunpowder, or against any other person or persons who may 
have had the possession or custody of such gunpowder at the time 
of the explosion thereof, to recover reasonable damages for the 
injury thus sustained. 

13. It shall be the duty of the engineers of the city of Boston 
to cause all such rules and regulations as they may make and 
establish, by virtue of the authority given as aforesaid, to be pub- 
lished in two or more newspapers printed in the city of Boston, 
and to cause such publication to be continued three weeks suc- 
cessively for the information and government of all persons con- 
cerned. 

14. All fines, penalties, and forfeitures which may arise and 
accrue under the eight preceding sections shall and may be prose- 
cuted for and recovered, either in the manner therein specially pro- 
vided, or by indictment, complaint or information in any court 
proper to try the same. And said act shall be taken and deemed 
to be a public act, of which all courts, magistrates, and citizens 
are bound to take notice as such; and in any libel, action, indict- 
ment, information, or complaint upon said act, it shall not be nec- 
essary to set forth any more of the same than so much thereof as 
relates to, and may be necessary truly and substantially to describe 
the offence alleged to have been committed.* 

15. Any person who shall keep, have, or possess any gunpow- 
der within the city of Boston contrary to the provisions of the nine

It also provided, that all rules and regulations made and established by the 
engineers, under and by virtue of the provisions of former acts, should continue 
to have the same force and effect until altered or annulled by the said engineers, 
as if this act had not been passed. 
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preceding sections, or to the rules and regulations of the board of 
engineers therein mentioned, or who shall sell any gunpowder in 
said city without having a license therefor, or contrary to such 
license or the rules and regulations aforesaid, shall forfeit a sum 
not Jess than one hundred dollars, and not exceeding five hundred 
dollars for each offence; and if any gunpowder, kept contrary to 
the said provisions or to such license or to the rules and regulations 
aforesaid, shall explode in any building or on board of any ship or 
other vessel, or in any place in said city, the occupant, tenant, or 
owner of which has not then a license to keep and sell gunpowder 
therein, such occupant, tenant, or owner shall forfeit a sum not less 
than one hundred dollars, and not exceeding one thousand dollars 
for each offence. 

16. The several fines, penalties, and forfeitures, mentioned in 
the ten preceding sections, shall inure to the sole use of the board 
of engineers of the fire department of said city of Boston; pro- 
vided, however, that whenever, on the trial of any prosecution 
under the said sections, any one or more of the said engineers 
shall be sworn and examined as a witness on behalf of the prose- 
cution, a record thereof shall be made in court, and in such case 
the fine, penalty, or forfeiture shall inure to the use of the poor of 
the city of Boston, to be paid over to the overseers of the poor 
thereof. 

17. Whenever any quantity less than ten quarter-casks of gun- 
powder shall be seized and taken into custody by any one or more 
of the engineers of the fire department of the city of Boston, a 
libel or complaint may be filed in the clerk’s office of the police 
court of said city of Boston, and the said police court of said city 
shall have jurisdiction thereof; and the like proceedings thereon, 
(excepting a trial by jury,) shall be had in said court as are pro- 
vided for by the fifth section of the act passed on the twenty-fifth 
day of March, in the year one thousand eight hundred and thirty- 
three, in the like cases of seizures and proceedings before the 
superior court, — saving always to any party aggrieved by any final 
judgment of said police court the right of appeal and trial by jury 
in said superior court. 

18. All fines, penalties and forfeitures imposed by the twelve 
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preceding sections may be sued for and recovered by the chief 
engineer, or any one or more of the engineers of the fire depart- 
ment of the said city of Boston, or by any person thereto author- 
ized by a vote of the board of engineers of the said fire department. 

19. Whoever wilfully and maliciously, by the explosion of gun- 
powder or any other explosive substance, unlawfully destroys or 
injures any dwelling-house, office, shop, or other building, or any 
ship or vessel, shall be punished by imprisonment in the state 
prison not exceeding twenty years, or in the jail not exceeding five 
years, or by fine not exceeding one thousand dollars. 

20. Whoever wilfully and maliciously throws into, against, or 
upon, or puts, places, or explodes, or causes to be exploded in, 
upon, or near any dwelling-house, office, shop, building, or vessel, 
any gunpowder or other explosive substance, or any bomb-shell, 
torpedo, or other instrument filled or loaded with any explosive 
substance, with intent unlawfully to destroy or injure such dwelling- 
house, office, shop, building, or vessel, or any person or property 
therein, shall be punished by imprisonment in the state prison not 
exceeding ten years, or in the jail not exceeding five years, or by 
fine not exceeding five hundred dollars. 

21. Gunpowder manufactured in this State shall be put into 
strong and tight casks containing twenty-five pounds, fifty pounds, 
or one hundred pounds each, unless the same is well secured in 
copper, tin or brass canisters holding not exceeding five pounds 
each, and closely covered with copper, brass or tin covers. 

22. Each cask containing gunpowder manufactured within this 
State, or brought into the same by land or water and landed, shall 
be marked on the head with black paint, in legible characters, with 
the word gunpowder, the name of the manufacturer, the weight of the 
cask, and the year in which the powder was manufactured ; and each 
canister of gunpowder shall be marked with the word gunpowder. 

23. Whoever knowingly marks a cask of gunpowder with the 
name of any person other than the manufacturer of the same, or 
changes gunpowder from a cask marked with the name of one man- 
ufacturer into a cask marked with the name of another manufac- 
turer, shall for each offence forfeit a sum not exceeding twenty 
dollars. 
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24. The city council of a city and the inhabitants of a town 
may order that no gunpowder shall be kept in any place within the 
limits thereof, unless it is well secured in tight casks or canisters ; 
that no gunpowder above the quantity of fifty pounds shall be 
kept or deposited in any shop, store, or other building, or in a 
ship or vessel which is within the distance of twenty-five rods 
from any other building or wharf; that no gunpowder above the 
quantity of twenty-five pounds shall be kept or deposited in any 
shop, store, or other building within ten rods of any other build- 
ing; and that no gunpowder above the quantity of one pound 
shall be kept or deposited in any shop, score or other building 
within ten rods of another building, unless it is well secured 
in copper, tin, or brass canisters, holding not exceeding five 
pounds each, and closely covered with copper, brass, or tin covers. 
They may make a like order in regard to gun-cotton, or other 
substances prepared like it for explosion, and, if considered nec- 
essary for public safety, may restrict the quantity to he so 
kept to one-fifth of the weight of gunpowder allowed by this 
section. 

25. Upon complaint made to a justice of the peace or police 
court by the mayor or either of the aldermen, selectmen, or fire- 
wards of any place, that he has probable cause to suspect, and does 
suspect that gunpowder, gun-cotton, or other substance prepared 
like it for explosion, is deposited and kept within the limits thereof 
contrary to law, such justice or court may issue a warrant directed 
to either of the constables of such place, ordering him to enter any 
shop, store, or other building, or vessel specified in the warrant, 
and there make diligent search for such gun-cotton, gunpowder, 
or other substance suspected to have been so deposited or kept, 
and to make return of his doings to said justice or court forthwith. 

26. Whoever commits an offence against any order made under 
section twenty-four, shall forfeit a sum not exceeding twenty 
dollars; but the two preceding sections shall not extend to any 
manufactory of gunpowder, gun-cotton, or other substances afore- 
said, nor in any case prevent the transportation thereof through 
any city or town, or from one to another part thereof. 
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FIREWORKS. 
STATUTES. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives in General 
Court assembled, and by the authority of the same, as follows: 


Section 1. It shall not be lawful for any person or persons 
to keep or sell any fireworks within the city of Boston, in any 
quantity, without first having obtained from the chief engineer of 
the fire department of said city a license therefor, signed by the 
chief engineer or by the secretary of the board of engineers, on 
which shall be written or printed a copy of the rules and regula- 
tions by them established, relative to the keeping, selling, or 
storage of fireworks within said city, and every such license shall 
be in force until the first day of May next ensuing the date there- 
of, unless sooner annulled by the board of engineers, and no 
longer ; but such license may, prior to the expiration of that term, 
be renewed by the chief engineer or the said secretary, from year 
to year, by indorsement thereon ; provided, always, that the board 
of engineers may rescind any such license, if in their opinion the 
person or persons have disobeyed the law, or infringed on any 
rules or regulations established by the board of engineers; and 
every person who receives a license to sell fireworks as aforesaid 
shall pay for the same the sum of cone dollar, and the same sum 
for the renewal thereof, and all such licenses shall expire on the 
first day of May, annually, and all moneys received for licenses 
shall be paid to the board of engineers, for the purpose of defray- 
ing the expenses of carrying this act into execution. 

Secor. 2. Any person or persons who have for sale or keep in 
possession any fireworks within the city of Boston, contrary to 
the rules and regulations established by the board of engineers 
herein mentioned, or who shall sell any fireworks in said city 
without having first obtained from the said chief engineer, or his 
secretary, a license as aforesaid, shall forfeit a sum not less than 
fifteen nor more than fifty dollars for each offence. 

Secr. 8. This act shall take effect from and after its passage.

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RULES AND REGULATIONS 


Made and established by the Board of Engineers of the City of 
Boston, relative to the sale, storage, and safe-keeping of Fireworks 
in said City, in conformity with a law of this Commonwealth, 
made and passed on the 14th day of April, A. D. 1853. 


_Sxcrron 1. Any person or persons licensed to sell fireworks 
by wholesale or retail, shall not be allowed to keep any charged 
pieces of fireworks exposed in any windows. 

Srcr. 2. All rockets, bombs, shells, mines, or other explosive 
pieces, shall be kept in tight-covered cases; said cases shall 
always be kept closed except when putting in or taking out fire- 
works, which shall be done as expeditiously as is consistent with 
proper care. 

Srct. 8. The board of engineers shall keep a record of all 
licenses granted and renewals thereof, and shall designate how, 
and in what manner fireworks shall be kept, and no alteration 
shall be made unless by consent of the board. Any change made 
by removal shall be indorsed on the license, and no license shall 
be valid for any other place of business, unless so indorsed by the 
chief engineer or secretary of the board. 

Secr. 4. Licenses will be granted on application to the office of 
the chief engineer of the fire department. 


At a meeting of the board of engineers, held on Friday evening, 
April 29, 1853, the foregoing rules and regulations were unani- 
mously adopted. -

GENTLEMEN: The undersigned respectfully submits the follow- 
ing report, from March 31st, 1868, to March 31st, 1869, inclu- 
sive. 

The milk trade of Boston is divided into two branches, for 
which separate sets of books are kept at the office of the 
Inspector. 

Wholesale dealers are those who distribute to families, stores, 
etc., from carriages, and those persons who keep more than one 
cow, in the city proper, Boston Highlands, South and East Bos- 
ton. 

Retail dealers are those who sell in small quantities from 
market-places, stores, shops and cellars. 

The dealers in the Highland District have been registered, 


and are included in this report.

I would remark that my whole time and attention have been 
devoted to the duties of my office. Private families, stores and 
shops, have received constant attention, and many will bear 
their testimony to the aid and assistance that have been ren- 
dered by this office in cases of adulterated milk during the 
past year. 

The following information being useful from year to year, is 
inserted from my last report. “The contracts for the supply of 
milk are generally made twice a year, viz: on the first of April 
and the first of October.” 

“The milk-cans used for the conveyance and sale of milk by 
the dealers, are of two classes. The large cans which hold 
nine quarts and a pint, are in general use by the milk trade of 
Worcester County, and by many of those who collect their 
milk in the towns in the vicinity of Boston. The smaller cans 
which hold eight quarts and one-half pint, are mostly in use on 
the Fitchburg, Lowell, and Eastern railroads, and no milkman ig 
considered equipped for business unless he is the owner of two 
or three full sets of cans—either eights or nines, as above 
described, sufficient to contain the necessary milk for his daily 
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route, one set being in use, while the others are on their way to 
the country for a fresh supply. Many of the milkmen, engaged 
in the family trade, have small cans, holding from a pint to four 
or even six qtiarts, which they fill from the larger cans to suit 
their customers.” 

The price of milk this summer has been about the same as in 
the year previous, viz: “At the farmer’s door, from thirty-three 
to forty-two cents per can, and at the depots in or near the city, 
after collecting and transporting it, from forty to forty-eight 
cents. This is sold to stores and shops, at from fifty-four to 
sixty-two cents per can, and is retailed in smaller quantities to 
families at eight cents per quart.” 

April, 1868. The first part of this month the weather was 
fine and pleasant. The supply of milk in the city was about 
equal to the demand. 

This -month, some of the milk producers of Worcester County, 
placed a new milk car on the Boston and Albany Railroad, 
which has brought in, daily, from one to three hundred cans of 
milk, which will compare favorably with any received in the 
city of Boston. We receive by this road, daily, from twelve to 
fifteen hundred cans, a. portion of which is delivered immedi- 
ately on its arrival. 

This month has been mostly devoted to inspecting the milk in 
the Boston Highlands, and recording the names and places of 
business of all dealers in milk. “Many in this part of the city 
are supplied from the same carriages that furnish the families 
and stores in the south part of the city proper. 

These men leave their milk on the way in from the towns in 
Norfolk County. The facilities also for keeping cows are bet- 
ter in this than in any other part of the city and in this way 

many of the inhabitants supply themselves and their neighbors. 
The middle of this month was cold, rainy and stormy; 
latter part warm and pleasant. 

Admitting the standard of pure, extra good milk to be 20°, 
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and pure good milk 19°, the average standard for this month 
at the Boston Highlands was 183°. 

May was cold, with frequent long rain storms. The supply of 
milk was abundant, more than equal to the demand. By inspec- 
tion at the north part of the city, the milk proved to be unusu- 
ally free from adulteration, and, as was the case last year, large 

quantities were sold to parties at a reduced price for making 
butter. 

The average standard of the milk for this month at the north 
part of the city was 184°. 

JUNE opened cool, with frequent rains, and there was a full 
supply of milk for all demands. The latter part was warm and 
dry, with an increased demand for milk, which some of the deal- 
ers found it difficult to supply. 

The average standard of the milk at the north mate | western 
part of the city this month was 183°. 

JULY commenced dry and hot. The supply of milk was on 
the increase, and the dealers were generally enabled to meet 
the demand. Towards the middle of the month, however, the 
supply gradually decreased, while the dry hot weather greatly 
increased the demand, and many of the dealers left their cus- 
tomers only a limited supply, which others were unable to do at 
any price. ; 

During this month, quite a large number of cans were 
brought to this office for inspection, by the milk agents, who 
declared them to be direct from the cars on their arrival. The 
whole proved, on inspection, to have been either skimmed or 
largely extended, and in some cases both. 

The average standard of the milk in the central and eastern 
part for this month was 17,89,.° 

The average in the north and eastern part of the city, for July 
1860, was 16,98.° 

Avaust. The first part of this month was wet, with much 
thunder and lightning. Large loads of milk were destroyed by 
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the sudden changes of the weather; but in general the supply 
was also much larger. 

As the middle of the month was cooler, the dealers were 
again enabled to meet the demand. ‘Towards the last of the 
_ month the supply was limited, and some of the milkmen supplied 
those less favored, at a greatly advanced price. 

The average standard of the milk at the south part of the 
city was 173°. | 

On the 25th of this month, the Inspector visited by invitation 
some of the dairy farms in Worcester County, from which comes 
daily a portion of the supply for the city of Boston. Many of 
these farms are admirably arranged for this particular branch 
of business, with fine herds of cows, of the Ayrshire, Durham, 
and some of our best native stock, and buildings arranged for 
their comfort and convenience, with constant flowing streams of 
cold water for their use and for cooling the milk for market. 

The milk train from Westboro’ leaves the depot for Boston at — 
10 o’clock, P. M., and previously, during the evening, may be 
seen carriages from different parts of the country coming in 
loaded with from ten to two hundred cans each. These cans 
are closely packed with ice in a closed car, and during the night 
reach Boston. 

SEPTEMBER brought frequent rains and warm weather. With 
some of the milk dealers the supply from the country was quite 
limited. The Inspector was chiefly engaged at the south part of 
the city and Hast Boston, with due regard, of course, to a gen- 
eral oversight of the other parts of the city. At the south part, 
where the milk has generally been found quite free from adul- 
teration, at this time it proved inferior to that of some of the 
poorer wards in the city. 

The average standard of the milk at the south part of the city 
and Kast Boston, this month, was only 174. 

OcroBer. On the first of this month, the winter contracts 
commenced at the following prices, viz, from forty to fifty cents 
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per can at the farmer’s door; at the cars in this city, from fifty 
to sixty cents; delivered to stores and shops, from sixty-two to 
seventy cents; and retailed to families at nine cents per quart. 

In general, with the large milk dealers, the supply was about 
equal to the demand. The weather was cool and wet. 

The average standard at South Boston, for this month, was 
18t°. 

NOVEMBER was cold and wet. The price of milk appears to 
have given general satisfaction alike to farmers, milkmen and 
consumers. 

The latter part of the month, notwithstanding the annual 
Thanksgiving,— a time when usually extra milk is in great 
demand, by previous arrangement of those interested in the 
trade, — an abundant supply was obtained; and never have 
so few complaints been made at this season of the year in 
regard to quality. 

During this month, eighty samples were inspected in differ- 
ent parts of the city, and the average standard was found to be 
Le”. 

DECEMBER was pleasant and moderate throughout. The sup- 
ply of milk with some of the small dealers was quite limited, 
and with others not so abundant as last month. During the 
winter season, a portion of the fresh milk is retained either by 
the producer or the milkman, and the o/dest milk distributed for 
consumption: so that, when received by some of our families, it 
is from three to six days old, and has, in many cases, been 
repeatedly frozen and thawed in the cans. In such cases it is of 
course wholly unfit for use, and is one of the most prolific 
sources of complaint, and of really serious and even dangerous 
results. This old milk, even when not adulterated, produces 
more alarming symptoms in a family than good milk, under some 
of the usual methods resorted to by those who extend it; as, for 
instance, with the addition of burnt sugar, which however dis- 


honest and unjustifiable, is not really dangerous, when we con 
2 
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sider that twenty pounds are sufficient to color thirty-six thou- 
sand five hundred cans. 

The average standard in different parts of the city for this 
month was 172°. 

JANUARY, 1869, was mild and pleasant throughout. In gen- 
eral the supply of milk fully equalled the demand, there being 
no call for an extra quantity in the winter season. The average 
standard in different parts of the city for this month was 18°. 

FEBRUARY was unusually mild,and the winds mostly southerly ; 
with two or three heavy but short rain storms. The supply of 
milk was fully equal to the demand. The average standard 
was about 184°. 

Marcu opened and continued pretty steadily cold; quite in 
contrast with the mildness of midwinter, and more like the late 
fall and opening winter months. Standard of milk 184°. 

On the 9th of March, 1868, a petition was presented the 
Massachusetts Legislature from the milk producers’ association 
of this State and New Hampshire, for further legislation in re- 
gard to the sale and inspection of milk, and the following act 
passed and became a law June 28, 1868: 


AN ACT 
To amend “An Act in relation to the Sale and Inspection of Milk.” 


Section 1. Whoever sells or exchanges, or has in his posses- 
sion with intent to sell or exchange, or offers for sale or 
exchange, adulterated milk, or milk to which water or any for- 
eign substance, has been added, knowing the same to be adult- 
erated or to contain water or any foreign substance, shall, for 
the first offence, be punished by a fine of one hundred dollars 
and, for any subsequent violation, a fine not less than one hun- 
dred dollars, nor exceeding three hundred dollars, and impris- 
oned in the House of Correction not less than thirty nor more 
than ninety days. 
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Sect. 2. The penalties provided in the preceding section, and 
those provided in the act to which this is in addition, may be 
recovered on complaint before any court of competent jurisdic- 
tion; and one-half of the amount of fine imposed, shall go to 
the complainant or informer, and the remainder to the treas- 
urer of the city or town where the offence was committed. 

SeoT. 3. It shall be the duty of every inspector of milk to 
institute complaint on the information of any person who may 
lay before him satisfactory evidence on which to sustain the 
same, and he shall be entitled to receive one-half the amount of 
any penalty recovered therefor, and shall pay over the same to 
the person who has first given him the information on which the 
complaint was made. 

Secor. 4. The several inspectors of milk in the cities and 
towns of this commonwealth shall make known the provisions 
of this act, by advertising the same from time to time, at least 
once a week. 

Approved May 27, 1868. 


At a meeting of the Grand Jury for the County of Suffolk, 
July the sixth, your Inspector placed before them two cases 
against different parties, for selling adulterated milk. 'The iury 
appeared satisfied that the accused sold the milk, and that it 
was badly adulterated; but they were not convinced that suffi- 
cient proof existed, that the accused either adulterated the milk 
themselves, or knew it was so adulterated at the time of sale. 

From this cause or some other objectionable feature in the 
law, the jury were satisfied that no successful action could be 
sustained against them in court; consequently a bill of indict- 
ment was not found. 

When we consider the great distance from which a large por- 
tion of our milk comes, and the number of hands it passes 
through, from the cow to the consumer,— the adulteration, 
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detection and conviction, are matters involving greater difficul- 
ties than most persons imagine. 

First, as to adulteration; the only legal proof is chemical 
analysis, and a sworn certificate from the analyzer, which cannot 
be obtained, generally, in less than twenty-four hours; and 
several cases have, for one reason or another, terminated unfa- 
vorably to the government. 

Derection. That class of milkmen who habitually extend 
their milk, carry two, and some of them three qualities. To their 
best paying family custom, they generally furnish good milk, 
when they are compelled to do so, or lose their customer. 

The stores, shops, and poorer families, receive their second 
grade milk, extended to the amount of one quart or more of 
water to the can, which is made to pass with them as good, fair 
milk. The third grade milk is palmed off by many dishonest 
dealers in times when the supply is not equal to the demand, 
chiefly in extreme hot weather, in seasons of drought, and espe- 
cially at the approach of Thanksgiving. 

This milk is found extended by the addition of from twenty- 
five to thirty-three per cent of water, and in times of extreme 
scarcity mere slops have been left at some of the poorer shops, 
which analysis has proved to be adulterated to the amount of 
more than fifty per cent; and even this fails to bring forth com- 
plaint from either shopkeeper or consumer, as this quantity of 
water forces to the surface what little cream it contains, to aid 
in the deception. 

Some of these places often change their milkman, who receives 
his pay for the milk the same day on which it is left; whilst 
others have a credit for a week or more. The milk stores in 
these places, seldom contain any name or place indicating the 
person who furnishes the milk; and generally those connected 
with the shop are, on this subject, wholly ignorant. 

The store milk is usually left on the door steps between the 
hours of four and six o’clock in the morning, rendering the 
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identity of the person that leaves it, for various reasons, quite 
‘difficult. 

This ability to identify is as important in milk cases as in 
any others. If the inspector be recognized by the criminal, 
when he is leaving an impure article, good milk will be substi- 
tuted for the bad, and the latter left with customers in another 
part of the city. It is common to find these places supplied by 
two or three different milkmen, who change their extended milk 
from day to day to other customers; so that milk which contains 
thirty-five per cent added water to-day, may be followed by 
quite good milk to morrow. 

In the month of July, on the information of a police officer, 
your inspector went with him to a poor family, on Fort Hill, to 
examine some milk. On inspection, it was found to contain 
more than twenty-five per cent added water; and the fact that a 
poor, sickly babe was dependent on this milk, was not the least 
interesting feature in the case. 

On inquiry, he found the milkman to be one whom he had 
long been in pursuit of, and who left the milk daily, at an hour 
when there could be no mistaking the person. Secrecy was 
enjoined on the family in regard to the inspector’s visit, which 
was faithfully promised. [Feeling confident that his efforts 
would soon be crowned with success, he visited the family the 
next day, and found to his surprise, the milk greatly improved. 
The family assured him that nothing had been said or done to 
excite suspicion in the mind of the milkman, and he continued 
his efforts for nearly a weck, the milk varying in quality from 
one day to another; but never sufficiently adulterated to war- 
rant a chemical analysis; and it finally appeared that, although 
no direct information had been given to the milkman, the mother 
had sent to a distant part of the city on the day of the first 
visit, to advise her sister to notify the milkman, who supplied 
both families. 


This is only one of the many similar artifices resorted to not 
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only by private families, but by those in charge of places from 
which milk is sold, some of whom spare neither time nor trou- 
ble to screen their milkman from merited punishment. When 
summoned to appear in court, they are often unwilling witnesses, 
and but little dependence can be placed on their statements. 

If the defendant is convicted, their confidence in him seems to 
remain the same, as they continue to receive his milk, which he 
will extend enough in a short time to pay the cost of prosecu- 
tion. | 

Conviction. On the seventh day of August, your inspector 
placed before the Grand Jury for the County of Suffolk, three 
more complaints for selling adulterated milk. The first against 
one of the Boston milkmen, for selling his extended milk to a 
private family at the south pa:t of the city. It was proved that 
the milk was adulterated when sold, but for the supposed want 
of guilty knowledge, or other necessary proof, they were confi- 
dent that an action in court could not be sustained, and a bill ol 
indictment was not granted. 

The other two complaints were for selling adulterated milk 
to two stores in different parts of the city. The accused had 
been before our courts on similar charges a number of times 
and twice or more convicted. In these cases, evidence was 
placed before the Jury of a nature which removed all doubts as 
to the adulteration, the sale of the milk, and the guilty knowledge 
of the accused, and a bill of indictment was readily certified to 
the Superior Court. This was not the man to enter this court, 
or any other, and plead guilty, under any circumstances; he 
did come in, however, and gave bonds to appear for trial. He 
will appear with able counsel, as he has done before, and contest 
the case up to the point of final judgment. 

Men belonging in the city, or in the country, accused of the 
crime of adulteration of milk, have generally passed in the com- 
munity in which they live as respectable men, and are of a differ- 
ent class from those usually found on trial before our criminal 
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courts. The latter have, with few exceptions, neither money 
nor friends, while the former have both. Hence they employ 
able counsel to defend themselves, especially since the fine was 
increased to one hundred dollars and costs, in addition to the 
peril of their reputation. 

Under these circumstances, however deeply implicated, they 
intend, at all hazards, to be considered innocent until proved 
guilty. 

From April 1867, to April 1868, more than twenty milk 
cases were carried before our courts, under the laws of 1864, 
and with one exception, the parties plead guilty, paid their fine 
and costs, and were advertised, as required by the statute in 
such case made and provided. 

In these cases the fine and cost amounted, generally, to twenty- 
five or thirty dollars; a sum insufficient to obtain the services 
of good counsel. Again, the indictments did not charge them 
with adulterating their milk themselves, but only of selling milk 
that was adulterated. 

The “guilty knowledge” was not averred in the indict- 
ment, and they considered it safer to settle their cases than 
incur the expense and risk of a trial. 

There are some of our laws, which, when brought to a severe 
trial before our courts, do not always stand the test, and this 
may have been the case with the milk law, excepting, perhaps, 
for a period of about four years, when it seems to have been in 
its most perfect form to secure the highest ends of justice, viz, 
the best protection of the public. 

It has often been said by the innocent sufferers from vice and 
crime, that our laws are made and executed for the government 
of good honest citizens, and not for the thousands of rogues who 
infest our country. It is not my duty, however, to criticise the 
law, but to execute its provisions, whatever they may be, to the 
best of my ability. 

Nearly every season for the past nine years, your Inspector 
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has been requested to appear before a committee of the Legisla- 
ture in regard to the milk law. 

During the winter of 1864, a bill was placed before the Legis- 
lature in regard to the sale and inspection-of milk, which was 
referred to the Committee on Agriculture, by whom it was ap- 
proved, and readily passed both branches, and became a law, 
April Ist, 1864. 

One of the most important features of this law reads as fol- 
lows: “ Whoever sells, or keeps, or offers for sale adulterated 
milk, or milk to which water or any foreign substance has been 
added, shall, for the first offence, be punished by a fine of twenty 
dollars, and for a second offence by a fine of fifty dollars, and 
for any subsequent violation, he shall be imprisoned in the 
House of Correction not less than thirty, nor more than ninety 
days.” 

It may be observed that, in this section of the law the word 
“knowingly” was not inserted, and its omission well served the 
intended purposes of justice; for during the four years this law 
was in force, seventy-five cases passed through the courts, four- 
teen of which were sharply contested, nine were convicted and 
five discharged, and of the remaining fifty-seven, the accused 
plead guilty and paid their fines and costs. 

A number of the nine convicted cases were carried from the 
Superior to the Supreme Court, where they remained unsettled 
for a long time, and were finally returned to the Superior Court 
for sentence. 

The Superior Court, under this law, have generally ruled, evi- 
dently for obvious reason, that al/ persons must be held respon- 
sible for the quality of the milk which they sell, the government 
not being obliged to prove their guilty knowledge. 

The great point which underlies this ruling, so essential to 
the protection of the public, is, that a criminal ignorance, which 
is the result of indifference to or neglect of known duty, is as 
culpable as “ gudlty knowledge,” since an acquittal on the ground 
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of “ guilty knowledge,” is only a premium on carelessness and 
deception; to avoid responsibility for what they sell, men have 
only to buy with their eyes shut. This doctrine is not allowed 
in any other branch of business. Where then, would be our 
remedy for the sale of impure milk ? , 

The law of 1864, above referred to, was framed by a man of 
experience in the criminal courts of this State, who had often 
acted as counsel both for and against the government, in the 
trial of milk cases under former laws. He well knew what was 
required, and had seen the folly of obtaining a vast amount of 
unnecessary proof irrelevant to the point at issue, and was intent 
only on the main feature in this section of the law, viz: “The 
adulteration of milk, its detection and punishment.” 

This or any other similar milk law that may be enacted under 
the present system of the milk trade of Boston, if enforced as it 
should be, must necessarily prove an invaluable safeguard to the 
public, who if not thus protected, would be exposed to increas- 
ing imposition in regard to an article of food in more general 
use, and therefore more vitally affecting the general health of 
old and young than any other. This is particularly the case 
when the milk is extended, or otherwise adulterated, or what is 
worse, when very stale, and especially so after repeated frez- 
mgs and thawings, in which last cases it has become so changed 
as to cause immediate and serious sickness. 

In regard to penalties, if they are severe, it is a well-known 
fact, that they do not generally meet the approval of the com- 
muniiy, nor of juries, so as to secure conviction. 

On this point, may there not be in the community a morbid 
sympathy for respectable criminals, which leaves an innocent 
public unprotected ? 

The courts of this county and their officers have always taken 
a deep interest in all the milk cases brought before them, and 
have used all honorable means to obtain conviction of the 


guilty party. 
3 
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Where it has been ‘known that the accused was desirous 
of pleading guilty, their cases have been brought before the 
Municipal Court, as the shortest way to dispose of them and save 
time and trouble for the Superior Criminal Court. 

On January the 1st, 1869, there remained in this court three 
hundred and seventy cases unsettled, showing the vast amount of 
labor to be performed, and continually increasing; so that many 
cases must necessarily remain unsettled for a long time. There 
are now in this court four or five cases for selling adulterated 
milk, which have been pending from six months to two years. 
The last trial by jury was on December the twenty-first, 1866 ; 
from that time till the law was changed, twenty-eight or thirty 
persons plead guilty, and paid their fines and costs, which this 
class of offenders will not be likely to do again, under the pres- 
ent law; and judging from the past, our record of convictions 
must be small indeed, and the course of justice greatly hindered, 
and its security seriously imperilled. Again, from three to six 
witnesses are required in the trial, and when, after a long inter- 
val, the cases do come up, these witnesses can with difficulty be 
found, and if they could, many of the circumstances connected 
with their testimony are from the very lapse of time, forgotten. 

Your Inspector is well satisfied that every complaint made to 
the courts by him has been duly considered and brought to trial 
as soon as time, circumstances, and the exigencies of the court 
woald admit. 

We all know that a portion of our milk is every day more or 
less adulterated, or skimmed, and sometimes both: it is so found 
in stores, shops, and private families. In the stores, in undis- 
turbed cans, the milk is found to be of the same quality as that 
on the counter for sale; and with few exceptions, it is the dealers’ 
practice, of both large and small places, to sell their milk, as 
they receive it from their milkman, and there are many places in 
all parts of the city where good milk can be obtained. 

They in the first place endeavor to secure an honest milkman, 
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and secondly, are willing to pay the highest price for their milk. 
These places do not expect to make much if any profit on this 
article of trade; but feel obliged to keep it to accommodate their 
customers, and to assist in increasing the business of their place. 

Many of our families send to these places for their extra milk, 
and frequently obtain a better article than they receive from 
their own milkman. 

There are other places, however, where, while intending to 
keep good milk, the dealers tell the milkman, that unless he 
reduces his price, they will be obliged to obtain their supply 
from other parties. 

The miikmen are continually hard pressed on this point. 
However disposed they may be to be honest, they have the alter- 
native of losing a customer or of bringing the water to their aid 
to counterbalance the reduction in price, which they generally 
do sufficiently to maintain the profit on their milk, which is found 
on inspection to contain about one-eighth or more of added 
water. 

The third and lowest class places sell from one to three cans 
of milk daily, and some of them have no regular milkman; but 
they buy, and pay for their milk, from the first one seen on the 
street in the morning. The most of this milk has been either 
skimmed or watered, and the former plan is more generally 
adopted during the summer months. Others have their regular 
milkman, who leaves their milk very early in the morning, on 
the shop door-step, and, after other customers are supplied, 
returns for his pay and the empty cans of the day previous. 
This milk also is more or less adulterated, and the occupants of 
the store obtain it for three or four cents per can cheaper than 
the market price of good milk. 

Against these places, complaints have been made in court, the 
milkman paying the expense of prosecution. 

Private families sometimes for various reasons, extend their 
milk. Cases have occurred where thev have used water, molas- 
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ses, and table salt, and immediately sent for the services of the 
Inspector. In such cases, it appeared that there was a large 
unsettled milk bill pending, and that their milkman was sup- 
plying them with good milk. 

The adulteration, however, but too often comes from those 
who supply families; and where the fact of adulteration is 
clear, there are two remedies in addition to prosecution; first, 
the milkman can be discharged; and secondly — be it remem- 
bered — his bill is not recoverable in law. These are remedies 
which may be made to reach back from one criminal through 
another to the very barn door of the producer. 

The Inspector’s attention has been called to some of the 
boarding-houses, and fault has been found with some of the 
hotels, by the boarders, respecting the quality of the milk. It 
is clear that milk is adulterated, in some of these establish- 
ments, after passing from the hands of the milkman. In some 
cases where trouble seemed seriously to threaten the innocent 
milkman, confession has been made by the guilty keeper of the 
establishment, who plead in excuse that provisions were high, 
and milk so scarce, that extension was necessary to make it 
hold out. ‘This making the milk “hold out” will be found equally 
chargeable upon not a few of our eatimg-houses and like 
establishments. This class should remember that this “ making 
the milk hold out” is the very crime of the offending milkman, 
and for the punishment of which, the law, with its prohibition 
and penalties, has been cnacted, and that the practice, in all 
cases, is equally criminal, and equally within the intent and 
scope of the law, because it is a dishonest imposition on the 
confidence of their customers, and a clear and flagrant violation 
of their rights. Some milkmen not only adulterate their milk, 
but remove the cream, which is equally dishonest and: criminal. 
Many of them have the name, and deservedly, too, of being the 
most largely engaged in the skimming process and the adultera- 
tion of the milk sold in the city of Boston. Dishonest men are 
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found everywhere. Human nature shows itself in the country 
the same as in the city; for we all know that milk is sometimes 
watered, and more frequently skimmed before leaving the 
dairies. Every year, we have abundant proof of this fact; and 
many a man has made humble confession, and settled with his 
victim on the most favorable terms, rather than incur prosecu- 
tion and a ruined reputation. Notwithstanding all this, what- 
ever may be written or said in regard to the general quality, or 
the price, of the milk in the city of Boston, special care has 
been taken during the past year to obtain facts on this point; 
and we can assure our citizens that Boston, on this, as on many 
other matters, will compare favcrably with other large cities in 
this country. 

What constitutes a good milk route in the city of Boston? 
We reply, milk from the best dairies, the number of cans daily 
delivered, the class of customers supplied, the number of cans 
delivered at any one place, and the purity of the milk when de- 
livered. 

We have now in this city two hundred and twenty-five milk 
routes, divided into three classes. The first are considered by 
their owners to be worth from six to ten thousand doliars, with 
horses, carriages, three hundred milk cans, an interest in milk 
pits, ice houses, etc. These routes distribute from seventy to one 
hundred cans of milk, daily, to opr first-class public houses, din- 
ing saloons, large groceries, and some of them, to a few private 
families. 'These places seldom require the services of your 
inspector. ‘They are able and willing to pay the highest mar- 
ket price for good milk, which they generally receive. Routes 
of this class do not often change hands; and many of them 
have been conducted by the same men for the past ten or twelve 
years. 

The second class. — These routes are sold at from three to 
six thousand dollars, varying also in price according to the 
number of cans distributed and the class of customers supplied. 
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Some of these routes furnish milk to private families exclu- 
sively; others only to stores. These extend their milk as cir- 
cumstances may seem to require. To this class belong many 
of the milkmen from the neighboring towns, who bring in, daily, 
from twenty-five to forty-five cans each. Many of these men 
bring in good milk and supply some of the most particular fami- 
lies in the city; while others always extend their milk more or 
less, in times of scarcity, from twenty-five to thirty-three per 
cent added water. Some of these routes often change hands, 
while others remain in the same family, for many years, and are 
handed down from father to son. 

The third class routes are sold frequently, varying in price 
from one to three thousand dollars, and using from twenty-five 
to forty cans of milk daily, which is distributed to small shops, 
and poor families, many of whom care but little as to the quality 
of the milk, provided they obtain a low-priced article, which they 
certainly do, and dear at that. It is true that even some of these 
men have good milk; but generally they undersell other milk- 
men, and entice away their customers; and we find the standard 
of their milk to be a fair index to the general character and rep- 
utation of the men. | 

During this year, twelve or more new routes have been com- 
menced by parties able to obtain a small supply of milk, who, 
in order to secure customers, sell their milk at a reduced 
price ; and to sustain themselves, resort not only to the skimming 
process but also to extending their milk without limitation. 
These men commence business with little capital, and soon find 
themselves’ unable to pay the agent for the milk already 
received. Hence they sell to other milkmen the few customers 
they have obtained, and are seen no more. There are others, 
however, that have money and friends, and go into the business 
with a few cans of good milk, with a determination to succeed. 
They are always upon the watch for a customer that wants 
good milk, and is willing to pay for it. These men would pros- 
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per inany business; and in two or three years they build up a 
first-class milk route. 

There are thousands of families within the limits of the city 
of Boston who are good judges of the quality of their milk, and 
who know at once when they need the services of the Inspector. 
While others are so indifferent as but seldom, if ever, to have 
the quaity of their milk as it should be. It is either half 
skimmed and not watered, or else watered and not skimmed. 
Their milk is in accordance with their other articles of family 
consumption, and if they can but obtain their supply for a cent 
or two less, per quart, and receive from their milkman an extra 
pint occasionally, they are perfectly satisfied. 

Friday, December 8th, 1868, a small sample of milk was 
brought to this office for inspection by a physican of South 
Boston, who stated that he came from a family in his neighbor- 
hood where his professional services had been required in con- 
sequence of bad milk. The sample brought to the office being 
small, no satisfactory result could be obtained. Your Inspector 
immediately visited the family, and found the mother and three 
children who had partaken of this milk, convalescent. In 
another family at the same house, and supplied from the same 
source, the children not relishing the taste, refused to partake 
of it; but their father, a stout, able-bodied man, having used a 
pint or more with his breakfast, was taken sick at his work and 
obliged to return home. | 

This family had used but a small portion of the milk taken 
from the milkman in the morning; the remainder, on being ex- 
amined, revealed at once the cause of the sickness. This milk 
contained a fair amount of cream, with the usual specific gravity 
of pure, good milk. But it had a perfect taste of bitter butter- 
milk, although it gave no indications of any of the usual forms 
of adulteration. 

The milk was old, and had been undoubtedly frozen and thawed 
in one of the large cans used in the sale and conveyance of milk. 
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From information obtained, independent of the milkman, it was 
shown that two extra cans of milk had that morning been bought 
from one of the railroad milkmen. 

This milk, on being thawed, was considered unfit for use; and 
the cans were marked and placed apart from the other milk. 
One of these cans, however, was taken from the milk carriage 
by a boy in the employ of this milkman during his absence; and 
the milk left to the families as above related, was from this can. 

Persons are sometimes made sick by the use of meats, fish, 
water, and oftentimes by milk, from causes which careful chemi- 
cal analysis utterly fails to detect. But in the present case, 
cause and effect are plainly visible without an analysis. 

Persons should always refrain from using milk when the tasteand 
smeli are unpleasant; for although the cause may seem to be com- 
paratively harmless, as when it results from want of care in feed- 
ing, thorough cleaning of the udder, cleansing the cans, and prop- 
erly cooling the milk for market, still these are all serious and 
disgusting defects, arising from ignorance, carelessness, and often 
indifference on the part of those concerned, which is inexcusable 
and in fact often criminal when we look at it with regard to what 
is due from man to man, and still more when we consider its per- 
nicious effects on the public health, comfort and happiness. In 
fact, when extraneous matter, as for instance, dirt from the udder, 
is allowed to get into the milk so as to affect its taste, as a very 
smail quantity will affect it, it amounts, in fact, to something 
viler than adulteration, and must be so regarded. 

A word as to one crime still more serious. It is when a dai- 
ryman deliberately, or from want of due care, allows milk that 
is bloody, or the first few milkings after “coming in” or from a 
cow known to be diseased, to go to market thinking or hoping 
it may escape detection when mixed with that which is pure. 
This only vitiates the whole; and the only way to prevent this 
kind of unscrupulous criminality, and the serious evils in its 
train, is to maintain a high standard, and hold men just as re- 
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sponsible for a criminal 1gnorance as for what is termed in court 
“ owlty knowledge” of adulteration or impurity. 

The only safeguard is, to require all dealers to exercise due 
care and watchfulness over those from whom they purchase, and 
to hold all concerned responsible for what they sell. 

The following remarks are made in consequence of the large 
number of cows kept within the limits of the city, and fed 
largely on brewers’ grains, and the number of families, in part 
or wholly supplied from these cows, whose milk analysis and 
other tests have proved inferior to either the desiccated milk, or 
the pure fresh milk from the country. 

The condensed or desiccated milk, which is thé milk as it 
comes from the cow, after the water is evaporated, with the ad- 
dition of some simple chemical preparation to prevent souring 
in the manipulation, and a definite quantity of pure loaf sugar, 
is the best substitute for fresh new milk that a family can have 
who do not keep and milk their own cow, and cunnot obtain 
good fresh milk. 

In all our large cities it is safer and better to feed infants on 
desiccated milk, diluted to its original consistency, than to feed 
them on the impure or extended article sometimes sold as milk, 
and even if one could always depend upon his milkman, and 
feel assured that he sold nothing but what was milked from 
his cows, how inferior the milk from cows kept in cities, and 
fed on brewery grains and slops, to that of country cows whose 
feed is the fresh and fragrant herbage of upland pastures. 

This milk, like sugar, dissolves better in warm than in cold 
water. 

One pound will make three quarts of good milk. For tea, 
coffee or chocolate, it can be put on the table and used as 
sugar, but should be allowed to dissolve in the cup a moment 
before being stirred, as the cream globules will then remain 
unbroken. 

For young children, a table spoonful dissolved in a teacupful — 
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of water, is sufficient. For older children and invalids, the 
proportion must be regulated by circumstances, and the taste 
and judgment. 

Let it be observed, that we only recommend this compound 
as a substitute where the pure, fresh article cannot be obtained, 
and as preferable to city or even country milk, from cows fed 
on brewers’ grains, and swill. 

Desiccated milk is a distinct article of commerce, acknowl- 
edged to be, as it necessarily is, a compound equally liable to 
adulteration and impurity, without due care in regard to all the 
articles which enter into its composition, and especially -in 
regard to the original milk itself. Soda in excess, is, no less 
than saleratus, deleterious to health, and the time may come, 
when desiccated milk must be subjected to rigid analysis to 
insure its purity. “ Hternal vigilance,” and a high standard of 
honest dealing, are our only safeguards. 

It may not be generally known, that whenever and wherever 
purchasers have doubts in regard to the quality of their milk, 
they have only to notify the Inspector at the City Hall, to receive 
his prompt attention, free of all expense. 

In conclusion, the usual acknowledgments are especially due 
to Dr. James C. White, chemist, for his ready and valuable ser- 
vices; also to the courts, officers, and private individuals, who 
have interested themselves in the furtherance of the objects of 
this department. 

Since writing the above, some of the milk cases mentioned in 
this report as pending before our courts, have within a few days 
been settled. 7

THE Committee on Laying out and Widening Streets respect- 
fully report, that an additional loan of seventy-five thousand 
dollars will be required for the payment of unsettled claims 
for damages occasioned by the widening of Federal Street, 
between the foot of Summer Street and First Street, in South 
Boston. 


This street was widened June 6, 1868, and a loan was made at 
that time, of . ‘ : : : ; $250,000 00 
Additional loan asked for . 5 : - 75,000 00 


Making a total of . - : $325,000 00 


The loan of $250,000 was based on estimates made by the 
Committee on Streets, of 1866. But since the widening of the 
street, the Committee of last year made a careful estimate of 
damages, which was adopted by the Board of Aldermen, Dec. 
14, 1868, and which amounted to $306,039.35. 

In the settlement for damages to the Wright estate on this 
street, the whole estate was purchased for $27,000, which amount 
was paid from this loan, and which was not included in either 
estimate (only the portion damaged being estimated). The 
proceeds from this estate, when sold, will not be credited to this 
loan, but will be paid into the Sinking Fund. 
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The Committee therefore unanimously recommend the passage 
of the accompanying order.

THE Committee on Streets, on the part of the Common Coun- 
cil, to whom were referred the resolve and orders from the Board 
of Aldermen for the extension of Broadway, sixty feet in width 
from Federal Street to Albany Street, have given the subject the 
consideration and attention demanded by its importance, and 
regret their inability to reach a unanimous conclusion. 

A majority of the committee beg leave to present the fol- 
lowing 


REPORT. 


That the proposed extension of Broadway is one of a series 
of projects more or less local in the benefits to be derived from 
them, which have been presented to this council and its immedi- 
ate predecessors, involving large expenditures of the public 
money, and thereby greatly increasing the public debt of the 
city; and as there are other and quite important and costly 
measures maturing, which must soon be submitted for our con- 
current action, the committee have given the whole matter consid- 
eration as to its bearings upon the particular subject referred to 
them, and desire as concisely as possible to present their views. 

The expense for land taken and damages occasioned by the 
extension on the high grade, is estimated by the Board of Alder- 
men at $226,586.17. 

Two estimates have been made by the City Engineer for con- 
structing the bridge over Fort Point Channel and the approaches, 
viz: 
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First. The approaches on both sides of the channel to be 
solid filling, with the exception of bridges over Foundry Street 
and Lehigh Street, $366,711.50. 

Second. The approaches on both sides of the channel to be 
partly on iron columns, $296,276. 

The present estimates for the extension are based upon the 
approaches being built on iron columns, and the amount of 
$550,000 named in the order to borrow, is made up as follows:

In 1867, the Committee on Streets, of the Board of Aldermen, 
obtained estimates of the expense of making the extension, both 
at high and low grades. The estimates for the extension sixty 
feet in width, at the high grade from Federal Street to Albany 
Street, in fact the same as proposed by the resolve and orders 
now before the council, were as follows:

A comparison of these figures exhibits the singular fact that 
the estimates for this year are about $260,000 below those of 
the year 1867, nearly $200,000 being in the item for land dam- 
ages, when the fact is notorious that the value of real estate 
within the past year has been greatly enhanced. 
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The committee are unable to furnish accurate estimates 
of their own. They are obliged to base their calculations 
almost entirely upon information furnished by the Board of 
Aldermen, who are required by statute to adjudge the expense 
of laying out or altering a street. It is proper, however, that 
they should express their opinion upon the correctness of the 
estimates presented to them, and in the present instance, after 
careful examination of the details upon which the total amount 
asked for by the Board is based, they are clearly of opinion that 
the estimates are far below the actual cost of the extension. 
The committee of this branch last year appear to have held the 
same opinion, although they reported in favor of the measure. 
In concluding their report, they state they “have not been able 
to obtain such accurate estimates of the land and grade dam- 
ages, and the cost of constructing the roadway and the bridges, 
as they would be justified in presenting to the council; and they 
assume no responsibility for the estimates presented by the other 
branch.” 

Even allowing the present estimates, so far as they go, 
although not including the cost of building the roadway, paving, 
&¢c., to be substantially correct, the question arises, “ Will the 
extension of Broadway to Albany street, afford that relief or 
accommodation to travel between South Boston and the city 
proper, which will be at all commensurate with the outlay ?” 
We are of the opinion that it will not. 

The distance in a straight line from the head of State Street 
to Federal Street at Summer Street is 2,100 feet; from the head 
of State Street to Albany Street at Way Street is 4,550 feet; 
from the head of State Street to Dover Street at Harrison 
Avenue is 5,650 feet. 

It is, we think, beyond question, that nearly all the travel 
from South Boston will come to the city proper over any ave- 
nue which reaches directly the point indicated, upon Federal 
and Summer streets. And persons going to the southerly por- 

1* 
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tion of the city cannot be seriously inconvenienced by passing 
over Dover Street Brridge which crosses Albany Street at a 
point only 1,100 feet distant from the proposed intersection of 
Broadway with that street. 

The streets connecting Albany Street with Washington Street 
at the point where Broadway would intersect, will not remedy 
the discomfort experienced in Federal Street. To obviate this 
difficulty the projectors of this extension contemplate a continu- 
ation of Broadway to Washington Street; the additional cost of 
the continuation to this point was estimated by the committee of 
1867 (City Document 98) at $684,100, making in the agegre- 
gate, the startling sum of $1,492,900. 

The rapid increase in price of landed property in this 
vicinity, and the erection of buildings upon the line during the 
past year, must materially increase these figures. 


The exigencies of the late unfortunate civil war demanded 
from all, large and immediate contributions of means. Not 
only our State and City governments as such, but our citizens 
became accustomed to the appropriation and expenditure, of ex- 
traordinary sums of money, excusable and unavoidable then in 
a measure, from the necessities and urgency of the case. This 
emergency has now passed, and it devolves upon us as guardi- 
ans of the municipal interests of our constituents to use the 
strictest economy consistent with the future progress and wel- 
fare of our city, restricting the expenditures so far as practi- 
cable to those projects which are of immediate and pressing ne- 
cessity, and for the development cf general business and trade, 
avoiding or deferring those partial or local in their promised 
benefits. The inflation of prices consequent upon the peculiar 
condition of the finances of the country, has created almost fabu- 
lous rates for real estate and skilled labor, which it is reason- 
able to suppose will recede in a very considerable degree upon 
the return to specie payments, an event which all prudent busi-- 
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ness men are now So anxiously anticipating. The measure now 
submitted to us involves the purchasing or taking large amounts 
of property at thig extreme point of inflation and paying for it 
in bonds which at maturity must be paid in gold. Already 
large classes of our citizens are beginning to seriously feel this 
unnatural condition of values. The large profits on merchan- 
dise and manufacturing realized during the late civil war, have 
ceased, while the rents and all other expenses attendant upon 
business as well as domestic wants, are sustained or increasing. 
This condition of affairs cannot continue much longer without 
involving the people in general bankruptcy and ruin. 

It would seem, for the reasons already stated, that a project 
so partial in its bearings upon the welfare of the whole city, of 
such magnitude if carried out as its projectors undoubtedly 
desire and intend, involving an expenditure of money vastly 
beyond the estimates now presented to us, and which has failed 
to receive the favorable action of either City Council since 1866, 
although it has annually been pertinaciously pressed upon their 
consideration, should under existing circumstances, be deferred. 

The unprecedented and sudden increase of the city debt, as 
will appear by the forthcoming report of the Auditor, is so con- 
trary to the policy which has been heretofore pursued, that it 
should induce careful investigation and criticism of the expen- 
ditures which have caused it, not only as to the necessity of the 
measures themselves, but as to the prudence, economy and good 
judgment with which they have been executed; and until then, 
we should decline to add to the burdens already very heavy, the 
expense of a measure so doubtful, both as to its utility and cost, 
as the one now presented to us. 

Beyond all this, an amount altogether larger than it is pleas- 
ant to contemplate will be required to finish the matters now in 
hand, and for projects to which the city is committed, or which, 
from their nature, are inevitable: The Atlantic Avenue, the 
removal of Fort Hill, the raising of the Suffolk Street and 
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Church Street districts, the reservoir and drive-way at Newton, 
the Girls’ High and Normal School, the extension of Shawmut 
Avenue to Tremont Street; besides, the proposed extension of 
Washington and Devonshire and the widening of Hanover and 
other streets; some of these projects are of questionable expe- 
diency, and involve the expenditure of many millions of dollars 
in their execution. 

Federal Street is, and from its location must continue to 
be, the main thoroughfare to South Boston and if any addi- 
tional reason for delay in the matter now under consideration 
is needed, it may be found in the fact, that at a low estimate 
the sum of $400,000* will be required for the widening of 
Federal Street to sixty feet between Summer Street and 
First Street, for the express purpose of relieving the travel 
from South Boston; this widening is not yet completed, and 
sufficient time has not elapsed to test the benefits to be 
derived and the relief to be afforded by it. Many of the parties 
who were persistent in their demands for this widening, are 
now among the strongest advocates for the extension of Broad- 
way. If the result of so large an expenditure as that for the 
widening of Federal Street, does not realize their expectations, 
or is likely to prove unsatisfactory, does it not require of us 
great caution and a careful scrutiny of every proposition having 
ostensibly the same object in view ? 

The reasons already suggested would seem to be sufficient 
for the postponement of this extension, at least for the present; 
but we propose to examine with some care the present and 
future requirements of that portion of the city which it is 


* The appropriation made for the widening last year was $250,000. An 
additional appropriation of $75,000 has just been made at the request 
of the Committee of the Board of Aldermen, (City Doc. 39), which makes 
the total for land damages alone, $325,000. The expense of making the 
roadway will be at least $25,000, and for widening the bridge (for which 
authority has just been granted by the Legislature,) $50,000 more, making 
the total cost of the improvement certainly not less than $400,000. 
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claimed will be particularly benefited by the opening of this 
avenue, and ask a careful consideration of the subject by those 
who feel the responsibility of their position, and a desire to act 
for the best interests of the city. 

The flats on the northerly shore of South Boston are the 
proper, and, in fact, the only available location for the depots 
of the railroads entering Boston on its southerly side. Nego- 
tiations are now pending, and will, without reasonable doubt, be 
soon concluded, for the purchase of large tracts of these flats by 
our most extensive railroad corporations, for immediate filling 
and occupation. The consummation of this most desirable and 
advantageous arrangement for the State and City, as well as 
the railroads, will involve the building of the Northern Avenue 
to terminate at Oliver Street, as now extended, and Eastern 
Avenue, to terminate at the easterly end of Summer Street, thus 
connecting the territory with Boston proper, at two central 
points, and with great thoroughfares. When the streets at 
South Boston running at right angles with these avenues are 
extended, new and direct means of reaching the centres of busi- 
ness, both wholesale and retail, will be furnished; and expe- 
rience teaches that heavy or business travel, and generally 
light carriages, will follow the shortest and most direct routes. 
Although the idea may not be an entirely agreeable one to per- 
sons who are now so pleasantly located at South Boston, as are 
many of the petitioners for the extension of Broadway, yet we 
think it must be admitted by all who take a comprehensive view 
of the matter, that South Boston will not continue to be occu- 
pied for any considerable length of time for private residences ; 
it is a favorable location for large manufacturing establishments, 
which, from the nature of their business, or the bulk of the arti- 
cles manufactured, require a large amount of room, and fre- 
quently water front for the landing of coal and other material. 
Such establishments, if our growth is as continuous as we have 
reason to anticipate, will probably very soon occupy a large 
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portion of that section of the city. The rise in the value of the 
estates for manufacturing purposes, the smoke and other incon- 
veniences incident to such works, will have a tendency to induce 
a change of residence by persons not connected with the manu- 
factories, leaving only those who, from necessity, feel obliged to 
submit to what, under other circumstances, they would gladly 
avoid. 

The occupation of the flats by the railroads being placed — 
beyond doubt, the building of the Northern and Eastern avenues 
will be a necessity, and cannot be avoided or delayed without 
sacrificing the best interests of our citizens by retarding the 
growth and development of the business of the city. 

We think quite sufficient has been presented to warrant the 
Council to delay action in this matter until we can have the 
whole plan for the improvement and enlargement of the terri- 
tory, including the proposed new avenues, placed before us. 

In conclusion, your committee would state that they have 
endeavored to examine the subject free from bias or prejudice, 
with the care its importance demands, and with a view to the 
present and prospective wants of the whole city. They believe 
the proposed thoroughfare will not afford that accommodation 
to the travel which the citizens of South Boston anticipate, and 
that the additional means of communication which are sure to 
be furnished in the not distant future in other localities, will 
entirely obviate any necessity for such a thoroughfare hereafter. 

The undersigned would therefore report, that in their opinion, 
the resolve and orders ought not to pass.

THE undersigned, members of the Committee on Streets of 
the Common Council, feel it to be their duty to dissent from the 
report and recommendation of the majority of the committee 
on the mattcr of the extension of Broadway; aud they beg 
leave to present the following 


MINORITY REPORT. 


The estimate for land damages, given in detail on page 8, 
’ of City Doc. No. 31, is made by persons who have had an expe- 
rience of many years in appraising the value of real estate, and 
assessing damages caused by widening or extending streets; and 
whose judgment on such matters is not to be lightly set aside. 
After hearing their statements, and making a personal examina- 
tion of the territory covered by the extension, the undersigned 
.have every reason to believe that their estimates are substan- 
tially correct. The estimates for building the bridges and ap- 
proaches are made by the City Enginecr, and have not been 
called in question by any one. It may safely be presumed, that 
the entire expense of making the extension from Tremont Street 
to Albany Street, including grade damages, building the road- 
way and paving, will not exceed $600,000. | 

In order to obtain all the information possible upon the sub- 
ject, the committee gave ample notice in the daily papers that a 
hearing would be given to all persons interested, either for or 
against the extension. In response to that notice, a large num- 
ber of the residents of South Boston, including many of the 
largest property holders, came before the committee, and pre- 
sented, in the most convincing manner, the necessity for this ad- 
ditional thoroughfare to the continued prosperity of South Bos- 
ton. The population of South Boston at the present time is 
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about 42,000; more than one-sixth of the entire population of 
the city. Its area of upland is nine hundred acres, exceeding 
by two hundred and ten acres the original area of upland 
of the city proper. With the occupation of the flats on the 
northerly shore, South Boston will represent in area more than 
one-fourth of the whole city, including East Boston and the 
Highlands. 

The immense travel to and from this section of the city, is seen 
by the following record of passages over the several bridges for 
twenty-four hours: 


Federal Street bridge —foot passengers, 17,700 

teams of all kinds, 5,018 

Mt. Washington Avenue bridge — foot passengers, 8,510 

teams, 3,840 

Dover Street bridge — foot passengers, 11,128 
teams, 2417 - 


It appears from this that 26,210 foot passengers, and 8,858 
teams, pass over Federal Street and Mt. Washington Avenue 
in one day. It must be obvious to any one passing through Fed- 
eral Street, that some speedy relief is needed for the public 
travel. When the draw of the bridge is open (and it is open 
7,100 times during the year), the teams collect on either side 
for a distance of half a mile. Blocks frequently occur, which 
detain the horse cars and delay the transportation of merchan- 
dise. The widening to sixty feet will clearly be insufficient to 
meet the present demands for accommodation, not taking into 
account the rapid increase of travel in this direction. © 

It is probable that before the end of the year, Dorchester 
will be annexed to this city; and in that event, the extensive 
area from Washington Village to Neponset River will, in a very 
few years, become thickly populated by persons doing business 
in Boston. Increased accommodation for travel between the 
city proper and South Boston will then be an absolute neces- 
sity; and a glance at the map will show that such accommoda- 
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tion can be furnished only by an additional street located 
between Federal Street bridge and Dover Street bridge. Ele- 
vated above the railroad tracks, the docks, and the unpleasant 
surroundings of the manufacturing establishments, which make 
the present thoroughfare below Dover Street unpleasant to foot 
travellers and light teams, this extension, at high grade, will 
afford a direct and pleasant means of communication, which 
must be vastly beneficial to property in South Boston and Dor- 
chester, and a great convenience to the whole community. 

On the point of local benefit, the Committee on Streets of this 
branch, for 1868, in their report (which was unanimous in 
favor of the extension), made the following statement: 

“Some of the largest owners of real estate have stated their 
willingness to pay their proportion of the expense of building a 
new avenue, and their belief that the increased value of the prop- 
erty in South Boston would pay taxes sufficient to meet the 
interest of a loan for the purpose, and establish a sinking fund 
to pay the principal in a few years. 

“Tt is estimated that direct assessments may be made on the 
estates on Broadway sufficient to cover at least half the expense 
for land damages, viz, $125,000. 

“From the records in the Assessors’ Department, it appears 
that there are 12,222,118 square feet of vacant land in Ward 
Twelve, valued at $1,223,300; about ten cents per foot. In 
Ward Eleven there are 1,969,808 square feet of vacant land, val- 
ued at $1,317,535; about sixty-six and two-thirds cents per foot. 

“South Boston is as near the business portion of the city as 
Ward Eleven, and there is no reason why the uplands in South . 
Boston should not be as desirable for residences as the filled 
flats in Ward Eleven, if proper acommodations for travel are 
afforded.” 

In view of the rapid advance of business in a southerly direc- 
tion, and the increase in the amount of travel resulting from that 
cause and from the occupation of vacant lands in South Boston 
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and Dorchester, can any reasonable person doubt the ultimate — 
necessity for this extension ? 

In the discussions which have been had upon this subject here- 
tofore, we have observed that the opponents of the measure have, 
almost without exception, admitted that the extension must take 
place some time. To make such an admission, and yet to vote 
against immediate action, seems to us, in view of the immense 
expense to which the city has been subjected from the delay to 
widen and extend streets until the advance of business has ren- 
dered it unavoidable, an astonishing want of foresight. In the 
present instance, every year’s delay must, of course, greatly aug- 
ment the expense. 

What, then, should prevent the government from ordering this 
much needed improvement to be made at this time? Certainly 
nothing in the financial condition of the city. The treasurer 
was never in a better position to make a loan upon favorable 
terms. The credit of the city never stood higher than it stands 
to-day. The large apparent increase to the city debt during the 
year 1868, can be readily explained and defended. In 1866, a 
law for which the city had been praying the legislature for 
twenty years, authorizing an assessment for betterment on 
account of laying out and widening streets, was passed. It was 
not until last year that the law was perfected, and the work of 
making straight the narrow ways of the city, which had been in 
contemplation for many years, and which, up to that time, had 
been done piecemeal, was fully entered upon. Federal, Hano- 
ver, Tremont and Devonshire streets were widened, and Atlantic 
avenue was laid out, at an expense of nearly three million dollars, 
by the almost unanimous action of the City Council. It should be 
remembered that a large part of this sum which went to increase 
the debt last year, will be returned to the city treasury under 
the assessments for betterment, and go into the sinking fund for 
the redemption of the debt. . 

Can it be pretended that the extension of Broadway will be 
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- less beneficial, looking at it either as it affects the city at large 
or a particular section, than the widening of Hanover Street 
from Tremont Row to Blackstone Street, the estimated expense 
of which is $500,000 ? or than the widening of Tremont Street 
from the Railroad Bridge to Boylston Street, which will un- 
doubtedly cost more than the extension of Broadway ? 

To us it seems clear, that the public safety and convenience 
require that this additional thoroughfare to South Boston should 
be built; that it can be built at less expense now than at any 
future time; and that the plan proposed is the only one by 
which the accommodation required can be obtained. 

The undersigned would, therefore, most respectfully and 
earnestly recommend the passage of the resolve and order.

Tur pecial committee to whom was referred the subject of 
attendance of pupils in the Primary Schools, with instructions 
to consider the matter and report what action if any, it is expe- 
dient for this Board to take in the premises, ask leave to report 
in brief, as follows: 

The requirement of the Regulations in regard to the number 
of pupils to a Primary School is to be found in Chap. X., Sec. 7, 
and is as follows: “Hach school shall contain, as nearly as 
possible, fifty-six pupils, which shall be the standard number.” 

The following Table made from the returns of the masters for 
the last school week in February, 1869 just prior to the usual 

promotions to the Grammar Schools, shows the number of Pri- 
| mary pupils at that time in each district, and the average number 
of pupils belonging to a school during the half year: *

From this statement it appears that the number of pupils to a 
teacher falls very considerably below the standard fixed by our 
regulations — the average of all the districts being 47,° pupils 
to a teacher. It is thus shown that there are 2,574 more sit- 
tings than pupils, and 45 more teachers employed than would be 
required if the regulations in this respect were complied with 
to the letter. 

_ It is easy to see that a large expenditure of money could be 
annually saved to the city, if the disparity indicated in the fore- 
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going table between the aggregate of pupils and the required 
number of teachers could be happily adjusted. 

There are difficulties, however, in the way of such absolute 
adjustment which will readily appear upon consideration. The 
phases of the city are constantly varying, and the popu- 
lation is correspondingly changing. Some sections are sparsely 
inhabited, others are crowded to excess. In some parts the 
population is increasing, in others diminishing. These are 
disturbing elements in fixing and keeping fixed, to a nicety, the 
relations of teachers to pupils with respect to numbers. The 
proper classification of the pupils is also to be regarded. Your 
committee have endeavored to be mindful of these con- 
siderations in the inquiries they have been commissioned to 
make. For the purposes of their investigations, they have 
grouped the schools in the five divisions into which they naturally 
seem to fall, comprising respectively the districts of Hast Bos- 
ton, South Boston, Roxbury and the northerly and southerly sec- 
tions of the city proper. They have had the subject-matter 
under discussion at several sessions, and have consulted, either 
personally or by letter, with the Superintendent and all the 
masters of the schools, to ascertain the practicability of making 
such reductions as will bring the number of teachers and pupils 
more nearly in conformity with the requirements of our regula- 
tions. 

In East Boston they find that the Adams and Lyman Districts 
come so nearly up to the standard as to warrant no change. 
In the Chapman District there are ten Primary Schools, and an 
average of 48.5, scholars to a school. In the the Prescott Dis- 
trict there are nine Primary Schools, with an average of 47.8, 
pupils to a school. In this latter district there are some 
buildings used for school purposes tkat are manifestly unfit 
for such occupancy. This district, as now constituted, ex- 
tends nearly up to the Chapman School House. They would 
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therefore recommend the discontinuance of two Primary Schools 
in the Prescott District, and that fifty, more or less} of the pu- 
pils of this district be transferred to the Chapman Primary 
Schools, which are in their immediate neighborhood. 

The growing population of South Boston, and the frequent 
necessity of opening new schools in that section of the city, leave 
no room for curtailment in that quarter. 

The same may be said of the Roxbury District. 

As to the Primary Schools in the northerly section of the city 
proper, though they find them in some districts falling below the 
required standard in numbers, the changes which are in con- 
templation in the region contiguous to the Lowell Railroad 
station render it likely that a re-districting of that portion of 
the city will soon be found necessary; and this fact, together 
with the difficulty in reducing the number of schools in that sec- 
tion without interfering with their proper classification, forbids 
the recommending of any immediate changes there. 

We come now to the southerly section of the city; and here, 
in the nature of things, an opportunity is presented for a very 
considerable reduction in the number of schools and of teachers, 
without injury to the system of classification or wrong to the 
pupils. 

In the Brimmer District, we would respectfully recommend the 
discontinuance of the school now held in Nassau Hall (so called), 
a school isolated in respect to position and classification, and 
limited in numbers. It is a sixth-class school, with forty-six 
pupils. ) 

The Bowditch, Boylston, Quincy and Winthrop Districts are 
all, more or less, in a transition stage. Houses are being de- 
molished, and families dispersed. After carefully looking over 
the whole ground, your committee would recommend the abolish- 
ment of thirteen schools in these districts, and the absorption of 
their pupils among the remaining schools of the districts. 
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“And, to carry into effect the recommendations of this report, 
they offer the orders appended.

THE Committee on Streets, of the Common Council, to whom 
were referred the resolve and order for the widening of Bennet 
Avenue, having carefully considered the subject, beg leave to sub- 
mit the following 

REPORT: 

Bennet Avenue runs from Prince Street to North Bennet 
Street, a distance of about two hundred feet, and is the only 
opening between Hanover and Salem streets, which are five 
‘hundred and thirty feet apart. The present width of the ave- 
nue is about six and a half feet. The plan of the Board of Al- 
dermen contemplates the widening to twenty feet, by taking 
3,027 square feet of land from estates on the southerly side, at 
an estimated expense of $11,051.50. The present avenue con- 
tains1, 390 square feet, but the rights of the abutters therein will 
not, it is understood, give them any claim upon the city for 
damages on account of the laying out as a public way. 

In accordance with the instructions of the Council, the com- 
mittee gave a hearing to all persons interested in the proposed 
widening; and they also made a personal inspection of the pres- 
ent condition of the avenue. It appeared, from the evidence of 
the petitioners, that all the owners on the northerly side were 
in favor of the widening, and were willing to be assessed their 
proportion of the benefit accruing therefrom. Of the owners 
on the southerly side, portions of whose estates are taken for 
the purpose, three are opposed to the widening and one is in

favor of it. The assessors’ valuation of the property on the 
avenue whose owners are in favor of the widening, amounts to 
$30,000; value of property represented by the remonstrants, 
$12,200. 

Mr. S. W. Mason, master of the Eliot School, stated that in 
his opinion nearly one-third of the seven hundred and fifty 
pupils in the Eliot School, which is about opposite the easterly 
end of Bennet Avenue, were in the habit of passing through the 
avenue on their way to and from school; and that a larger pro- 
portion of the pupils in the Hancock School, opposite the west- 
erly end of the avenue, passed through it. The Hancock and 
Eliot School District Committees have petitioned for the widen- 
ing, with reference, particularly, to the accommodation of the 
scholars. 

The widening is also strongly urged by the Superintendent 
of Health and the Chief Engineer of the Fire Department. 
The city carts, for the collection of offal and ashes, cannot enter 
the avenue at present, and the men are obliged to carry all the 
refuse matter to Prince Street or Bennet Street. A large 
portion of the time during the winter, passage through the 
avenue on foot is extremely difficult. The disadvantages under 
which the fire department labor in being unable to introduce 
their engines and hose carriages into the avenue, in case of fire 
near the centre, can be readily appreciated. 

The evidence of the remonstrants went to show that the public 
safety and convenience did not require the widening; that the 
accommodation of public travel would be very slight; that there 
were many narrow passageways in the city in a worse condition 
than this one; that, ifwidened at all, it should be made forty 
feet in width, in order to properly accommodate the heavy 
travel.

It appeared to a majority of the committee, that the prepon- 
derance of evidence was very decidedly in favor of the peti- 
tioners, and that the public interest would be promoted in a 
sufficient degree to warrant the expenditure required to carry 
out the improvement. The net cost to the city will not probably 
exceed $5,000 or $6,000, as the assessments for betterment will 
undoubtedly cover half the expense. 

The majority would respectfully recommend the passage of 
the resolve and order. .

THE undersigned, a minurity of the Committee on Streets, on 
the part of the Common Council, feel constrained to dissent from 
the recommendation of the majority in the matter of the widen- 
ing of Bennet Avenue, and respectfully present the following 


MINORITY REPORT. 


After hearing the evidence of the petitioners and remonstrants 
on the subject of the widening, it appears to the undersigned 
that if the project is carried out as asked for, it will prove to be 
for the individual benefit of the owners of the estates on the 
northerly side of the avenue, whose property will not be inter- 
fered with, rather than the general public. Of the 3,027 feet of 
land taken for the widening, the owners of 2,712 feet — nine- 
tenths of the whole — have protested very strongly against it. 

In our judgment, the present avenue substantially meets the 
requirements of the locality. The distance from Hanover to 
Salem Street is only 530 feet, and there are many places even 
in the business portions of the city, where the travel is much 
greater and the accommodations not equal to this. We may 
cite as an instance, State Street, from Exchange Street to Mer- 
chants’ Row, with Change Avenue for the only avenue between. 

Unless the Board of Aldermen propose to adopt a veneral 
plan for widening the narrow streets and passageways of the 
city, we think nothing can be urged in favor of the proposed 
measure. 
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The committee had before them communications from the 
Superintendent of Health and the Chief Engineer of the Fire 
Department, expressing the opinion that the widening would be 
a public convenience. Of course, both the Health and Fire 
Departments would be pleased to have all the avenues of the 
city wide and convenient of access, but the inconveniences grow- 
ing out of the want of any system in the original laying out of 
the old portions of the city, can never be wholly remedied, and 
must be submitted to. 

The only argument which had any weight in our estimation, 
was that in favor of the children who pass through this avenue 
on the way to and from school; but upon consideration, we are 
satisfied that the accommodations to them from this widening 
have been greatly over-estimated. If the avenue were entirely 
discontinued, there is no child attending the schools in the 
neighborhood who would be obliged to walk a distance of more 
than 550 feet farther than at present, by the use of it. This is, 
of course, entirely insignificant, and of no account whatever, 
taken in connection with the cost of the project. There is, then, 
no actual necessity for their passing through the avenue (although 
it is a convenience) to and from their schools; and after it is 
widened, as proposed, to twenty feet, and teams pass and repass 
through it, the children will be more incominoded, and in more 
danger, than they are at present in this thoroughfare, which has 
a good brick walk the entire width and length. 

For these reasons, the undersigned are of opinion that the 
resolve and order for the widening ought not to pass.
